the Queen’s Privy Council of Canada, has bsen 
pleased to order and 1t is hereby ordered, that the 
tcllowing Regulations in respect to the division and 
settlement of the lands on the Rainy River be and 
the same are hereby adopted, that is to say : — 


I. That lots be laid out with a frontage of ten 
chains on the said river, and of such a depth as the 
Minister miy deem expedient; but, in no case to 
exceed two m les. 


2. That a settler be allowed to enter one of such 
ten chain lots as a homestead, and, if vacant, the 
adjoining one also, to which he shall have a preemp- 
tion claim, the entries so made to operata in all res- 
pects as regards such two lots in the same manner 
as if they had been made upon regulir quarter sec- 
tions under the homestead clauses of the said Act. 


3. That each and every lot of land on the said 
river, claimed by virtue of settlement thereon 
previous to the survey, shall be made to conform to 
the terms of the first regulation as r yards frontage 
and depth ; provided, however, that, in any case in 
which a claimant may have more than twenty chains 
wide on the river under culiivation, the two lots 
covering such width to be selected by him shall 
repres nt his homestead and preemption right, and 
he shall, at his option, have the privilege of pur- 
chasing the lot or lots on which any excess of 
improvement exists over and above that made on 
the twenty chains, at the rate of one dollar per 
acre, in cash, or shall abandon such additional im- 
provement on condition of receiving therefor the 
reasonable value thereof from the person who may, 
With the approval of the Minister_of the Interior, 
obtain an entry for such lot or lots.

REGULATIONS. 


1st. Limits. 


On the Ontario side of the River the limits shall 
be coterminus with the limits of the City of Ottawa. 
On the Quebec side of the River the limits shall 
extend {rom the Union Suspension Bridge to the 
Point known as the Haycock’s Point and on which a 
Saw Mill has been recently erected by Mesrs. 
Gilmour & Co. 


2nd. Landing Stages or Wharves. 


Suitable landing stages or wharves must be con- 
structed and maintained at the cost of the Lessee 
which must be safe and available at all strtes of the 
River and subject to the approval of the Department 
of Inland Revenue. Stages of a temporary character 
will be allowed, provided they are safe, during the 
season of 1876. Permanent landing places shall be 
constructed by the opening of the navigation in 
1877. 

3rd. Ferry Boat. 


The Vessel used shall be a substantial seaworthy 
Steaner of sutticient size and must have a govern- 
ment certificate as to safe:y of boiler and engine. 

The main deck must be suitabiy covered to protect 
passengers from the weather. Parties tendering are 
to specify the dimensions and character of the 
proposed boat, the power of the kneines and 
whether high or low pressure. 

They must also stite the prop»se | location of the 
landing stages and the manner in wh'ch they propose 
to construct them. 


4th. Number of Trips. 


From the opening to the close of navigation the 
ferry boat shall commence running daily, Sundays 
excepted, at six o’clock a. m., and shal continue to 
cross from each side three times every hour thereaf- 
ter until eight o’clock p. m. Earlier or later trips to 
be made atthe option of the lessee, except from 
10th June to 10th October when four trips must be 
made in each hour. 


5th. Tariff of Charges.

6th The Ferry Boat shall be placed on the route 
fully completed and equipped and the landing stages 
so far completed as to be safe for use immediately 
on the expiration of the present lease, viz: 19th 
July 1876, and the boat as well as permanent land- 
ings shall be ready on the opening of navigation each 
subsequent year during the continuance of the lease. 

Tth. The Lease will be granted for a period of 
five years, 


8th The Lessee will be required to give two sure— 
ties satisfactory to the Department of Inland Reve- 
nue, who shall be bound jointly and severally with - 
the principal in the sum of $10,000 for the full com- 
pliince by the Lessee with the terms of the Lease. 


9th. The right will be reserved to the Department 
of Inland Revenue of rejecting the Ferry Boat or 
Landing wharves should they or either of them be 
at any time deemed unsuitable to the service, unsafe 
or inadequate to meet the public wants and to 
resume the Ferry and relet it. 


The right is also reserved to the Governor in Coun- 
cil to modify the maximum tariff should it be deem 
ed expedient in the Public interest to do so, and 
the Governor in Council may declare the lease for— 
feited and void whenever it shali be satisfactorily 
shewn that the lessee fails tocomply with the con- 
ditions thereof.

term of his lease knowingly ferry, take, or carry, or 

permit to be carried, taken o1 ferried over or across 

the said Ferry and contraband articles whatsoever.

N the recommendation of the Honorable the 
Minister of the Interior, and under the provisions 
of the 105th section of the Act passed in the Session ot 
the Parliament of Canada, held in the 35th year of 
Her Majesty’s Reign, chaptered 23 and intituled 
‘* An Act respecting the Public Lands of the Dom 
‘¢ inion,” His Excellency, by and with the advice of 
the Queen’s Privy Council of Canada, has been 
pleased to order and it is hereby ordered, that the 
following Regulations in respect to the division and 
settlement of the lands on the Rainy River be and 
the same are hereby adopted, that is to say :— 


1, That lots be laid out with a frontage of ten 
chains on the said river, and of such a cepth as the 
Minister may deem expedient; but, in no case to 
exceed two miles. 


2. That a settler be allowed to enter one of such 
ten chain lots as a homestead, and, if vacant, the 
adjoining one also, to which he shall have a preemp- 
tion claim, the entries so made to operate in all res- 
pects as regards such two lots in the same manner 
as if they had been made upon regular quarter sec- 
tions under the homestead clauses of the said Act. 


| That each and every lot of land on the said 
no claimed by virtue of settlement thereon 
previous to the survey, shall be made to conform to 
the terms of the first regulation as regards frontage 
and depth ; provided, however, that, in amy case in» 
which a claimant may h»ve more than twenty chains 
wide on the river under cultivation, the two lots 
covering such width to be selected by him shall 
represent his homestead and preemption right, and 
he shall, at his option, have the privilege of pur. 
chasing the lot or lots on which any excess of 
improvement exists over and above that made on 
the twenty chains, at the rate of one dollar per 
acre, in cash, or shall abandon such additional im- 
provement on condition of receiving therefor the 
reasonable value thereof from the person who may, 
with the approval of the Minister of the Interior, 
obtain an entry for such Lot or lots.

HEREAS by the ‘Merchant Shipping Act 
Amendment Act, 1862,”’ it is enacted that 
whenever it is made to appear to Her Majesty that 
the rules concerning the measurement of tonnage of 
merchant ships for the time being in force under the 
Principal Act have been adopted by the Government 
ofany foreign country and are in force in that country, 
it shall be lawful for Her Majesty by Order in Council 
to direct that the ships of such foreign country shall 
be deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in their 
certificates of registry or other national papers, and 
thereupon it shall no longer be necessary for such 
ships to be remeasured in any port or place in Her 
Majesty’s dominions ; but such ships shall be deemed 
to be of the tonnage denoted in their Certificates of 
Registry or other papers, in the same manner, to the 
same extent, and for the same purposes, in, to, and 
for which the tonnage denoted in the Certificate of 
Registry of British ships is to be beemed the tonnage 
of such ships. 


And whereas it has been made to appear to Her 
Majesty that the rules concerning the measurement 
of tonnage of merchant ships now in force under 
‘6 The Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,’ have been 
adopted by the Royal Norwegian Government, with 
the exception ofa slight difference in the mode of 
estimating the allowance for engine room, and such 
rules are now in force in the kingdom of Norway 


2, As regards steam ships, that merchant ships 
belonging to the said kingdom of Norway, which 
are propelled by steam or any other power 
requiring engine room, the measurement 
whereof shall after the said Ist day of April 
1876 have been ascertained and denoted in the 
registers, and other national papers of such 
steam ships, testified by the dates thereof, shall 
be deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in 
such registers, or other national papers, in the 
same manner, and to the same extent, and for 
the same purpose, in, to, and for which the ton-

Rules relating to Notices for Private Bills. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of .egislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,’ whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making ot a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbor, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry; the incorporation of any 
particuia. {rade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
other Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
granting ‘o any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would aftect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behalf of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: ; 


In the Privinces of Quebec and Munitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and in one in the French language 
in the District affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in thesaid District, or if 
there be no paper published therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
a newspaper is published. 


In any other Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in one 
newspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published, Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, fora period of two months, 
during the interval of time between the close of the

next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and Jast insertion of such notice shall te 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 


When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time. and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend toask ; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—600 copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the Accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consider- 
ation of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by. either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

and it is hereoy ordered, that the following Rules 
and R- gulations respecting the Government Railways 
of Canada, be and the same are hereby adopted and 
established, that is to say :— 


RULES AND REiULATIONS CF (HE GOVrRN- 
MENT RAILWAYS OF CANADA. 


RUL' S TO BE OBSERVED BY THE STAFF GENERALLY, 


1 A copy of these Rules and Kkegulations shall be 
given to each Employé engaged on the live; anda 
copy, printed ona sheet and framed, will be hung 
up in every Station, Conducfor's Room, Engive house, 
Repair-shop, &c., where it will be open for inspection 
by every employé of the Railway, ani no plea or 
excuse, for ignorance of the Rules end Regula inns, 
will be admitte], should any Emp'oyé not have 
received a copy. 


2. Ween a specisl, written, or telegraphic order is 
give. by the General Superinten !ent, or Superin- 
tendent, to suspend or alter any of the following 
Rules and Regulations, such special order shall te 
i-stantly obeyed. 


3. Every Employé shall mike himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the Rules and Regulations of the 
Railway, inc uding those costained in the Working 
lime-Table of the District in which he is employed ; 
and he shall keep a copy of the same in bis posses- 
siop, under a penalty of ore dollsr for no d>ivg so. 


4. When an alteration tikes p'aze in the running 
of trairs in the District im which he is employed, ha 
shall take care to provide hims<lt with a copy of the 
alterel Time-Table. 


5. ‘The Regulatious regarding tbe runving of trains, 
which are prin‘'ed on the Time-Tabies, are to be read 
ar d considered as part of the Rules and Regulations 
of the Rsilway. 


6. Ech person is to devote h'mse f exclusively to 
the service cf the Railway, 1esiding where he may be 
required, 


7. He shall obey promptly all instructions he may 
receive from persons placed in au hority over him, 
ar dcorform to all the Kegulations of the Railway. 


8. All Employés of the Railway must appear on 
du'y clean and neat. 


9. No Employé shall reczive fee or1eward from any 
person 0a any cossideration. 
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10. Employés must not smoke when on duty, on or 
about the Railway premises. 


ll, Any Employé intoxic*ted whea on duty will 
be at cnc: dismissed. 


¢ 
12.—No Employé is allowed, under any circum. 
stances, to absent himself from duty, without the 
permis-ion of his superior officer, except in cise of 
illness ; and then notice must be immediately sent 
to hs superior officer, so that a substitute may be 
found in sea‘on. 


13 —No Employé, unless appointed to do so, sha 1 
receive money on any occasion, or under any pretence, 
from any person, on account of the Railway. 


14.—Employés auchorized to receive money on 
account of the Railway, must, when required, enter 
into bords for the faithful performance of their duty 
in this respect. 


15.-—All persons in places of trust in the Railway 
service must immediately report any misconduct or 
negligence, affecting the interests or safely of the 
road,or failure to comply with these Rules and Re- 
gulations, which may come under their notice. Their 
withholding such information will be considered a 
proof of neglect and indifference 0. their part. 


16.— All officers concerned will be held responsible 
for regulating their time-pieces, in accordance with 
the times observed on the various Divisions of the 
Railway, as stated in the Time-Table. 


17.—The Employés of the Railway are to exercise 
great care and watchfulness in order to prevent 
injury to persons, or damage to property, and where 
a doubt my exist as to the proper course to pursue, 
they must take the safe side, and not run unnecessary 
risk, 


18. Employés subject themselves to criminal pro- 
secution for disobedienc? or neglect of orders, and 
to fine, suspension, or dismissal, for misconduct, 
incompetency, wrangling, or using improper language 
while on duty. ; 


19. ‘the Railway authorities shall have the right 
to deduct from the pay of any Employé such sums 
as may te awarded against him by the General 
Supe:intendent for damage to property entrusted to 
his care, or, as fines, for misconduct or ne»lect of 
duty. 


:0. The pay of every man absent, or suspended 
from duty, will be stopped. 


21.—No person is to quit the Railway service 
without giving fourteen days’ previous notice ; and 
in case he leave without such notice, all pay then 
dwe will be forfeited. 


22 Any person leaving the Railway service must 
deliver up to his superior all property belonging to 
the Railway. under his charge.

DIRECIION: FOR THE USE OF TORPEDJES (FOG ‘I1GNALS), 


36. During foggy weather, snow stor us, or at any 
time when th; ordinary signa s cannot be seen, torpe- 
do-s are to be placed on the rails ( abel upwurds) 
by beuding the Jeai c ip 10und the upper fiige of 
the rail, to prevent their falling off. When th» engine 
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passes over the eignal, it explodes with aZloud report 
and the Driver is instantly to stop. 


37. Toi pedoes are to be used in addition to the 
regular day and night signals, which must first be exhi- 
bited. 


3&8 Eachand every Conductor, Switchman, Engine 
Driver, aad Foreman of ‘trackmen, must provide 
himself with 12 torpedoes, which he must always 
have ready for use whilst on duty; and every Station 
Master must provide himself with the same number, 
which are to be kept in an unlocked drawer or shelf, 
in order that they may at all times be easy of access, 
and every person connected with the Station shall 
be made acquainted with the place where they are 
deposited. 


o9. All the above mentioned persons are respon- 
sible for faving on hand the proper number of tor- 
pedoes, and when the stock is diminished, by one or 
more, it is their duty immediately to apply for others. 


40. Whenever an accident occurs to a train, or a 
train is stopped on the line at any place other than a 
station, in consequence of which the line Is obs- 
tructed, the Brakesmen must be sent each way at 
lrast €00 yards (or sixteen telegraph poles), or more 
if at or near a steep grade or curve, to stop an ap- 
preaching engine or train ; and as the men proceed 
they must place on the rails, at a distance of every 
200 yards, one of these torpedo signals; and on ar- 
riving at the end of the above mentioned distance, 
they are to place two such signals on the line of rail. 


41. In case of an Engine passing over one of these 
Signals, the train must be immediately stopped, and 
measures must at once be taken by the Conductor 
for protecting his train from any following train, by 
sending men back with Torpedoes, which must be 
placed on the line every 200 yards to a distance of a 
quarter of a mile, the train afterwards proceeding 
slowly and cautiously to the place of obstruction. 


42, Lyery Driver of an engine, not accompanied 
by a Conductor, must also use these signals in case 
of accident or obstruction, in the manner before 
mentioned. 


43. When the line is again clear, the Conductor 
cr Engine driver, as the case may be, must, before 
proceeding, remove all the signals from the ruwils, 


44. In any of the above circumstances, and in the 
absence of either of the cflicers above mentioned, 
any Foreman of Works, or other servant ct the Rail 
way, is to observe the sameiules to guard against 
dinger. 


PASSENGER AND STATION REGULATIONS, 


45. Passengers at Ticket Stations are 1equired to 
purchase their tickets before entering the cars, 
otherwise they have to pay to the Conductor an 
additional charge of twelve cents. 


46. They should provide themselves with tickets 
at least five minutes befo:e the advertized time for 
departure of the train. 


47. Express Proprietors, Dealers, Agents and Mes- 
sengers holding season tickeis, shall not carry with 
them baggage or parcels ‘or the purpose of their 
business, unless the freight for the same be prepaid 
at double 1st class freight rates. Jn case of violation 
of this rule, the ticket shall be forfeited. 


48. No person must be allowed to get into or upon 
or quit any car after the train has been put into 
motion, or until it stops. Any person doing so, or 
attempting to do so, has no recourse upon the Rail- 
way Department for any accident which may take 
place in consequence of such conduct. 


49. Persons drunk, and unable to take, care of 
themselves, shall not be furnished with tickets, or 
be allowed to enter the cars or Station premises ; 
and if found in the cars or Station premises, may be 
removed. 


50 Passengers are required to produce and deliver 
up their Railway tickets to the Conductor, or other 
person in charge of the train, whenever requested so 
to do by such officer, Should they refuse to do this, 
and to pay the proper fare, they may be removed 
from the train at or near a staticn. 


51, Passengers are not entitled to occupy more 
than one sitting in a passenger car for each ticket. 


52. Passengers before they can have their baggage 
checked, must show their tickets to the Station 
Baggage Master. To avoid mistakes, they must 
attend personally to the checking and marking of 
their baggage. 


53. Passengers can only have their baggage 
checked to the stations to which they hold tickets. 


54, Passengers, On arrival at their destination, 
must produce their duplicate check before their 
baggage can be delivered to them. 


55.—Coachmen, hackmen, carters, porters, and 
runners for railroads, boats, stage lines and hotels, 
will not be a!lowed to solicit custom or passengers 
upon any of the trains, —nor will they be allowed to 
enter tke stations, nor come upon the platforms on 
the arrival of the passenger trains, to solicit or in- 
fluence passengers, but they shall stand in such 
places as directed by the Station Master, Agent, or 
Policeman. Cattle dealers, butchers and market 
men, will not be allowed in the cars, station or freight 
houses, or upon the platforms, on the arrival of the 
trains, for the purpose of trading ; nor will hucksters, 
or vendors of newspapers, books, fruit, flowers, con- 
fectionery, and other such articles, be allowed in the 
cars, or upon the train, nor to enter the stations, or 
come upon the platform for the purpose of disposing 
of the same, except by permission of the Station 
Master or Conductor, under the authority of the 
Superintendent. 


56. Coachmen, hackmen, and porters, holding 
checks, will be admitted into the Stations for the 
purpose of obtaining baggage—they will also be ad. 
mitted when taking baggage to the trains, 


57. Private carriages, hacks and baggage wagons, 
while waiting at stations the arrival of trains, are re- 
quired to stand at, in, or near the Station premises, 
as directed by the Station Master or Policeman. 
Unnecessary noise, and obscene and abusive lan- 
guage, are strictly prohibited. 


08. All persons are strictly forbidden to walk upon 
tke track of the Railway, or to trespass upon the 
Railway premises. 


STATION MASTERS. 


59. Every Station Master must be able to write a 
good hand, to spell correctly, and to write grammati- 
cally ; he must also be conversant with the element: 
ary rules of arithmetic, and be able to keep bocks 
neatly; at Stations where there are no Clerks kept, 
he must properly understand telegraphing, and in al! 
cases the Station Master, or one of his Clerks, must 
be an operator. 


60- He is responsible for the efficient discharge ot 


the duties devolving upon all the employés at the 
Station. : 


61. He is tu see that all general and other orders 
are duly executed, and entered in a book to be kept 
for the purpose. 
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62. He must at all times enforce the observancs of 
clesnliness and neatness by the employés at his 
Station. He must immediately report every instance 
of neglect of duty on their part, and see that their 
conduct is respectful and civil to the public. Should 
any man be complained of, he must investigate the 
the matter, and communicate the particulars, as 
soon as possible, to the Superintendent. 


6%. He is responsible for the efficient protection 
and safety of the Station, offices, buildings, and other 
property connected therewith, and must daily inspect 
the same, as well as the Station grounds, and see 
that they are kept clean and in good order. 


64, Ve shall see that all Station and S'gnal Lamps 
belonging to his Station are trimmed, and that 
Signals of every kind are in gocd order and realy 
for instant use. 


65. He must see that the time of arrival and 
departure of every etopping train, and the time of 
passing of all other trains or engines, with the 
number of cars in each case, are accurately entered 
in the Train book. 


66. He must r. port immediately whenever any 
train leaves or passes his Station before the time 
prescribed in the Time-table. 


67. He is to direct the Conductor of a train when 
to start, and he must use every exertion to ensure 
punctaality. 


68. He must not permit any engine or train to 
leave, or pass his Station, within fifteen minutes of 
another going in the same direction. 


69. He must keep a sharp look out for train signals, 
and be careful to notify Conductors of the same, and 
of any orders or arrangements that may exist in any 
way affecting the trains. 


70. He must see that no engines or cars are left 
upon the main line, and no cars are, under any 
circumstances, to be loaded on main line, without 
direct authority fromthe Superintendent, after 
which, they must be placed as quickly as possible in 
a siding clear of the main line, with the wheels 
securely scotched. 


1471, He must not allow an engine or car to cross, or 
shunt on the main line within ten minutes of a train 
being due at his Station. 


72. He must see that all switches at his Station 
are in good order, proper position, and carefully 
at‘ended to at all times, and especially before and 
after the arrival and departure of trains, and keep 
the main line clear for special trains duly signalled. 
Where there is no Switchman, he must himself per- 
form the Switchman’s duty. 


73. He shall forthwith communicate to the Super- 
intendent all unusual occurrences which may happen 
in connection with the Railway. 


74. In case of any obstruction on the line, or slips, 
ar Othe. casualties, the Station Master at the neare-t 
station to the scene of the accident, must imme- 
diately give notice of the same, by telegraph or 
otherwise, to the Superintendent, and the nearest 
Foreman of the Permanent Way. 


75. Tickets must not be sold for uny station at 
which the train does not stop. Ticket Agents must 
consult the Working Time-I'able so as to avoid 
mistake:, 


76. Beshallsee that all books and returns are 
regularly written up, and neatly kept. 


required to make good any deficiency of cash, 
whether arising from bad money or errors. He must 
make up and balance his accounts daily, in the form 
prescribed, and remit his cash, as called for by 
special instructions. 


78.-- Any Station Master who shall render a state— 
ment of account which contains errors plainly tra- 
ceable to his cash not having been properly counted 
and balanced, or to any want of care in taking an 
inventory of the freight in store, or shall enter 
remittances not actually made at the time indicated, 
is open to the serious charge of knowingly falsifying 
his accounts. 


79. All goods or articles, without exception, 
received for transportation, must be properly entered 
on waybills to ace mpany the same. 


80. He is held personally responsible for the sate 
keeping and proper delivery of all goods received by 
him, and for all charges due thereon ; and all articles 
entered on the way-bills will be considered as having 
reached his station in good order, unless it is other- 
wise stated on the face of the way-biil. 


81. He shail see that all full-loaded box-cars of 
freight, not required to be op:ned till their destina- 
tion i3 reached, are sealed. 


82. Station Masters shall not permit freight cars 
to be over or improperly laden. If a doubt exists, 
they shall take the safe course, by consulting the 
Freight Tariff as to estimated weights and measure-— 
ments. 


83. Station Masters must not offer for traosporta— 
tion an improperly liden car. 


81. To avoid misunderstanding and delay, requisi- 
tions for freight cars must be made upon the form 
provided for the purpose, and handed to the Con- 
ductor. If previously telegraphed for, the fact must 
be stated on the requisition. 


85. Freight and cattle cars must be thoroughly 
cleansed on being discharged. He shall immediately 
report every instance in which a car, bearing evi- 
dence of not having been cleanse! by the sending 
station, arrives at his station. 


86. He must be careful that all stores supplied for 
the station are economically used, and that there is 
no waste of any kind, 


87. He mu t not supply or lend, under any cir-- 
cumstances, stores or other :rticles belonging to the 
Railway. 

STATION BAGGAGE MASTERS. 


83. Station Baggage Masters shill wear a badge 
denoting their ottice, and be in attendance at least 
torty-five minutes before the advertised departure of 
the train. 

£9. They must compare baggage checks with the 
duplicates, and see that they correspond. 


90. They must not keep more checks on hand 
than are necessary. 


91. Checks, when not in use, must be kept under 
lock and key. 


92. A passenger is allowed 100 lbs. of personal 
bageage. Any quantity exceeding that weight must 
be charged double first-class freight rates, and must 
be prepaid. 


96. They must not check baggage until a short 
time previous to the departure of the train. 


94, ‘They are to request passengers to exhibit their 


11. He will be responsible for all money received | tickets before checking their baggage, and to check 
at his station for account of the Railway, and will be | the baggyge accordingly. 
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95. All previous station numbers on baggage must 
be effaced. 


06. Checks must only be given to passengers, and 
not to cabmen, or others, on their behalf. 


97. Paggige, while in charge of the Railway officers, 
must be well guarded, cr left in a secure place. 


98. A record must be kept at stations of all baggage 
received from pas-engers and forwarded by train, 
given the date, number of cheek, tr in, and destina- 
tion in every cise. 


9), Arecord must also be kept of all baggage 
received by trains, aid delivered to passengers, 
showing date, train and number of check in the same 
way. 


10. Baggage for Flag-stations must be numbered 
but not checked. 


101. On no account are passengers ‘o be allowed 
to tak» checked baggage out of the possession of 
Bag age Masters unless pioperly claimed. 


102, Special care must be takenr ot to deliver bag- 
gage without first removing the checks, and obtain-— 
ing the du licates from the passengers. 


103. A report must be sent to the General Baggage 
Agent, Moncton, of all baggag received, the checks 
and duplicates of which do not tally. ‘The report 
must show the time of arrival, number of train, ard 
the :.ame of the station whence received. 


104. When a passenger has lost his duplicate cLeck, 
the baggage must not be given up unless he can 
describe the contents of such baggage, and pays 25 
cents for the lost check. 


105. A receipt must be taken from the owner for 
all baggage so delivered without the duplicate check 
being presented, as a'so for all “baggage mis- 
ciecked. 


106. Station Biggage Masters, or Stati>n Masters, 
will report immediately to the General Baggage 
Agent, Moncton, any baggage missing at their sta- 
tion, and will also report apy baggage that may have 
rema ned unclaimed one week. 


107. All lost or unclaimed baggage must be sent, 
properly labelled, to Moncton, monthly. 


108. No baggage shall be opened except in the 
presence of the owner. 


109. Reports must be made periodically to the 
General Baggage Agent of all inward and outward 
baggage 

& WITCH MEN, 


110. Men in charge of switches are 1equired to 
exercise great cire and vigilance, as the slightezt 
neglect on their part may cause an accilent. 


111i, They must be very careful to keep their 
switches in good working order, and in proper posi 
tion, and must immediately report all defects to the 
Station Master, who will advise the Superintendent 
and the nearest S ation Foreman. 


112. Before leaving his work, he must satisfy 
himseglf, by personal inspection, that the switches 
are properly set and locked for the main line. and 
that the signals are right. He must also carefully 
examine the switches and stationary signals every 
time he returns to work after being off duty. 


113. He must be furnished, when on duty, with 
the following articles .— 


1 Hand Lamp, having three colours. 
4 Flags—two red, one white, and one green. 
12 Fog Signals (‘lorpedoes). 


114. Switchmen shall not within fifteen minutes 
of a train being due, allow any engines or cars to pass 
on to, or across the main line, without the express 
order of the Station Master, and then he shall not 
open the switch until the proper danger signal is 
shown. He must not allow an engine to pass from 
one line to another, without first. ascertaining that 
it is safe to do so. 


115. Conductors, Engine-drivers, ‘‘rack-masters, 
and others, who may have occasion to use switches, 
shall be held responsible for leaving them locked in 
their proper position, but nothing in this rule shall 
relieve the Station Master of his responsibility in 
regard to switches. 


CONDUCTORS 


116. Conductors must be able to write a good le- 
gible hand, to spell correctly, and be conversant 
with the elementary rules of arithmetic. 


117. They shall wear a badge denoting their 
office. 


118. They must be at the Station from which they 
are about to start, at least half an hour before the 
appointed time for departure, and must see that the 
Baggage Master and Brakesmen are also on duty at 
the proper time. 


119. The Conductor shall see that he has on his 
train the following articles :-—

12°. Until the train has started, the Conductor 
shall be under the d rection of the Station Master. 
Before leaving the station, he shall see that the cars 
are properly coupled ; that there are proper brakes 
and a sufficient number of Brakesmen on the train ; 
that the signal lamps are properly trimmed and 
attached to the car, and, if required, lighted; that 
he has a proper supply of stores on board ; that the 
alarm cord is properly secured and extended from 
the engine to the rear of the train ; that the cars are 
in a proper state of cleanliness ; and, if it be winter, 
that the stoves have been properly attended to, and 
the cars ventilated, and properly warmed. If the 
cars are found to be in a dirty condition, he must 
report the fact to the Superintendent. 


. 121. In forming a train, baggage, freight, or 
lumber cars, shall not be placed in rear of the pas- 
senger cars. 


122 The rear car of every train must be a brake- 
car, and amin must, when the train is in motion, 
always be stationed on that car. 


123. Conductors shall strictly obey all signals and 
special orders which they may receive from the 
Officers in charge at stations. 
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124, They must not give the signal to start while 
passengers are getting on board, and should, when 
making it, stand near the front end of the first pas- 
senger car. They should afterwards pass to the 
platform of the last car, and look out for any signals 
that may be given them. 


125. After a train has started, it shall be under 
the Conductor’s entire charge and control. He is 
responsible for the safety of the train and all on 
_ board offit. He must see that the Rules and Regu- 
lations of the Railway, as well as any special Regu- 
lations that may be issued, are strictly observed by 
both passengers and employés, and shall report any 
violations of them, and must himself take care to 
observe all such Rules and Regulations. 


126.—Always, when backing a train, there must 
be a man specially stationed upon the rear part of it 
to give due warning, and prevent accident. 


127. It shall be the Conductor’s duty to check the 
Engine driver, should the train be running at an 
unsafe speed, and to direct that the regular rate or 
speed prescribed in the Time-T'able, ora slower rate 
if the track be in bad order, be observed, as the case 
may require. Negligence, or recklessness on the 
part of the Engine-driver, will be taken as proof of 
the inefficiency of the Conductor, unless such con: 
duct has been duly and distinctly reported on every 
occasion of its taking place. He shall at the same 
time treat the Engine-driver with that consider- 
ation which is due to his very responsible duties, 
and will always ad. ise with him in cases of difficulty. 


128.—In very extreme cases only, cin a train, 
which has once left a station, be allowed to return ; 
and this proceeding must be accompanied with the 
greatest possible degree of caution. Before anything 
else is done, two men with red flags, or lights, must 
be sent fully half a mile in advance of the rear end 
of the train, to give warning to any train, or trains, 
that may be approaching from that direction, in 
order to guard against the possibility of collision. 
The train must not move until these two men have 
proceeded at least half a mile. Every other available 
measure must also be taken to notify Trackmen, and 
to stop any approaching engine. The officers ofa 
train so situated are to assume in every case that a 
train is approaching, and act accordingly. Conduc- 
tors, or other officers in charge of any trains that 
may receive such warning, are responsible for pro- 
tecting their own trains in the same manner. 


129.—When a train breaks down, or is stopped, or 
seriously delayed, on the road, similar precautions 
must be taken, should the case require it, to guard 
against being run into by any other train. Proper 
use must be made of red flags, or lanterns, and 
torpedoes. When assistance is required, or when 
the crcumstances require it, messengers must be 
sent to the Station Master on either side, and the 


Conductor must communicate direct, or through; 


those officers, with the Superintendent. 


130. He shall see that the Brakesmen, and other 
train employés, are kept at their posts, so as to be 
ready for any emergency, that they are cleanly and 
attentive to their duties, and that signals are ready 
for instant use. 


131. The Conductor shall, from ime to time, dur- 
ing the journey, examine the wheels, brakes, springs, 
trucks and journals of the cars, and must see that 
they are kept in proper order. 


132, The tail signal must also be examined at 
‘every station, and in the event ofa train being 
brought to a stand on the main Track, the Conductor 
must take care that no person obstructs the rear 
view of it. 


133, Whenever telegraphic despatches are sent, 


directing the movemenis of trains, they must be re- 
peated back by the receiving oftice to the sending 
office, and acknowledged by the persons, t> whom 
they may be addressed. Such acknowledgment shall 
always show how the message is understood by the 
parties receiving it, and such persons shall not start 
the train until they have found their construction of 
the message to be the true one. Jf doubt should arise 
they must take the safe course. 


134. Verbal messages, which in any way affect the 
movement of engines or trains, must not, under any 
circumstances, be received through a third party, 
whatever confidence may be placed in the veracity of 
such person. All instructions, not communicated per- 
sonally or by telegraph to the individual for whom 
they are intended, must be in writing. The responsi- 
bility of accident, resulting from a misunderstand- 
ing of this sort, will rest upon the person acting with- 
out the proper authority. 


135, The Conductor must not allow persons to ride 
on the platform or outside of the cars, or in the bag- 
gage car, and must use all possible means to prevent 
passengers exposing themselves to danger. 


136. In the event of any passenger being drunk or 
disorderly, to the annoyance of others, he must use 
all gentle means to stop the nuisance; failing which, 
he must exercise his authority, and restrain, or keep: 
him in a separate place, until he arrives at the next: 
station, or at a station near toa police office or lock- 
up, where the passenger must be left, and may be. 
it considered expedient, delivered to the police and 
charged with the offence in the usual way. 


137. Whenever a fare is collected in the cars, the 
Conductors must at once issue a ticket to the pas. 
senger, and enter the amount in his book. No 
ores will be admitted for any departure from this 
rule, 


138. Conductors must promptly deliver all lettars, 
way-bills, and despatches entrusted to their care. 


139. They must not allow the sale of books, papers, 
refreshments, &c, in the cars, without permission 
from the Superintendeht. 


140. Freight trains must always keep out of the 
way of Passenger trains. If from unavoidable circum- 
stances the Conductors of such trains find themselves 
running within ten minutes of the running time of a 
passager train following them they must use all proper 
means to inform such Passenger train of their posi- 
tion, and prevent its ruaning into them, If practi- 
cable, Conductors of such Freight trains must direct 
Trackmen to put out signals, and notify the Passen- 
ger train Conductor that a lreight train is imme. 
diately ahead. 


141. Conductors of Freight trains must not take 
loaded cars without way-bills, nor way-bills without 
the proper cars. 


142, Cars must not be taken beyond stations to 
which their contents may be destined, unless needed, 
as they may have to be brought back empty. 


143. At stations where freight for several way 
stations is loaded into one car particular attention 
should be given to have that loaded for the farthest 
station put in the car first and so on in succession, 
until the freight for the nearest station, to the point 
where it is being loaded is next the door of the car. 


144. Conductors will be held personally respon- 
sible for the proper care of all goods or property 
entrusted to them, and will be careful to see that 
the same are delivered to the Station Masters, 
according to the way-bills. 


145. A Conductor shall not permit live stock to 
be carried in closed cars, When there are horses 09 
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a train, unless the owner has sent a person in charge 
of them, he will see that they are cirefully watered, 
«nd moderately fed on the road; and the expense 
thus incurred shall be paid him at the end of h'‘s 
journey by the Staticn Master, who shall reimbursed 
by the consigror, or consignee, or owner, as the 
ease my require. 


146. It is his duty to make himself acquainted, es 
far as practicahle, with the condition of the goods 
conveyed oa h's train ; and when they are s'owed so 
as to be liable to damage, to stow them differently, 
or, if that be not possible, to leave them, if necessary, 
ata station, {o besent on, more cecure'y stowed, by 
another opportusity, reporting the same to the 
Superintendent. He shall see that no pilfering of 
the coatents of the car takes place, and that the 
doors of loided crs are sealed, and empty ones 
closed. 


147. 1f from any cause it becomes necessary to 
Jeave freight where it does not belong, the Conductor 
shall note the fact on the way-bill, and give notice in 
writing to the Superintendent. He shali take all 
proper means to have the same forwarded to its des- 
tination without delay. 


148. Irregular Trains must be on a siding at least 
fifteen minutes before Regular ‘Trains are due, and 
wait till they have passed, unless othe: wire ordered. 


149, Conductors wi!l duly call the a'tention of the 
Repairer of Cars—cr, in his absence, that of the 
Station Master—to any repairs required, or damage 
that may have been sustained, by the cirs, and 1o 
the Jatter case report the particulars to the Superin- 
terdent. 


159. They must be careful also to report to tke 
nearest Station Master and to the Divisioa Superin— 
tendent, any defect they may observa on the Lice. 


151 Conducio s must keep a diary of their pro- 
ceedings, which must be ready for inspection at all 
times, and they shall make daily returns upon the 
proper form to be supplied them. 


152. Where aConductor may have had charge of 
a troin for only part of a trip, he must insert in his 
re urn—vpon the proper form, ard over his own 
sigvattuie—the particulars of the same, which, with 
any money he may have collected, he will hand over 
to the officer relieving him, who will complete and 
forward the return, also signing it. 


153. The Conductor shall enter in his diary all 
delays, casualties, or unusual occurrences, and report 
the facts to the Superintendent. He will also make 
a note of them in his return. 


TRAIN BAGGAGE MASTERS. 

154. Train Baggage Masters shall wear their proper 
badge of office, and must report any baggage they 
recelve not properly marked and checked; they 
must be particular to see that the number of the 
station, for which the baggage 1s intended, 1s diz- 
tinetly marked, 


155. All checks and duplicates, in charge o. Train 
Baggage Masters, must be compared by them before 
being used. 


156. Checks must not be carried loose in the 
baggage car, but shall be kept in a box supplied for 
that purpose. 


157. Baggage for Flag Stations shall be numbered, 
iut not checked. 


158, Train Baggage Masters shall keep a proper 
account, in books provided for the purpose, of all 
baggage checked or unchecked, showing stations at 
which the baggage is received and delivered. 


159. They shall not allow persons, except those 
- working the train, to ride in the baggage cir, unless 
' by direction of the Conductor. 


160. They shail not leave the station, at the end 
of the journey, until the baggage has been claimed 
or properly disposed of. 


161. They shall obey such other instructions in 
regard to baggage, and perform such other duty, as 
may be required of them. 


BRAKUSMEN. 


162. Brakesmen must wear their proper badge of 
office, and while the train is in motion, must be near 
their brakes, which, when necessary, they will skil. 


fully apply. 
163. Passenger car brakes must always be eased 


off, and not permitted suddenly to escape, so that 
no disagreeable jarringymay be felt by the passengers. 


164. The alarm: cord must not On any account be 
removed, at the end of the journey, until the train 
has been brought to a stand. 


165. Brakesmen shall perform such other duties 
as may be required of them. 


166. Freight Conductors and Train Baggage Mas. 
ters shall act as Brakesmen when not engaged with 
their other duties. 

ENGINE DRIVERS. 


167,—Tuble showing the speed of an engine, at a given 
rate per hour. 
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168, The Engine Driver, when ata station, shall be 
subject to the orders of the Station Master. 


169, He shall be guided by instruction from the 
Conductor as to when to start or stop the train, 


170. He must nt proceed after sunset, unless the 
proper lights are exhibited on his engine. 


171, No special train or engine shall leave any 
station without the authority of the Superintendent. 
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172. Every Engine Driver and Fireman must pro- 
vide himself with a good watch, and compare the 
time with Conductors and Drivers of other trains 
they meet as well as with Station clocks, reporting 
all differences to the Superintendent. 


_178. They must pay immediate attention to all 
a whether the cavse for giving them ke known 
or not, 


_174, The Driver must be in attendance at the sta- 
tion at least half an hour, and the Fireman at least 
forty-five minutes, before the appointed time fcr 
starting the train. He must see that the engine is 
coupled, at least ten minutes before the time for 
starting —that it ism proper working order, suffi- 
ciently supplied with fuel, and water, and properly 
oiled—that the alarm cord is attached to the gong or 
whis'le, and that the lamps, and signals, are in a fit 
state for use. Before taking charge of the en gine, 
he and the Fireman must sign their names in the 
appearances book, kept by the Locomotive Foreman. 


(175. Conductors and Drivers of Trains supplied 
with Air Brakes, are responsible for seeing that such 
are in perfect working order befo:e starting from 
terminal stat‘ons, this also applies to ihe inary 
Brakes and running gear on all cars. ord 


176. Every Engine Driver shall have with him, at 
all times, the tollowing tools :

117. The Engine Driver sha}] not allow any persons, 
except the Superintendents and Trackmasters, to 
ride on his engine or tender, without due authority. 


178. He must not start his train until the bell be 
rung, and he receive the signal from the Conductor ; 
he must, invariably, start carefully, without jerking, 
and see that he has the whole of his train; he must 
run the train as nearly to time as possible, arriving 
at the Stations neither too late, nor too soon. He 
must not shot off steam suddenly, so as to cause 
concussion of the cars, unless in case of danger. 


179. If a train becomes separated when in motion 
care must be taken not to stop the portion in front 
before the after-part has stopped, and the men on 
such detached part must apply their brakes in time 
to prevent collision with the cars in frent. 


180. No engine shall run tender or train foremost, 
unless from unavoidable necessity, or by order of the 
Superintendent. 


181. The Driver shall stand by the hand-gear, and 
keep a good look-out. The Fireman also must be 
on the look-out when not engaged in other duties. 


182. Before passing switches, he must be careful 
to see that the targets are correctly set. 


183. An Engine Driver on duty must not leave his 
engine except in cases of great necessity, on which 
occasions he must place it in charge of the Fireman, 
and notify the nearest Locomotive Foreman of the 
fact in order that a competent person may be sent 
to take his place. On no account shall both leave 
it until it is given in charge to the party authorized 
to receive it. 


- 184. Engine Drivers are required to run slowly and 
carefully over rough or bad track, and round curves, 
or through cuttings. The Track-masters are author- 
ized, when it is found necessary, to prescribe rates 
of speed, faster than which an engine must not be 
driven over the parts of the roads indicated, and 
they are instructed to report violations of their 
instructions in this respect. 


185. Inrunning behind another train, the Driver 
must so run as to allow the leading train to be not 
less than two miles in advance, and, on approaching 
a station, and entering, or running round curves, he 
must exercise great caution co as to avoid the possi— 
bility of a collision. No excuse as to being 
deceived about the distance will be received 
for neglect of this rule. The responsibility of a 
collision will rest upon the Conductor and Engine 
Driver of the rear train. 


186. When approaching stations, crossing3, bridges 
and viaducts, and when passing wood piles, all trains 
are required to run at reduced speed and with 
ere caution, the dampers of the engines being 
closed. 


187. When trains have to pass each other, the 
train having the right to the road shall occupy the 
main track, 


188. Engine Drivers are to take care that the 
whistle be sounded 800 yards before reaching every 
level crossing of a public road, and that the bell be 
rung, 600 yards, before reaching such crossing, and 
until the crossing be passed: The bell, and whistle, 
are also to be sounded, when approaching a Cutting, 
Station or Junction. During foggy weather also, 
the bell must be sounded at proper intervals. 


189. They must never allow themselves to be 
governed by any information they may receive as to 
where the train ahead will stop for fuel or other 
cause, but must always be prepared to st~p short of 
the Station. They should invariably run on the 
supposition that a train may be found out of place 
at a station. 


190. In bringing up his train, the driver must pay 
particular attention to the state of the weather, and 
the condition of the rails, as well as to the length of 
the train, and these circumstances must have due 
weight in determining him when to shut off the 
steam. Stations must not be entered so rapidly as 
to require a violent application of the brakes, or to 
render necessary the sounding of the signal whistle. 
He must report every instance, of overshooting a 
station, to the Superintendent. 


191. Unless he himself is in the cab of the engine 
at the time, and directing its movements, he must 
not allow the Fireman to shunt cars, or move the 
engine; cars must not be shunted, at so great a 
speed, as to endanger the lives of men employed in

signal must be conspicuously exhibited at a distance 
of not less than twenty (20) telegriph poles each 
way, even if no tiain or engine is expected, anda 
torpedo must be placed outside the ed signal a fur- 
ther distance of two (2), telegraph poles. No hand 
car, or lorry, must be used on the track, or work 
done, to impede the transit of trains, during a fog, 
or snow storm, or within fifteen minutes of the time 
of a train being due. 


16. When any part of ‘the track is out of repair 
s0 as io make it necessary for a train to proceed 
cautiously, a signal must be sent, twenty (20) tele. 
graph poles in the direction whence a train 1s expect- 
ed, and kept there untif it passes, or until the track 
is made cafe. 


217. The track must not, in any case, be displaced 
for the purpose of putting in cattle guards, cross 
dtains, or culverts, unless by express order of the 
‘lrackmaster. The track must not be rendered un- 
tafe, by any operation, during the day, or night, or 
upon Sunday, until notice shall have been given, by 
the l'rackmaster. to the Superintendent,.and per - 
mission obtained to use the track. 


218. No rails must be taken up, nor must the track 
be otherwise disturbed, in such a manner as to 
render it unsafe, within twenty minutes of the time 
of a train being due, nor until it has passed. Allsuch 
work must be done between the regular running 
hours. 


219. In raising the traek and packing the ballast, 
no lift must be greater than two inches in twenty-four 
feet, and both rails must be raised equally and at the 
same time; and in all cases, when practicable, the 
lift must be made in the direction in which the first 
train due approaches. 


220. vhe ‘l'rackmaster must see that satety blocks 
are put down on all sidings diverging from the m:in 
track, at a proper distance therefrom. 


221, The Foreman of each Section, under the 
direction of the Trackmaster, is held responsible for 
the safe keeping of all sleepers, rails, chats, plates, 
bolts, tools, and implements of every kind pertain- 
ing to the track notin special charge of the Store- 
keeper, and the ‘frackmaster must immediately 
report to the Engine: rany losses or destruction of 
such property. 


222. The Forem_n must re} ort, i writing, to the 
Trackmaster, every case in which any of the signals 
are disregarded by «n Engine driver. 


223. All persons walking along the line, who are 
not in the Railway service, « ust be warned off; and 
in case of noa-compliance, their names ascertained 
and reported to the Trackmaster, or they must be 
placed under armst, as the exigencies of the case 
seem (0 require. 


224, Animals found straying within the railway 
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fence must be immediately driven off. Section men 
will close all gates found open. Owners and occu- 
piers of property adjacent to the Railway must keep 
properly shut all gates at private crossings: in case 
of accident, through negligence on their part, or on 
the part of their servants, in leaving them open, 
they will be held liable for the consequences. 


225. When the lovries or hand cars are not in use, 
they must be lifted off the track, and the wheels 
secured by achain, and lock. Tack lorries must 
only be used to convey materials for the line: they 
must never be attached to a train. 


226. All surface er-s:ings must be closely looked 
after and foremen must see that the planking is se- 
curely spiked down. Any temporary injury to any 
of the telegraph poles or wires shall be repaired as 
far as practicable and intelligence of the dam1go im- 
mediately conveyed to the nearest Station Master. 
If not a telegraph station, the Agent shall write to 
the telegraph station giving particulars. 


227. ‘Track Foremen mst be particular in cutting 
down trees which are too near the telegraph wires, 
and when the WIRES ARE TOUCH NG EsCH OJHFR SEPA 
RATE THEY, fix them vp avd keep th-m from wet. 


228. In case of the water supply at any Ststion 
being short, or the frog of a siding being out for 
repair o” any Other matter affecting the movement 
of Trafic. Foremen must report ty telegraph at 
once to the Bulletin Boards on their divisions and to 
the Trackmister as well, 


229. All articles found on the track must be 
promptly sent to the Station Master or the nearest 
Station.

BY-LAWS GF THE PILOTAGE AUTHORITY OF 
THE DISTRICT OF SYDNEY, C. B. 


The Pilotage authority of the District of Sydney 
under and by virtue of the powers vested in them 
by the Pilotage Act 1873, hereby pass the following 
By-laws, and enact as follows : 


By-law No. 1.—No Pilot shall be under twenty-one 
years of age; every pilot must serve two consecutive 
years under a licensed pilot before being licensed

By-law No. 2.—Every Pilot or company of Pilots 
must be provided with a boat carrying a Flag three 
feet long and two feet wide of two colours, the upper 
horizontal half white and the lower horizontal half 
red, and every pilot taking a vessel to sea shall have 
a sudicient boat in attendance to bring him back to 
port when his services are ended. 


By-law No. 3.—Every Pilot lisensed for the first 
term shall pay a fee of ten dollars, and for every 
renewal a fee of two dollars; and every mute or 
master shall pay a fee of ten dollars, and the same 
for every renewal; and every licensed pilot, at the 
time of receiving his license shall give a bond to the 
Commissioners for his compliance with the Harbor 
and Pilot regulations, and for the faithful perfor- 
mance of his duty asa Pilot during the ensuing year

HEREAS by the “Merchant Shipping Act 
Amendment Act, 1862,” it is enaeted that 
whenever it is made to appear to Her Majesty that 
the rules concerning the measurement of tonnage of 
merchant ships for the time being in force under the 
Principal Act have been adopted by the Government 
ofany foreign country and are in force in that country, 
it shall be lawful for Her Majesty by Order in Council 
to direct that the ships of such foreign country «hall 
be deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in their 
certificates of registry or oiher national papers, and 
thereupon it shall no longer be necessary for such 
ships to be remeasured in any port cr place in Her 
Majesty's dominions ; but such ships shall be deemed 
to be of the tonnage denoted in their Certificates of 
Registry or other papers, in the same manner, to the 
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of tonnage of merchant ships now in force under 
‘The Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,” have been 
adopted by the Royal Norwegian Government, with 
the exception of a slight difference in the mode of 
estimating the allowance for engine room, and such 
rules are now in force in the kingdom of Norway 
having come into operation on the Ist day of April 
1876, Her Majesty is hereby pleased, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, to direct as follows : 


1, As regards sailing ships, that merchant sailing 
ships of the said kingdom of Norway, the mea- 
surenent whereof shall after the said Ist day 
of April 1876, have been ascertained and de- 
noted in the registers and other national papers 
of such sailing ships, testified by the date 
thereot, shall be deemed to be of the tonnage 
denoted in such registers and other national 
papers in the same manner, and to the same 
extent, and for the same purpose, in, to, and 
for which the tonnage denoted in the certificate 
of registry of British sailing ships is deemed to 
be the tonnage of such ships. 


2. As regards steam ships, that merchant ships 
belonging to the said kingdom of Norway, which 
are propelled by steam or any other power 
requiring engine room, the measurement 
whereof shall after the said Ist day of April 
1876 have been ascertained and denoted in the 
registers, and other national papers of such 
steam ships, testified by the dates thereof, shall 
be deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in 
such registers, or other national papers, in the 
same manner, and to the same extent, and for 
the same purpose, in, to, and for which the ton- 
nage denoted in the certificate of registry of 
British ships is deemed to be the tonnage of 
such ships ; provided nevertheless, that if the 
owner or master of any such Norwegian steam 
ship desires the deducticn for engine room in 
his ships to be estimated under the rules for 
engine room measurement, and deduction ap- 
plicable to British ships instead of under the 
Norwegian rule, the engine room shall be mea- 
sured and the deduction calculated according 
to the British rules.

RULES TO BE OBSERVED BY THE STAFF GENERALLY. 


1. A copy of these Rules and Regulations shall be 
given to each Employé engaged on the line; anda 
copy, printed ona sheet and framed, will be hung 
up in every Station, Conducfor’s Room, Engine-house, 
Repair-shop, &c., where it will be open for inspection 
by every employé of the Railway, and no plea or 
excuse, for ignorance of the Rules and Regulations, 
will be admitted, should any Employé not have 
received a copy. 


2. When a special, written, or telegraphic order is 
given by the General Superintenient, or Superin- 
tendent, to suspend or alter any of the following 
Rules and Regulations, such special order shall be 
instantly obeyed. 


3. Every Employé shall make himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the Rules and Regulations of the 
Railway, inc.uding those contained in the Working 
Time-Table of the District in which he is employed ; 
and he shall keep a copy of the same in his posses- 
siop, under a penalty of one dollar for no‘ doing so.

37. To:pedoes are to be used in addition to the 
regular day and night signals, which must first be exhi- 
bited. 


38. Each and every Conductor, Switchman, Engine 
Driver, and Foreman of Trackmen, must provide 
himself with 12 torpedoes, which he must always 
have ready for use whilst on duty; and every Station 
Master must provide himself with the same number, 
which are to be kept in an unlocked drawer or shelf, 
in order that they may at all times be easy of access, 
and every person connected with the Station shall 
be made acquainted with the place where they are 
deposited. 


39. All the above mentioned persons are respon- 
sible for having on hand the proper number of tor— 
pedoes. and when the stock is diminished, by one or 
more, it is their duty immediately to apply for others. 


40. Whenever an accident occurs to a train, or a 
train is stopped on the !ine at any place other than a 
station, in consequence of which the line 1s obs-— 
tructed, the Brakesmen must be sent each way at 
least 800 yards (or sixteen telegraph poles), or more 
if at or near a steep grade or curve, to stop an ap- 
proaching engine or train ; and as the men proceed 
they must place on the rails, at a distance of every 
200 yards, one of these torpedo signals; and on ar- 
riving at the end of the above mentioned distance, 
they are to place two such signals on the line of rail. 


41. In case of an Engine passing over one of these 
Signals, the train must be immediately stopped, and 
measures must at once be taken by the Conductor 
for protecting his train from any following train, by 
sending men back with Torpedoes, which must be 
placed on the line every 200 yards to a distance of a 
quarter of a mile, the train afterwards proceeding 
slowly and cautiously to the place of obstruction. 


42, Kvery Driver of an engine, not accompanied 
by a Conductor, must also use these signals in case 
of accident or obstruction, in the manner before 
mentioned. 


43. When the line is again clear, the Conductor 
or Engine-driver, as the case may be, must, before 
proceeding, remove all the signals from the ruils, 


44, In any of the above circumstances, and in the 
absence of either of the cflicers above mentioned, 
any Foreman of Works, or other servant ct the Rail- 
way, is to observe the sameiules to guard against 
danger. 


PASSENGER AND STATION REGULATIONS, 


45. Passengers at Ticket Stations are 1equired to 
purchase their tickets before entering the cars, 
otherwise they have to pay to the Conductor an 
additional charge cf twelve cents. 


46. They should p’ovide themselves with tickets 
at least five minutes befo:e the advertised time for 
departure of the train, 


47, Express Proprietors, Dealers, Agents and Mes- 
sengers holding season tickets, shall not cairy with 
them baggage or parcels ‘or the purpose of their 
business, unless the freight for the same be prepaid 
at double Ist class freight rates. In case of violation 
of this rule, the ticket shall be forfeited. 


48, No person must be allowed to get into or upon 
or quit any car after the wrain has been put into 
motion, or until it stops. Any person doing so, or 
attempting to do so, has no recourse upon the Rail- 
way Department for any accident which may take 
place in consequence of such conduct. 
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49. Persons drunk, and unable to take care of 
themselves, shall not be furnished with tickets, or 
be allowed to enter the cars or Station premises ; 
and if foand in the cars or Station premises, may be 
removed. 


50 Passengers are required to produce and deliver 
up their Railway tickets to the Conductor, or other 
person in charge of the train, whenever requested so 
to do by such officer. Should they refuse to do this, 
and to pay the proper fare, they may be removed 
from the train at or near a station. 


51. Passengers are not entitled to occupy more 
than one sitting in a passenger car for each ticket. 


52. Passengers before they cin have their baggage 
checked, must show their tickets to the Station 
Baggage Master. To avoid mistakes, they must 
attend personally to the checking and marking of 
their baggage. 


53. Passengers can only have their baggage 
checked to the stations to which they hold tickets. 


54, Passengers, on arrival at their destination, 
must produce their duplicate check belore their 
baggage can be delivered to them. 


55.—Coachmen, hackmen, carters, porters, and 
runners for railroads, boats, stage lines and hotels, 
will not be a'‘lowed to solicit custom or passengers 
upon any of the trains,—nor wi.l they be allowed to 
enter the stations, nor come upon the piatforms on 
the arrival of the passenger trains, to solicit or in - 
fluence passengers, but they shall stand in such 
places as directed by the Station Master, Agent, or 
Policeman. Cattle dealers, butchers and market 
men, will not be allowed in the cars, station or freight 
houses, or upon the platforms, on the arrival of the 
trains, for the purpose of trading; nor will hucksters, 
or vendors of newspapers, books, fruit, flowers, con- 
fectionery, and other such articles, be allowed in the 
cars, or upon the train, nor to enter the stations, or 
come upon the platform for the purpose of disposing , 
of the same, except by permission of the Station 
Master or Conductor, under the authority of the 
Superintendent. 


56. Coachmen, hackmen, and porters, holding 
checks, will be admitted into the Stations for the 
purpose of obtaining baggage—they will also be ad. 
mitted when taking baggage to the trains. 


57. Private carriages, hacks and baggage wagons, 
while waiting at stations the arrival of trains, are re- 
quired to stand at, in, or ne.r the Station premises, 
as directed by the Station Master or Policeman. 
Unnecessary noise, and obscene and abusive lan- 
guage, are strictly prohibited. 


58. All persons are strictly forbidden to walk upon 
the wack of the Railway, or to trespass upon the 
Railway premises. 


STATION MASTERS. 


59. Every Station Master must be able to write a 
good hand, to spell correctly, and to write grammati- 
cally ; he must also be conve:sant with the element- 
ary rules of arithmetic, and be able to keep bocks 
neatly; at Stations where there ar+ no Clerks kept, 
he must properly understand ielegraphing, and in ali 
eases the Siation Master, or one of his Clerks, must 
be an operator.

SWITCHMEN, 

110. Men in charge of switches are required to 
exercise gieat care and vigilance, as the slighte-t 
neglect on their part may cause an acci lent. 


111. They must be very careful to keep their 
switches in good working order, and in proper posi 
tion, and must immediately report all defects to the 
Station Master, who will advise the Superintendent 
and the rearest S ation Foreman. 


112. Before leaving his work, he must satisfy 
himself, by personal inspection, that the switches 
are properly set and locked for the main ]ne and 
that the signals are right. He must also carefully 
examine the switches and stationary signals every 
time he returns to work after being off duty. 


113. He must be furnished, when on duty, with 
the following articles :— 
1 Hand Lamp, having three colours. 


4 Flags—two red, one white, and one green. 
12 Fog Signals (Torpedoes). 


1]4 Switchmen shall not within fifteen minutes 
of a train being due, allow any engines or cars to pass 
on to, or across the main line, without the express 
order of the Station Master, and then he shall not 
open the switch until the proper danger signal is 
shown. He must not allow an engine to pass from 
one line to another, without first ascertaining that 
it is safe to do so. 


115. Conductors, Engine-drivers, Traclx- masters, 
and others, who may have occasion to use switches, 
shall be held responstble for leaving them locked in 
their proper position, but nothing in this rule shall 
relieve the Station Master of his responsibility in 
regard to switches. 

CONDUOTOLS 


116. Conductors must be able to write a good le- 
gible hand, to spell coirectly, and be conversant 
with the elementary rules of arithmetic. 


117. ‘hey shall wear a badge denoting their 
office. 


118. They must be at the Station from which they 
are about to start, at least half an hour before the 
appointed time for departure, and must see that the 
Baggage Master and Brakesmen are also on duty at 
the proper time.

120. Until the train has started, the Conductor 
shail be under the d rection of the Station Master. 
Before leaving the station, he shall see that the cars 
are properly coupled ; that there are proper brakes 
and a sufficient number of Brakesmen on the train ; 
that the signal lamps are properly trimmed and 
attached to the car, and, if required, lighted; thot 
he has a proper supply of stores on board ; that the 
alarm co:d is properly secured and exiended from 
the engine to the rear of the train ; that the cars are 
in a proper state of cleanliness ; and, if it be winter, 
that the stoves have been properly attended to, and 
the cars ventilited, and prop rly warmed. If the 
cars are found to be in a -tirty condition, he must 
report the fact to the Superiniendent. 


121. In forming a train, baggage, freight, or 
lumber cars, shall not be placed in rear of the pas- 
senger cars. 


122 ‘lhe rear car of every train must be a brake- 
car, and am n must, when the train 13 in. motion, 
always be stationed on that cir. 


123. Conductors shall strictly obey all signals and 
sp: cial orders which they may rceive from the 
otticers in charge at stations 
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121, They must not give the signal to start while 
passengers are getting on board, and should, when 
making it, stand near the front exd of the first pas- 
senger car. They should afterwards pass to the! 
platform of the last car, and look out for any eel 
that may be given them. 


| 
125. After a train has started, it shall be under | 
the Conductor's entire charge and control. He is| 
responsible for the safety of the train and all on, 
board of it. He must see that the Rules and Regu. | 
lations of the Railway, as well as any special Regu- 
lations that may be issued, are stric ly observed by 
both passengers an] employés, and shall report any 
violations of them, and must himself take care to 
observe ail such : ules and Regulations. 


126.—Always, when backing a train, there must 
be a man specially stationed upon the rear part of it 
to give due warning, and prevent accident. 


127. It shall be the Conductor’s duty to check the 
Engine driver, should the train be running at an 
unsafe speed, and to direct that the regular rate or 
speed prescribed in ihe Time-Table, ora slower rate 
if the track be in bad order, be obse ved, as the case 
may require. Negligence, or recklessness on the 
part of the Engine driver, will be taken as proof of 
the inefficiency of the Conductor, unless such con: 
duct has been duly and distinctly reported on every 
oceasion of its taking place. He shall at the same 
time treat the Engine-driv r with that consider- 
ation which is due to his very responsible duties, 
and will always advise with him in cases of difficulty. 


128.—In very extreme cases only, can a train, 
which has once left a station, be allowed to return ; 
and this proceeding must be accompanied with the 
greatest possible degree of caution Before anything 
else is done, two men with red fligs, or lights, must 
be sent fully half a mile in advance of the rear end 
of the train, to give warning to any train, or trains, 
that may be approaching from that direction, in 
order to guard against the possibility of collision 
The train must not move until these two men have 
proceeded at lcast half a mile. Every other available 
measure must also be taken to notify Trackmen. and 
to stop any appreaching engine. The officers ofa 
train so situated are to assume in every case that a 
train is approaching, and act accordingly. Conduc- 
tors, or other cfiicers in charge of any trains that 
may receive such warning, are responsible for pro- 
tecting their own trains in the same manner. 


129.—When a train breaks down, or is stopped, or 
seriously delayed, on the road, similar precautions 
must be taken, should the case revuire it, to guard 
against being run into by any other train. Proper 
use must be made of red flags, or lanterns, and 
torpedoes. When assistance is required, or when 
the circumstances require it, messengers must be 
sent to the Station Master on cith-r side, and the 
Conductor must communicate direct, or through 
those officers, with the Superintendent. 


130. He shall see that the Brakesmen, and other 

train employés, are kept at their posts, so as to be 
ready for any emergency, that they are cleanly and 
attentive to their duties, and that signals are ready 
for instant use. 
31. The Conductor shall, from .ime to time, dur- 
ing the journey, examine the wheels, brakes, springs, 
trucks ard journals of the cars, and must see that 
they are kept in p: oper order. 


182, The tail signal must also be examined at 
every station, and in the cvent ofa train being 
brought to a stand on the main Track, the Conductor 
must take care that no person obstructs the rear 
view of it. 


133, Whenever telegraphic despatches are sent, 


directing the movements of trains, they must be re 
peated back by the receiving office to the sendi 


office, and acknowledged by the persons, to whom 
they may be addressed Such acknowledgment shill — 
always show how the message is understood by the 


parties receiving it, and such persons shall not start 


the train until they ( 
the message to be the true one. If doubt should arise 


they must take the safe course. 


134. Verbal messages, which in any way affect the 


movement of engines or trains, must not, under any ~ 


circumstances. be received through a third party, 
whatever confidence may be plac-d in the veracity of 
such person. All instructions, not communicated per- 
sonally or by telegrayh to the individual for whom 
they are intended, must be in writing. The responsi- 
hility of accident, resulting from a misunderstand- 
ing of this sort, will rest upon the person acting with- 
out the proper authority. 


135. The Conductor must not allow persons to ride 
on the platform or outside of the cars, or in the bag- 
gage car, and must use all possible means to prevent 
passengers exposing themselves to danger. 


136. In the event of any passenger being drunk or 
disorderly, to the annoyance of other~, he must use 
all gentle means to stop the nuisance; failing which, 
he must exercise hisauthority, and restrain, or keep 
him in a separate place, until he arrives at the next 
stition, or-at a statin near toa police office or lock- 
up. where the passenger must be left. and may be 
if considered expedient, delivered to the police and 
charged with the offence in the usual way. 


137. Whenever a fare is collected in the cars, the 
Conductors must at once issue a ticket to the pas. 
senger, and enter the amount in his book. No 
excuse will be admitted for any departure from this 
rule, 


138. Conductors must promptly deliver all letters, 
way-bills, and despatches entrusted to their care. 


139. They must not allow the sale of books, papers, 
refreshments, &¢ in the cars, without permission 
fron the Superintendent. 


140. Freight trains must always keep out of the 
way of Passe: ger trains If from unavoidable cireum- 
stances the Conductors of such trains find themselves 
rupning within ten minutes of the running time of a 
passager train following them they must use all proper 
means to inform such Passenger train of their posi- 
tion, and prevent its rusning into them, If practi- 
cable, Coniuetors of such Freight trains must direct 
Trackmen to put out signals, and notify the Passen- 
ger train Conductor that a Freight train is imme- 
diately ahead. 


141. Conductors of Freight trains must not take 
loaded cars without way-bills, nor way-bills without 
the proper cars, 


142. Cars must not be taken beyond stations to 
which thei: contents may be destined, unless needed, 
as they may have to be brought back empty. 


143. At stations where freight for several way 
stitions is loaded into one car particular attention 
should be given to have tha. loaded for the farthest 
station put in the car first and so on in succession, 
until the freight for the nearest station, to the point 
where it is being loaded is next the door of the car. 


_144. Conduct-rs will be held personally respon 
sible for the proper care of all goods or property 
entrusted to them, and wil be careful to see thet 
the same are delivered to the Station Masters, 
according to the w+y-bills. 


145. A Conductor shall not permit live stock to 
be carried in elosed cars. When there are horses on

146. It is his duty to make himself acquainted, 2s 
far as practicable, with the condition of the goods 
conveyed on his train ; and when they are stowed so 
as to be Jiable to damage, to stow them differently, 
or, if that be not possible, to leave them, if necessary, 
‘ata station, to be sent on, more securely stowed, by 
another Opportunity, reporting the same to the 
Superistendent. He shall see that no pilfering of 
the contents of the car takes place, and that the 
doors ot loaded cirs are sealed, and empty ones 
closed. 


147. 1f from any cause it becomes necessary to 
leave freight where it does not belong, the Conductor 
shall note the fact on the way-biil, and give notice in 
writing to the Superintendent. He shal take ali 
proper means to have the same forwarded to its des- 
tination without delay. 


148. Irregular Trairs must be on a sidivg at least 
fifteen minutes before Regular ‘Trains are due, and 
wait till they have passed, unless otherwise ordered. 


149. Conductors wi'l duly call the attention of the 
Repairer of Cars—or, in his absence, that of the 
Station Master toany repairs required, or damage 
that may have been sustained, by the cirs, and ia 
the latter case report the particulars to the Superin- 
terdent. 


150. ‘They must be careful also to report to the 
nearest Station Master and to the Division Superin-— 
tendent, any defect they may observe on the Live. 


151 Conducto:s must keep a diary of their pro- 
ceedings, which must be ready for inspection at all 
times, and they shall make daily returns upon the 
proper form to be suppiied them. 


152. Where aCorductor may have had charge o/ 
a troin for oaly part of a trip, he must insert in his 
ré urn—upon the preper form, ard over his own 
signatture—the particulars of the same, which, with 
any money he may have collected, he will hand over 
to the officer relieving him, who will complete and 
forward the return, also signing it. 


153. The Conductor shall enter in his diary all 
delays, casualties, or unusual occuirences, and repoit 
the facts to the Superintendent. He will also make 
a note of them in his return. 


TRAIN BAGGAGE MASTERS. 

154. Train Baggage Masters shall wear their proper 
badge of office, and must report any baggage they 
receive not properly marked aud checked; they 
must be particular to see that the number ot the 
station, jor which the baggage 1s intended, 1s di-- 


tinctly marked. 


155. All checks and duplicates, in charge o. Train 
Baggage Masters, must be compared by them betore 
being used. 


156. Checks must not be carried loose in the 
baggage car, but shall be kept in a box supplied for 
that purpose. 


157. Baggage for Flag Stations shall be numbered, 
but not checked. 


158. Train Baggage Masters shall keep a proper 
account, in books provided for the purpose, of ail 
baggage checked or unchecked, showing stations at 


which the baggage is received and delivered. 
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_ a train, unless the owner has sent a person in charge 


159. They shall not allow persons, except those 
working the train, to ride in the baggage cir, unless 
by direction of the Conductor. 


160. They shail not leave the station, at the end 
of the journey, until the baggage has been claimed 
or properly disposed of. 


161. They shall obey such other instructions in 
regard to baggage, and perform such other duty as 
may be required of them. 


BRAK HSMEN, 


162. Brakesmen must wear their proper badge of 
ofiice, and while the train is in motion, must b> near 
their brakes, which, when necessary, they will skil- 
fully apply. 


163. Passenger car brakes must always be eased 
off, and not permitted suddenly to escape, so that 
no disagreeable jarring may be felt by the passengers. 


164. The alara: cord must not on any account be 
removed, at the end of the journey, until the train 
has been brought to a stand. 


165. Brakesmen shall perform such other duties 
as may be required of them. 


166. Freight Conductors and Train Baggige Mas- 


ters shall act as Brakesmen when not engaged with 
their other duties, 


ENGINE DRIVERS. 


167.—Tuble showing the speed of an engine, at a given 
rate per hour. 
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168. The Engine Driver, when ata stati n, sha] be 
subject to the orders of the Station Master. 


169. He shall be guided by instructicn from the 


Conductor as to when to start or stop the train. 


170. He must n>t proceed after sunset, unless the 


proper lights ara exhibited on his engine. 


171. No epecial train or engine shall leave any 


station without the authority of the Superintendent. 
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172. Every Engine Driver and Fireman must pro- 
vide himself with a good watch, and compare the 
time with Con luctors and Drivers of other trains 
they meet as well as with Station clocks, reporting 
all differe:: ces to the Sup¢rintendent. 


173. They mvst pay immediate atiention to all 
signals, whether the cavse for giving them te known 
or not. 


174, The Driver must be in attendance at the sta 
tion at least half an hour, ard the Fireman at least 
foriy-five minutes, before the appointed time fer 
starting the train. He must see that the engine is 
coupled, at Jeast ten minutes before the time for 
starting—th»t itisim proper working od:r, suffi 
ciently supplied with fuel, and water, and properly 
oiled—that the a'arm cord is attached to the gong or 
whis' le, and that the lamps, and signals, are in a fit 
state for use. Before taking cha-ge of the er gine, 
he and the Fireman must sign their names in the 
appearance Look, kept ty the Locomot.ve Foreman 


175. Cordveto:s and Drivers ot Trains supplied 
with Air Brakes, are resp nsi! le for seeing that such 
are in perfect working order befo e starting from 
terminal stat ons, this also avplies to the o.dinary 
Brakes aid runn ng gear cn all cars. 


176. Every Engine Driver shall have with him, at 
all times, the toll wing tools :

found guilty of destroying them shall be fined or 
dismissed, 


177. The Engine Driver shall not allow any pr rsons, 
except the Superintendents and ‘lrackmasters, to 
ride on his engine or tender, without due authority. 


178. He must not start his train until the bell be 
rung, and he receive the signal irom the Conductor ; 
he must, invariably, start car fully, without jerking, 
and see that he has the whole of his train; he must 
run the train as nearly to time as possible, arriving 
at the Stations neith-r too late, nor too soon. He 
must not shot off steam suddenly, so as to cause 
concussion of the cars, unless in ease of danger. 


179. Ifa train beccmes separated when in motion 
care must be taken not to stop the portion in front 
before the after-} art has_stopped, and the men on 
such detached part must apply their brakes in time 
to, prevent collision with the cars in front. 


180. No engine shall run tender or train foremost, 
unless from unavoidable necessity, or by order of the 
Superintendent. 


181. The Driver shall stand by the hand-gear, and 
keep a good lookout. ‘The Fireman also must be 
on the look-out when not engaged in other duties. 


182. Before passing switches, he must be careful 
1o see that the targets are correctly set. 


183. An Engine Driver on duty must not leave his 
engine except in cases of great necessity, on which 
occasions he must place it in charge of the Fireman, 
and notify the nearest Locomotive Foreman of the 
fact in order that a competent person may be sent 
to take his place. On no account shall both leave 
it until it is given in charge te the party authorized 
to receive it. 


184 Engine Drivers are required to run slowly and 
carefully over rough or bad track, and round curves, 
or through cuttings. The !rack-masters are author- 
ized, when it is found necessary, to prescribe rates 
of speed, faster than which an engine must not be 
driven over the parts of the roads indicated, and 
they are instructed to report violations of their 
instructions in this respect. 


185. Inrunning behind another train, the Driver 
must so run as to allow the leading train <o be not 
less than two miles in advance, and, on approaching 
a station, and entering, o1 running round curves, he 
must exercise great caution £0 as to avoid the possi- 
bility of a collision. No excuse es to being 
deceived about the distance will be received 
for neglect of this rule. ‘he responsibility of a 
collision will rest upon the Conductor and Engine 
Driver of the rear train. 


186. When approaching stations, crossings, bridges 
and viaducts, and when passing wood piles, all trains 
are required to run at reduced speed and with 
extreme caution, the dampers of the engines being 
closed. 


187. When trains have to pass each other, the 


| train having the right to the road shall occupy the 


main track. 


188. Engine Drivers are to take care that the 
whistle be sounded 800 yards before reaching every 
level crossing of a public road, and that the bell be 
rung, 600 yards, before reaching such crossing, and 
until the crossing be passed: The bell, and whistle, 
are also to be sounded, when approaching a Cutting, 
Station or Junction. During foggy weather also, 
the bell must be sounded at proper intervals. 


189. They must never allow themselves to be 
governed by any information they may receive as to 
where the train ahead will stop for fuel or other 
cause, but must always be prepared to st p short of 
the Station. They should invariibly run on the 


supposition that a train may be found out of place 
at a station. 


190. In bringing up his train, the driver must pay 
particular attention to the state of the weather, and 
the condition of the rails, as well as to the length of 
the train, and these ci:cumstances must have due 
weight in determining him when to shut off the 
steam. Stations must not be entered so rapidly as 
to require a violent application of the brakes, or to 
render necessary the sounding of the signal whistle. 
He must 1eport every imstance, of overshooting a 
station, to the Superintendent. 


191. Unless he himself is in the cab of the engine 
at the time, and directing its movements, he must 
not allow the Fireman to shunt cars, or move the 
engine; cars must not be shunted, at so great a 
speed, as to endanger the lives of men employed in 


coupling, or in any way injure the property of the 
Railway. 


192. An engine ov train shall not pass from a 
Branch on to the Main line until the proper signals 
are given. 


193 No Engine Driver, when acting without a 
Conductor, shall, without the express permssion of 
the Station Master, move his engine, on any pre- 
tence, from any siding, on to the main line. 


194. When there is an unavoidable necessity, from 
an accident, or other special cause, for an engine to 
stop on the main line, the Engine Driver must send 
aman, each way, with signals, to the distance of 800 
yards (or sixteen telegraph poles,) or more, if atjor 
near a steep grade, or curve, ia order to protect the 
train or engine. 


195.—Engine Drivers shall not, except in case of 
accident or sudden illness, change engines on the 
journey, without permission. 


196. They must not allow fuel or waste to be 
thrown from the engine, or tender, while in motion. 


197. Engive Drivers must guard against killing 
stock. Should any animal be injured by the engine, 
the Engine Driver must report the same, in w iting, 
to the Superintendent, stating the facts of the case. 
Any Engine Driver, who neglects to make such a 
report, immediately, will be held responsible for all 
damages. : 


198. Should a fire occur on a train, it must be 
stopped, and the proper measures at once be taken 
for protecting the train. ‘The burning car, or cars, 
must be detached with as little delay as possible. 
No attempt must be made to run to a tank, if it be 
more than three hundred yards diztant, as such a 
proceeding is likely to cause the fire to spread. 


199. In case of doubt or d'fficulty, Engine Drivers 
and Conductors must consult and advise with each 
other, as they will be held equally responsible for 
any violation cf the rules, through forgetfuliness, 
negligence, misapprehension, or any other cause. In 
all cases of doubt, the safe side must be taken, safely 
being the first consideration. 


200. Should a Conductor be disabled, the Engine- 
Driver will have full charge of, and be held respon- 
sible for the safety of the train until another officer 
takes charge. In such case, he shall observe the 
rules laid down for the guidance of Conductors. 


201. Engine Drivers, when on the line, will obey 
the direct orders of the Superintendent, whether the 
same shall be communicated verbally, by telegraph, 
or in writing; and in all cases where a message 
directing the train or engine to proceed cautiously, 
or at a given rate of speed, over any part of the 
Railway, or any bridge or viaduct, is given to the 
Conductor of any train, he shall at once hand the 
same to the Engine Driver, and call his attention to 
the contents thereof; and the Engine Driver, shall 
retain it in his posses-ion. If any Engine Driver shall 
after the receipt of such message, incautiously or at 
a greater rate of speed than that named, drive his 
engine over the portion of the Railway, bridge, or 
viaduct named, he shall at once be dismissed from 
the service ; and any Conductor failing to obey the 
requirements of this order will receive like punish- 
ment. 


202. Every Engine—Driver must carefully examine 
his engine after each journey, and he must imme. 
diately report to the Locomotive Foremin, and enter 
in the book that is kept for that purpose, any defect 
or deficiency in his engine. He must also report to 
the Superintendent and to the Station Master at the 


nn 
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nearest station, any accident, neglect or irregularity 
that may have occurred on the journey: 


203. Engine-Drivers must keep diaries, and make 
returns to the Locomotive Department, as may be 
required. 


FIREMEN. 


204, Firemen are subject to the orders of the 
Engine-Drivers, while on their engines. 


205. They will keep the engines cleaned and pro- 
perly oiled, and assist the Engine-Driver, as may be 
required, 


MAINTENANCE OF WAY DEPARTMENT. 


206. The Trackmaster, under the direction of the 
Engineer, who shall be responsible to the General 
Superintendent—shall have the charge and supervi- 
sion of all Repair-men in his Division, and be held 
responsible for the faithful performance by them of 
their duty. 


207. When materials are wanted for repairs, the 
Trackmaster on receiving a requisition from the 
Foreman properly filled in, will countersign it if the 
materiais are known to be required, and forward it to 
the Engineer. 


20°. Before any Foreman or Labourer is engaged 
by the Trackmaster, he must be made to understand 
that the wilful transgression of any of these rules— 
insubordination, drunkenness, being found off his 
work during working hours, or the commission or 
omission of ay act whereby the passage of trains or 
engines is endangered—will be punished by dismis- 
sal, 


209. In every gang of track labourers there must 
be a Foreman; ani the Trackmaster will be held 
responsible that every Foreman is provided with a 
copy of the Regulations, a copy of the current Time- 
Table, and the proper signal flags and lamps, and 
twelve torpeioes or fog signals; also, that each 
Foreman is furnished with an accurate gauge, for 
gauging the line of track, and with all other neces- 
sary materials and implements. 


210. Each Foreman shall constantly carry with him 
a copy of these Rules and Regulations while on duty 
and must read and explain them to every man 
engagel under him, ancl must produce them, when 
required to do so by any of the principal oflicers of 
the Railway. He shall be responsible for the men 
under his charge, and for the proper execution of 
the work assigned to them, and shall have a list of 
the names and place of abode of all men employed 
under him, so that in case of accident or other emer- 
gency he may be enabled to summon them imme- 
diately, 


211. Each Foreman or other employé, selected by 
the Trackmaster, must walk over his section every 
morning, and oftener, should it be necessary for him 
to do =o, as in the case of violent storms. Foremen 
must see that all joints are properly spiked and 
bolted, and the joint ties we!l packed up, and all 
other things appertaining to the road secured before 
the passage of the first train. 


212. During heavy storms of rain snow or hail 
whereby the works may be liable to sudden injury, 
Foremen must be on duty,and immediately after the 
abatement of the storm, orif necessiry during its 
continuance they are required to go over their sec~ 
tions with danger signals to ascertain if the Track is 
safe for the passage of Trains. 


213, Track repairers must be particular in watching 
each ‘lrain, as it passes, to see whether any notices 
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are dropped off the Train, or flags, or lamps, are exhi- 


bited upon the Engine, and rear of the Train, giving 
notice of an extia Train. 


214, The Green signal indicates caution. and is to 
be used, when it is necessary, to slacken the speed 
of an approaching Train; the Red signal indicates 
danger, and is to be used, when necessary, to stop 
the l'rain, and such signals must be sent back for a 
distance of twenty (20) telegraph poles from the 
place they are meant to protect, and must be waved 
across the track, 


215. Whenever it is necessary to displace any 
part of the track, or in case of any slip, or failure, of 
any portion of the works, or in the event of any car 
being required for temporary use, on the Line, or if 
from any other cause, the track is not safe, the Med 
signal must be conspicuously exhibited at a distance 
of not less than twenty (20) telegriph poles each 
way, even if no train or engine is expected, anda 
torpedo must be placed outside the Jed signal a fur- 
ther distance of two (2), telegraph poles No hand 
car, or lorry, must be used on the track, or work 
done, to impede the transit of trains, during a fog, 
or snow storm, or within fifteen minutes of the time 
of a train being due. 


216. When any part of the track is out of repair, 
so as to make it necessary for a train to proceed 
cautiously, a signal must be sent, twenty (20) tele- 
graph poles in the direction whence a train 1s expect- 
ed, and kept there untif it passes, or until the track 
is made sate. 


217. The track must not, in any case, be displaced 
for the purpose of putting in cattle guards, cross 
drains, or culverts, unless by express order of the 
Trackmaster. The track must not be rendered un- 
safe, by any operation, during the day, or night, or 
upon Sunday, until notice shall have been given, by 
the I'rackmaster, to the Superintendent, and per 
mission obtained to use the track. 


918. No rails must be taken up, nor must the track 
be otherwise disturbed, in such a manner as to 
render it unsafe, within twenty minutes of the time 
of a train being due, nor until it has passed. Allsuch 
work must be done between the regular running 
hours, 


219. in raising the traek and packing the ballast, 
no lift must be greater than two inches in twenty-four 
feet, and both rails must be raised equally and at the 
same time; and in all cases, when practicable, the 
lift must be made in the direction in which the first 
train due approaches. 


290. The Trackmaster must see that safety blocks 
are put down on all sidings diverging from the m iin 
track, at a proper distance therefrom. 


291, The Foreman of each Section, under the 
direction of the T'rackmaster, is held responsible for 
the safe keeping of all sleepers, rails, chairs, plates, 
bolts, tools, and implements of every kind pertain- 
ing to the tvack notin special charge of the Store- 
keeper, and the Trackmaster must immediately 


report to the Enginecr any losses or destruction of 


such property. 


9222, The Foreman must report, in writing, to the 
Trackmaster, every case in which any of the signals 


are disregarded by an Engine driver. 


923. All persons walking along the line, who are 
not in the Railway service, must be warned off; and 
in case of non-compliance, their names ascertained 
and reported to the Trackmaster, or they must be 
placed under arrest, as the exigencies of the case 
seem to require. 


294, Animals found straying within the railway 
fence must be immediately driven off. Section men 
will close all gates found open. Owners and occu- 
piers of property adjacent to the Railway must keep 
properly shut all gates at private crossings: in case 
of accident, through negligence on their part, or on 
the part of their servants, in leaving them open, 
they will be held liable for the consequences. 


9225. When the lorries or hand cars are not in use, 
they must be lifted off the track, and the wheels 
secured by achain, and lock. Track lorries must 
only be used to convey materials for the line: they 
must never be attached to a train. 


226. All surface crossings must be closely looked 
after and foremen must see that the planking is se- 
curely spiked down Any temporary injury to any 
of the telegraph poles or wires shall be repaired as 
far as practicable and intelligence of the damage im- 
mediately conveyed to the nearest Station Master. 
If not a telegraph station, the Agent shall write to 
the telegraph station giving particulars. 


227. Track Foremen must be particular in cutting 
down trees which are too near the telegraph wires, 
and when the WIRES ARE TOUCH NG E&CH OTHER SEPA. 
RATE THEM, fix them up and keep them from wet. 


228. In case of the water supply at any Station 
being short, or the frog cf a siding being cut for 
repair or any Other matter affecting the movement 
of Trafic. Foremen must report by telegraph at 
once to the Bulletin Boards on their divisions and to 
the Traczmaster as well. 


229. All articles found on the track must be 


promptly sent to the Station Master or the nearest 
Station.

BY-LAWS OF THE PILOTAGE AUTHORITY OF 
THE DISTRICT OF SYDNEY, C. B. 


The Pilotage authority of the District of Sydney 
under and by virtue of the powers vested in them 
by the Pilotage Act 1873, hereby pass the following 
By: laws, and enact as follows : 


By-law No. 1.—No Pilot shall be under twenty-one 
years of age; every pilot must serve two consecutive 
years under a licensed pilot before being licensed 
and be competent to v ork any class of sailing vessel 
or steam ship, and must know soundings, bearings, 
marks, courses, and distances of the Port for which 
he is Jicensed; he must bea sober and responsible 
man of good character, and, in every case, must 
submit to examination before the Pilotage authority 
previously to being licensed. Every new applicant 
for a license must give notice thereof to the Com- 
missioners by having his name and residence entered 
in the General Secretary’s book for two y-ars pre- 
viously to being licensed. 


By-law No. 2.—lvery Pilot or company of Pilots 
must be provided with a boat carrying a Flag three 
feet long and two feet wide of two colours, the upper 
horizontal half white and the lower horizontal half 
red, and every pilot taking a vessel to sea shall haye 
a sufticient boat in attendance to bring him back to 
port when his services are ended. 


By-law No. 3.—Every Pilot lisensed for the first 
term shall pay a fee of tendol’ars, and for every 
renewal a fee of two dollars ; and every mute or 
master shall pay a fee of ten dollars, and the same 
for every renewal; and every licensed pilot, at the 
time of receiving his license shall give a bond to the 
Commissioners for his compliance with the Harbor 
and Pilot regulations, and for the faithful perfor- 
mance of his duty asa Pilot during the ensuing year 


himself in the sum of eighty dollars, and_ two securi- 
ties to the satisfaction of the Commissioners In 
forty dollars each, such bond to be renewed every 
year during the Pilot’s continuance in office, and for 
which he shall pay one dollar, and one dollar for 
every renewal thereof, such sums to be paid into the 
Pilotage fund. 


By-'»w No. 4.—Every licensed Pilot shall be at all 


‘times in readiness for the performance of Pilot’s 


duty, and shall not engage in any other employment, 
between the fifteenth day of April and the thirty- 
first day of December in any year, under penalty of 
forfeiting his license. 


By-law No. 5.—The rates of Pilotage for 1876 shall 
be as follows :

and for every additional 50 tons or fractional part 
thereof $1.00. Outward Pilotage shall be the same 
as inward. Vessels upon being hailed by a licensed 
Pilo: outside of the limits of the Port for whic1 he 
is licensed aud refusing to, or not taking such Filot, 
shall pay hali Pilotage inward, an 1 upon being offered 
the services of a licensed pilot within twenty-four 
hours before being ready for sea and refusing the 
services of such Pilot shall be lable for half Pilot- 
age rates outward. Shou'd the services of a Pilot 
so offe ing be accepted by the Master and afterwards 
cecl ned, then tke Vessel shall be liable for full pilot- 
age rates, and any Pilot placed in charge of a vessel 
by the Master shal be entitled to receive in addi- 
tion to full Pilotage rates the sum of tw» dollars per 
diem for each day the vessel may be detained while 
he is waiting on her, through stress of weather or 
otherwise. Vessels shall only be liable to pilotage 
at the port of arrival in this Pilotage district, should 
it be necessary for them to change Portis in the 
same, unless a Pilot for the second Port or Ports be 
employed, in which case full tariff rates will be 
exacted. Pil ts delivering orders outside of Port 
limits to vessels to proceed elsewhere shall be en- 
titled to receive full Pilotage inwards and outwards 
from such vessels, and if in any case another regu'ar 
Pilot belonging to the same port, be found in chsrga 
shall be entitled to the inward, and the pilot deliv- 
ering the orders to the outward pilotage. The rates 
of Piloiage for Lingan, Little Glace Bay and Tort 
Caledonia shall be the same as for North sydney. 


By law No. 6.—The number of Filots for Sydney 
Harbour shall nt exceed twenty-seven. The number 
for Lingan, Little Glace Bay and Port Caledonia 
shall not exceed ten each. 


By-law No, 7.— Any Pilot licensed for Sydney 
Harbor, having charge of a vessel bound for an 
outport of this district, upon being spoken by a 
Pilot properly belonging to the port for which the 
vessel is bound shall immediately surrender charge 
to the Pilot of that Port to whom all regular fees for 
Pilotage shall be poyable and vice versa ; and no 
Pilot belonging to any one port shall interfere with 
the rights and privileges of Pilots belonging to 
any other port. No Pilot shall be allowed to board 
or hail any vessel except from a boat licensed by or 
belonging to the Port for which he is himself licensed, 


By-law No, 8.—Any Pilot incapacitated by mental 
or bodily infirmity, or by habits of drunkenness, 
_ shall forfeit his license and not be at liberty to serve 
in the capacity of a licensed Pilot, and any Pilot 
guilty of druokenness and incapacity while on duty 
shall be suspended for three months. 


By-law No. 9.—Any Pilot guilty of misrepresent- 
ation whereby Masters of vessels are induced to enter 
any port contra'y to their previous intentions, shall, 
if so decided by the Pilotage authorities, forfeit his 
license. 


By-law No. 10.—In case of any dispute arising 
between Masters of ships, pilots, and others respeci- 
ing pilotage, the matter shall be referred to one or 
more of the Pilotage authorities, nearest to the place 
of dispu e, and his or their decision shall be fin:1; 
and all suits for the recovery of Pilotage dues shali 
be Frought in the name of the authority of the Pilo- 
tage district of Sydney. 


By-law No. 11.—The Pilots; for Sydney Harbor shall 
have “S”’; the Pilots for Lingan Harbor shall have 
“ZL”; and the Pilots for Little Glace Bay and 
Port Caledonia shall have ‘‘G@”’ on their Flags as 
heretofore, in addition to their numbers. 


By-law No. 12.—All Pilot boats shall be inspected 
and approved by one or more of the Pilotage Com- 
r‘issioners and shall be licensed for a term not 
exceeding one year. Row boats on the payment of 
a fee of one dollar, and decked boats on the pay- 
ment of a fee of five dollars each; and any Pilot 
boarding or hailing a vessel from any boat not so 
licensed shall forfeit his pilotage. 


By-law No. 13.—For the purpose of carrying out 
the provisions of the Dominion Pilotage Act and 
securing proper records and returns, c erks shall be 
appointed at the different ports within the filotage 
district, whose duty it shall be to keep a record of 
all vessels arriving at those ports, their nationality 
and tonnage, the amount received from each vessel 
and the name of each Pilot employed, and to receive 
and collect all Pilotage fees. Five per cent of the 
gross earnings of the Pilots in this district shall be 
reserved as a Pilotage fund. 


By-law No. 14.—All Pilotage dues shall be paid 
to the Treasurer of the Board, who shall keep a 
book for the entry of all sums paid out to Pilots or 
On any other accoun’. 


By-law No. 15—EHvery licensed Pilot who shall 
pilot a vessel inward, or shall hail such vessel, 
shall, within one day after her arrival, report the 
same to the Clerk of his Port, and ‘the amount of 
Pilotage due therefor, and every licensed Pilot shall 
likewise report to the Clerk all vessels piloted out- 
wards by him, or to which he shall offer his services, 
and shall pay over to the Clerk the fees that may be 
collected by him, and each Clerk shall be account- 
able to the Treasurer of the Board for all fees collect- 
ed or received by him. 


By-law No. 16.—Every licensed Pilot on boarding 
any vessel shall enquire if any person affected with 
any iafectious or coniagious disease is on board, or 
if such vessel be from any port or place making her 
liable to quarantine laws, or be an immigrant vessel, 
in either of such cases he shall cause the national 
flag to be hoisted at the main and shall bring her to 
anchor at the usual place for riding quarantine and 
shall not suffer any person to board or leave the 

_ vessel until she be visited by the Health officer nor 
- without the permission of such officer, under a 
penalty not exceeding forty dollars for every offence. 
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By-law No, 17.—Any Pilot piloting a vessel inwards 
from sea shall be entitled ‘to pilot her to sea when 
she next leaves port, unless on complaint of the 
mister, owner, or agent of the said vessel, the Pilo- 
tage authorities shall direct otherwise. 


By-law No. 18.—Any licenscd Pilot not complying 
with the feregoing By-laws or evading or attempting 
to evade the sense, intent, or meaning of any or 
either of them shall be liable tea penalty not exceed« 
ing forty dollars, and in case of a continuing breach 
of the same shall be liable to have his license with- 
drawn or suspended at the discretion of the Pilotage 
authority. 


The foregoing By-laws of the Pilotage authority 
of Sydney, C. B., were agreed upon at a meeting of 
the Board of Commissioners held at North Sydney on 
the 25th day of July 1876.

RULES AND RE3ULATIONS CF tHE GOVERN. 
MENT RAILWAYS OF CANADA. 


RULES TO BE OBSERVED BY THE STAFF GENERALLY. 


1 A copy of these Rules and Regu'ations shall be 
given to each Employé engaged on the lite; anda 
copy, printed ona sheet and framed, will be hung 
up in every Station, Conductor's Room, Engine house, 
Repair-shop, &c., where it will be open for inspection 
by every employé of the Railway, ani no pleaor 
excuse, for ignorance of the Rules and Regulations, 
wil! be admitted, should any Employé not have 
received a copy. 


2. When a special, written, or telegraphic order is 
givea by the General Superintentent, or Superin- 
tendent, to suspend or alter any of the following 
Rules and Regulations, such special order shall be 
instantly obeyed. 


3. Every Employé shall make himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the Rules and Regulations, of the 
Railway, inc.uding those contained in the Working 
Vime-Table of the District in which he is employed ; 
and he shall keep a copy of the same in Lis posses- 
sior, under a penalty of one dollar for noi deing so. 


4, When an alteration takes place in the running 
of trairs in the District ia which he is employed, he 
shall take care to provide himself with a copy of the 
altered Time-Table. 


5. ‘Lhe Regulations regarding the running of trains, 
which are prin‘ed on the Time-Tables, are to.be read 
ar d considered as part of the Rules and Regulat mms 
of the Ksilway. 


6. E ch pe:son is to devote himse!f exclusively to 
the service cf the Railway, residing where he may be 
required. 


7 He shall obey promptly all instructions he may 
receive from persous placed in authority over him, 
ardco form to all the Regulations of the Railway. 


8. All Emp'oyés of the Railway must appear on 
duty clean ard neat. 


9. No Employé shallreceive fee or reward from any 
person oa any coasideration. . 


10 _Employés must not smoke when on duty, on or 
t the Railway premises. 


Il. Any Employé intoxicated when on duty will 
be at Cnce dismissed. 

12.—No Employé is allowed, under any ecircum- 
stances, to absent himself from duty, without the 
permission of his superior officer, except in cise of 
illness ; and then notice must be immediately sent 
tohs superior officer, so that a substitute may be 
ound in sea on. 


_ 138—No Employé, unless appointed to do so, sha 1 
_ receive money on any occasion, or under any pretence, 
fiom ay person, on account of the Railway. 


14.—Employés auihorized to receive money on 
) account of the Railway, must, when required, enter 
into bords for the faithful performance of their duty 
in this respect. 


15,-—All persons in places of trust in the Railway 
service must immediately report any misconduct or 
_ negligence, affecting the interests or safety of the 
 road,or failure to com»ly with these Rules and Re- 
gulations, which may come under their notice, Their 
withholding such information will be considered a 
proof of neglect and indifference on their part. 


__ 16.—All officers concerned will be held responsible 
, for regulating their time-pieces, in accordance with 
the times observed on the various Divisions of the 
- Railway, as stated in the Time-Table, 


17.—The Employés of the Railway are to exercise 
great care and watchfulness in order to prevent 
injury to persons, or damage to pioperty, end where 
a doubt my exist as to the proper course to pursue, 
they must take the safe side, and not run unnecessary 


_ 18. Employés subject themselves to criminal pro- 
* secution for disobedience or neglect of orders, and 
* to fine, suspension, or dismissal, for misconduct, 
_ incompetency, wrangling, or using improper language 
a while on duty. ; 
® 19. The Railway authorities shall have the right 
if to deduct from the pay of any Employé such sums 
as may te awarded against him by the General 
‘Superintendent for damage to property entrusted to 
* duty. 
f 
i 20. The pay of every man absent, or suspended 
’ from duty, will be stopped. 


21.—No person is to quit the Railway service 
, Without giving fourteen days’ previous notice ; and 
; Incase he leave without such notice, all pay then 
due wlli be forfeited. 


22 Any person leaving the Railway service must 
deliver up to his superior all properiy belonging to 
the Railway, under his charge.

34. A Danger or Caution signal must be ob-erved 
without cavil, the person giving it being responsible 
for its necessity. 


35. Where Distance and Semaphore signa’s exist, 
the following Regala'ions respcee ing them must be 
otserved : — 


The All right signal is shewn during daylight by 
the arm being within the post (thus g@y=), and by a 
Green light on the top of the post at night, which 
also means Caution —*‘ 10 come on S'owly.” 


The Caution signal to slacken speed is shewn du ing 
daylight by the semaphore arm beisg raised to an 
angle (thus geés™), or by a Green light at night.

DIRECTIONS FOR THE USE OF TORPEDOES (FOG +‘1GNALS). 


36. During foggy weather, snow stor.xs, or at any 
tim when th: orainay signa's cannot be seen, torpe. 
dos are to be placed on the rails ( abel 1 pward;) 
by bending the ieai c ip 10und the upper flange of 
the rail, to prevent their falling off. When the engine 
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passes over the signal, it explodes with a loud report 
and the Driver is instantly to stop. 


37. Torpedoes are to be used in addition to the 
He ea day and night signals, which must first be exhi- 
ited. 


38. Eachand every Conductor, Switchman, Engine 
Driver, and Foreman of ‘l'rackmen, must provide 
himself with 12 torpedoes, which he must always 
have ready for use whilst on duty; and every Station 
Master must provide himself with the same number, 
which are to be kept in an unlocked drawer or shelf, 
in order that they may at all times be easy of access, 
and every person connected with the Station shall 
be made acquainted with the place where they are 
deposited. 


39. All the above mentioned persons are respon- 
sible for having on hand the proper number of tor- 
pedoes. and when the stock is diminished, by one or 
more, it is their duty immediately to apply for others. 


40. Whenever an accident occurs to a train, or a 
train is stopped on the line at any place other than a 
station, in consequence of which the line is obs-— 
tructed, the Brakesmen must be sent each way at 
least 800 yards (or sixteen telegraph poles), or more 
if at or near a steep grade or curve, to stop an ap- 
proaching engine or train ; and as the men proceed 
they must place on the rails, at a distance of every 
200 yards, one of these torpedo signals; and on ar- 
riving at the end of the above mentioned distance, 
they are to place two such signals on the line of rail. 


41. In case of an Engine passing over one of these 
Signals, the train must be immediately stopped, and 
measures must at once be taken by the Conductor 
for protecting his train from any following train, by 
sending men back with Torpedoes, which must be 
placed on the line every 200 yards to a distance of a 
quarter of a mile, the train afterwards proceeding 
slowly and cautiously to the place of obstruction. 


42, Lvery Driver of an engine, not accompanied 
by a Conductor, must also use these signals in case 
of accident or obstruction, in the manner before 
mentioned. 


43. When the line is again clear, the Conductor 
or Engine-driver, as the case may be, must, before 
proceeding, remove all the signals from the rails, 


44. In any of the above circumstances, and in the 
absence of either of the cflicers above mentioned, 
any Foreman of Works, or other servant «t the Rail 
way, is to observe the same rules to guard against 
danger. 


PASSENGER AND STATION REGULATIONS, 


45. Passengers at Ticket Stations are 1equired to 
purchase their tickets before entering the cars, 
Otherwise they have to pay to the Conductor an 
additional charge of twelve cents. 


46. They should provide themselves with tickets 
at least five minutes before the advertised time for 
departure of the train, 


47. Express Proprietors, Dealers, Agents and Mes. 
sengers holding season tickets, shall not carry with 
them baggage or parcels ior the purpose of their 
business, unless the freight for the same be prepaid 
at double 1st class freight rates. In case of violation 
of this rule, the ticket shall be forfeited. 


48. No person must be allowed to get into or upon 
or quit any car after the train has been put into 
motion, or until it stops, Any person doing so, or 
attempting to do so, has no recourse upon the Rail- 
way Department for any accident which may take 
place in consequence of such conduct, 


49. Persons drunk, and unable to take care of 
themselves, shall not be furnished with tickets, or 
be allowed to enter the cars or Station premises ; 
and if fo ind in the cars or Station premises, may be 
removed. 


50. Passengers are required to produce and deliver 
up their Railway tickets to the Conductor, or other 
person in charge of the train, whenever requested so 
to do by such officer. Should they refuse to do this, 
and to pay the proper fare, they may be removed 
from the train at or near a station. 


51. Passengers are not entitled to occupy more 
than one sitting in a passenger car for each ticket. 


52. Passengers before they cin have their baggage 
checked, must show their tickets to the Station 
Baggage Master. To avoid mistakes, they must 
attend personally to the checking and marking of 
their baggage. : 


53. Passengers can only have their baggage 
checked to the stations to which they hold tickets. 


54, Passengers, on arrival at their destination, 
must produce their duplicate check before their 
baggage can be delivered to them. 


55.—Coachmen, hackmen, carters, porters, and 
runners for railroads, boats, stage lines and hotels, 
will not be a!lowed to solicit custom or passengers 
upon any of the trains,—nor will they be allowed to 
enter the stations, nor come upon the platforms on 
the arrival of the passenger trains, to solicit or in- 
fluencé passengers, but they shall stand in such 
places as directed by the Station Master, Agent, or 
Policeman. Cattle dealers, butchers and market 
men, will not be allowed in the cars, station or freight 
houses, or upon the platforms, on the arrival of the 
trains, for the purpose of trading ; nor will hucksters, 
or vendors of newspapers, books, fruit, flowers, con- 
fectionery, and other such articles, be allowed in the 
cars, or upon the train, nor to enter the stations, or 
come upon the platform for the purpose of disposing 
of the same, except by permission of the Station 
Master or Conductor, under the authority of the 
Superintendent, 


56. Coachmen, hackmen, and porters, holding 
checks, will be admitted into the Stations for the 
purpose of obtaining baggage—they will also be ad. 
mitted when taking baggage to the trains. 


57. Private carriages, hacks and baggage wagons, 
while waiting at stations the arrival of trains, are re- 
quired to stand at, in, or near the Station premises, 
as directed by the Station Master or Policeman. 
Unnecessary noise, and obscene and abusive lane 
guage, are strictly prohibited. 


58. All persons are strictly forbidden to walk upon 
tre track of the Railway, or to trespass upon the 
Railway premises. 


STATION MASTERS. 


59. Every Station Master must be able to write a 
good hand, to spell correctly, and to write grammati- 
cally; he must also be conversant with the element: 
ary rules of arithmetic, and be able to keep boeks 
neatly ; at Stations where there ar: no Clerks kept, 
he must properly understand telegraphing, and in all 
cases the Station Master, or one of his Clerks, must 
be an operator. 


60: He is responsible for the efficient discharge of 
ve duties devolving upon all the employés at the 
tation. 


61. He is to see that all general and other orders 
are duly executed, and entered in a book to be kept 
or the purpose. 


62. He must at all times enforce the Gusenvaies of 


_clesnliness and neatness by the employés at his 
Station. He must immediately report every instance 


of neglect of duty on their part, and see that their 
conduct is respectful and civil to the public. Should 
any man be complained of, he must investigate the 
the matter, and communicate the particulars, as 
soon as possible, to the Superintendent. 


63. He is responsible for the efficient protection 
and safety of the Station, offices, buildings, and other 
prop: rty connected therewith, and must daily inspect 
the same, as wellas the Station grounds, and see 
that they are kept clean and in good order. 


64. “'e shall see tht all Station and S:gnal Lamps 
belonging to his Station are trimmed, and that 
Signals of every kind are in good order and rea‘ly 
for instant use. 


65. He must see that the time of arrival and 
departure of every stopping train, and the time of 
passing of all other trains or engines, with the 
number of cars in each case, are accurately entered 
in the Train book. 


66 He must r port immediately whenever any 
train leaves or passes his Station before the time 
prescribed in the Time-table. 


67. He is to direct the Conductor of a train when 
to start, and he must use every exertion to ersure 
punctuality. 


68. He must not permit any engine or train to 
leave, or pass his Station, within fitteen minutes of 
another goi:g in the same direction. 


69. He must keep a sharp look out for train signals, 
and be careful to notify Conductors of the same, and 
of any orders or arrangements that may exist in any 
way affecting the trains. 


70. He must see that no engines or cars are left 
upou the main line, and no cars are, under any 
circumstances, to be loaded on main line, without 
direct authority fromthe Superintendent, after 
which, they must be placed as quickly as possible in 
a siding clear of the main line, with the wheels 
securely scctched. 
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required to make good any deficiency of cash, 
whether arising from bad money or errors. He must 
make up and balance kis accounts daily, in the form 
presciibed, and remit his cash, as called for by 
special instructions, 


78.-- Any Station Master who shall render a state- 
ment of account which cont»ins errors plainly tra- 
ceable to his ca’h not having been properly counted 
and balanced, or to any want of care in taking an 
inventory of the freight in store, or shall enter 
remittances not actually made at the time indicated, 
is Open to the serious charge of knowingly falsifying 
his accounts. 


19. All goods or articles, without exception, 
received for transportation, must be p:operly entered 
on waybills to ace mpany the same. 


80. He is held personally responsible for the sate 
keeping and proper delivery ot all goods received by 
him, and for all charges due thereon ; and all articles 
entered on the way-bills will be considered as having 
reached his statio i in good order, unless it is other- 
wise stated on the face of the way-bil. 


81. He shail see that all full-loaded box-cars of 
freight, not required t>» be op ned till their destina- 
tion is reached, are sealed. 


82. Station Masters shall not permit freight cars 
to be over or improperly laden. If a doubt exists, 
they shall take the safe course, by consulting the 
Freight ‘Tariff as to estimated weights and measure-— 
ments. 


83. Station Masters must not ofter for transporta— 
tion an improperly laden car. 


84. To avoid misunderstanding and delay, requisi- 
tions for freight c.rs must be made upon the form 
provided for the purpose, and handed to the Con- 
ductor. If previously telegraphed for, the fact must 
be stated on the requisition. 


85. Freight and cattle cars must be thoroaghly 
cleansed on being discharged. He shall immediately 
report every instance in which a car, bearing evi- 
dence of not having been cleanse! by the sending 
station, arrives at his station. 


86. He must be careful that all stores supplied for

74. In case of any obstruction on the line, or slips, 
ar o' he. casualtics, the Station Master at the neare-t 
siation to the scene of the accident, must imme- 
diately give notice of the same, by telegraph or 
otherwise, to the Superintendent, and the nearest 
Foreman of the Permanent Way. 


75. Tickets must not be sold for uny station at

STATION BAGGAGE MASTERS. 


83. Station Baggage Masters shill wear a badge 
denoting their oftice, and be in attendance at least 
torty five minutes before the advertised departure of 
the train. 


£9. They must compare baggage checks with the 
duplicates, and see that they correspond. 


90. They must not keep more checks on hand 
than are necessary. 


91 Checks, when not in use, must be kept under 
lock and key. 


92. A passenger is allowed 100 lbs. of personal 
baggage. Any quantity exceeding that weight must 
be charged double first-class freight rates, and must

98. A record must be kept at stations of all baggage 
received from passengers and forwarded by train, 
given the date, number of cheek, trein, and destina- 
tion, in every case. 


99, A record must also be kept of all baggage 
received by trains, and delivered to passengers, 
showing date, train and number of check in the same 
way. 


109. Baggage for Flag-stations must be numbered 
but not checked. 


101. On no account are passengers io be allowed 
to tak checked baggage out of the possession of 
Bagvage Masters unless properly claimed. 


102. Special care must be taken rot to deliver bag- 
gage without first removing ‘he checks, and obtain— 
ing the du, Jicates from the passengers. 


103. A report must be sent to the General Baggage 
Agent, Moncton, of all baggag received, the checks 
and duplicates of which do not tally. The report 
must show the time of arrival, number of train, and 
the ame of the station whence received. 


104. When a passenger has lost his duplicate check, 
the baggage must not be given up unless he can 
describe the contents of such baggage, and pays 25 
cents for the lost check. 


105. A receipt must be taken from the owner for 
all baggage so delivered without the duplicate check 
being presented, as also for all baggage mis- 
checked. 


106. Station Baggage Masters, or Station Masters, 
will report immediately io the General Baggage 
Agent, Moncton, any baggage missing at their sta- 
tion, and will also report ary baggage that may have 
rema ned unclaimed one week. 


107. All lost or unclaimed baggage must be sent, 
properly labelled, to Moncton, monthly. 


108. No baggage shall be opened except in the 
presence of the owner. 


109. Reports must be made periodically to the 
General Baggage Agent of all inward and outward 
baggage. 

SWITCHMEN. 


110. Men in charge of switches are required to 
exercise great care and vigilance, as the slightest 
neglect on their part may cause an accident. 


111. They must be very careful to keep their 
switches in good working order, and in proper posi 
tion, and must immediately report all defects to the 
Station Master, who will advise the Superintendent 
and the nearest S.ation Foreman. 


112. Before leaving his work, he must satisfy 
himszlf, by personal inspection, that the switches 
are properly set and locked for the main line and 
that the signals are right. He must also carefully 
examine the switches and stationary signals every 
time he returns to work after being off duty. 


113. He must be furnished, when on duty, with 
the following articles :— 


1 Hand Lamp, having three colours. 
4 Flags—two red, one white, and one green. 
12 Fog Signals (Torpedoes). 


114. Switchmen shall not within fifteen minutes 
of a train being due, allow any engines or cars to pass — 
on to, or across the main line, without the express — 
order of the Station Master, and then he shall not — 
open the switch until the proper danger signal is 
shown. He must not allow an engine to pass from — 
one line to another, without first ascertaining that 
it is safe to do so. 


115. Conductors, Engine-drivers, Track-masters, 
and others, who may have occasion to use switches, 
shall be held responsible for leaving them locked in 
their proper position, but nothing tn this rule shall 
relieve the Station Master of his responsibility in 
regard to switches. 


CONDUCTORS 


116. Conductors must be able to write a good le- 
gible hand, to spell correctly, and be conversant 
with the elementary rules of arithmetic. 


117. ‘They shall wear a badge denoting their 
office. ‘ 


118. They must be at the Station from which they 
are about to start, at least half an hour before the 
appointed time for departure, and must see that the 
Baggage Master and Brakesmen are also on duty at 
the proper time. 


119. The Conductor shall see that he has on his 
train the following articles :—

120. Until the train has started, the Conductor 
shail be under the direction of the Station Master. 
Before leaving the station, he shall see that the cars 
are properly coupled ; that there are proper brakes 
and a sufficient number of Brakesmen on the train ; 
that the signal lamps are properly trimmed an 
attached to the car, and, if required, lighted; that 
he has a proper supply of stores on board ; that the 
alarm cord is properly secured and extended from 
the engine to the rear of the train ; that the cars are 
In a proper state of cleanliness ; and, if it be winter, 
that the stoves have been properly attended to, and 
the cars ventilated, and properly warmed. If the 
cars are found to be in a iirty condition, he must 
report the fact to the Superintendent. 


121. In forming a train, baggage, freight, or 
lumber cars, shall not be placed in rear of the pas- 
senger cars. 


122 The rear car of every train must be a_ brake- 
car, and a m+n must, when the train 13 in motion, 
always be stationed on that car. 


123. Conductors shall strictly obey all signals and 
Special orders which they may rceive from the 
officers in charge at stations. 


124. They must not give the signal to start while 
passengers are getting on board, and should, when 
making it, stand near the front end of the first pas- 
senger car. They should afterwards piss to the: 


_ platform of the last car, and look out for any signals | 
| parties receiving it, and such persons shall not start 


that may be given them. 
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directing the movements of trains, they must be re- 
peated back by the receiving office to the sending 
office, and acknowledged by the persons, t» whom 
they may be addressed Such acknowledgment shvll 
always show how the message is understood by the 


| the train until {hey have found their construction of 


125, After a train has star‘ed, it shall be under; 
the Conductor’s entire charge and control. He is, 
responsible tor the safety of the train and all on! 
board of it. He must see that the Rules and Regu. | 
lations of the Railway, as well as any special Regu- | 
lations that may be issued, are stric ly observed by} 
both passengers and employés, and shall report any 
violations of them, and must himself take care t») 
observe all such Rules and Regulations. 


126.— Always. when backing a train, there must 
be a man special ly stationed upon the rear part of it 
to give due warn ing, and prevent accident. 


127. It shall be the Conductor’s duty to check the 
Engine driver, should the train be running at an 
unsafe speed, and to direct that the regular rate or 
speed prescribed in the Time-Table, ora slower rite 
if the track be in bad order, be obse: ved, as the case 
may require. Negligence, or recklessness on the 
part of the Engine driver, will be taken as proof of 
the inefficiency of the Conductor, unless such con 
duct has been duly and distinctly reported on every 
occasion of its taking place. He shall at the same 
time treat the Engine-driv:r with that consider- 
ation which is due to his very responsible duties, 
and will always advise with him in cases of difficulty. 


128.—In very extreme cases only, can a train, 
which has once left a station, be allowed to return ; 
and this proceeding must be accompanied with the 
greatest possible degree of caution Before anything 
else is done, two men with red flags, or lights, must 
be sent fully half a mile in advance of the rear end 
of the train, to give warning to any train, or trains, 
that may be appioaching from that direction, in 
order to guard agaist the possibility of collision. 
The train must not move until these two men have 
proceeded at ]. ast half a mile. Every other available 
measure must also be taken to notify Trackmen, and 
to stop any approaching engine. The officers ofa 
train so situated are to assume in every case that a 
train is approaching, and act accordingly. Conduc- 
tors, or other officers in charge of any trains that 
may receive such warning, are responsible for pro- 
tecting their own trains in the same manner. 


129.—When a train breaks down, or is stopped, or 
seriously delayed, on the road, similar precautions 
must be taken, should the case reyuire it, to guard 
against being run into by any other train. Proper 
use must be made of red flags, or lanterns, and 
torpedoes. When assistance is required, or when 
the circumstances require it, messengers must be 
sent, to the Station Master on either side, and the 
Conductor must communicate direct, or through 
those officers, with the Superintendent. 


130. He shall see that the Brakesmen, and other 
train employés, are kept at their posts, so as to be 
ready for any emergency, that they are cleanly and 
attentive to their duties, and that signals are ready 
for instant use. 


131. The Conductor shall, from \ime to time, dur— 
ing the journey, examine the wheels, brakes, springs, 
trucks and journals of the cars, and must see that 
they are kept in proper order. 


132. The tail signal must also be examined at 
every station, and in the cvent ofa train being 
brought to a stand on the main ‘Track, the Conductor 
must take care that no person obstructs the rear 
view of it. 
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133, Whenever telegraphic despatches are sent, 


the message to be the true one. If doubt should arise 
they must take the safe course. 


134. Verbal messages, which in any way affect the 
movement of engines or trains, must not, under any 
circumstances, be received through a third party, 
whatever confidence may be placed in the veracity of 
such person. Allinstructions, not communicated per 
sonally or by telegra; h to the individual for whom 
they are intended, must be in wr ting. The responsi- 
hility of accident, resulting from a misunderstand- 
ing of this sort, will rest upon the person acting with- 
out the proper authority. 


135. The Conductor must not allow persons to ride 
on the platform or outsid» of the cars, or in the bag- 
gage car, and must useall possible means to prevent 
passengers exposing themselves to danger. 


136. In the event of any passenger being drunk or 
disorderly, to the annoyance of other , he must use 
all gentle means to stop the nuisance; failing which, 
he must exercise his authority, and restrain, or keep 
him in a separate place, until he arrives at the next 
st tion. or at a station near toa police office or lock- 
up, where the passenger must be left. and may be 
if considered expedient. delivered to the police and 
charged with the offence in the usual way. 


137. Whenever a fare is collected in the cars, the 
Conductors must at once issue a ticket to the pas. 
senger, and enter the amount in his book. No 
excuse will be admitted for any departure from this 
rule 


138. Conductors must promptly deliver all letters, 
way-bills, and despatches entrusted to their care. 


139. They must not allow the sale of books, papers, 
refreshments, &c. in the cars, without permission 
from the Superintendent. 


140. Freight trains must always keep out of the 
way of Passe: ger trains. If from unavoidable circum- 
stances the Conductors of such trains find themselves 
running within ten minutes of the running time of a 
passager train following them they must use all proper 
means to inform such Passenger train of their posi- 
tion, and prevent its running into them. If practi- 
cable, ConJuctors of such Freight trains must direct 
Trackmen to put out signals, and notify the Passen- 
ger train Conductor that a | reight train is imme- 
diately ahead. 


141. Conductors of Freight trains must not take 
loaded cars without way-bills, nor way-bills without 
the proper cars, 


142. Cars must not be taken beyond stations to 
which their contents may be destined, unless needed, 
as they may have to be brought back empty. 


143. At stations where freight for several way 
stitions is loaded into one car particular a‘tention 
should be given to have tha. loaded for the ferthest 
station put in the car first and so on in succession, 
until the freight for the nearest station, to the point 
where it is being loaded is next the door of the car. 


144. Conductcrs will be held personally respon 
sible for the proper care of all goods o- property 
entrusted to them, and will be careful to see thet 
the same are delivered to the Station Masters, 
according to the w'y-bills. 


145. A Conductor sha'l not permit live stock to 
be carried in closed cars. When there are horses on 
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a train, unless the owner has sent a person in charge 
of them, be will see that they are carefully watered, 
rnd mode:ately fed on the road; and the expense 


159. Tney shall not allow persons, except those 
working the train, to ride in the baggage car, unless 
by direction of the Conductor. 


thus incurred shall be psid him at the end of hs.

146. It is his duty to make himself acquainted, as 
far as practicahle, with the condition of the goods 
copveyed on his traia ; and when they are s‘owed so 
as to be liable to damage, to stow them differently, 
or, if that be not possible, to leave them, if necessary, 
ata station, 1o besent on, more secure’y stowed, by 
another 0; portunity, reporti g the same to the 
Superintendent. He shall see that no pilfering of 
the conte ts of tke car takes place, und that the 
doors of lo.ded crs are sealed, and empty ones 
closed. 


147. 1f from any cause it becomes necessary to 
leave freight where it does not be ony, ‘he! onductor 
shall note the fact on the way-biil, and give notice in 
writing to the Superintendent. He sh:li take all 
proper means to have the same forwa:ded to its des- 
tination without delay. 


148. Irregular Trairs must be on a siding at least 
fifteen minutes before Regular ‘Trains a1e due, and 
wait till they have passed, unless othe: wise ordered, 


149, Co-ductors will duly call the a'tention of the 
Repairer of Cars—cr, in his absence, that of the 
Station Master~to any repairs requ:red, or damage 
that may have been sustained, by the cir’, and lia 
the latter case report the particulars to the Superin- 
terdent. 


150. They must be careful also to report to the 
nearest Station Master and to the Divisioa Superin— 
tendent, any defect they msy observe on the Line. 


151 Conducto's must keep a @iary of their pro- 
ceedings, which must be ready for inspection at all 
times, and they shall make daily 1eturns upon the 
proper form to be suppiied them. 


152. Where aConductor may have had charge of 
a troin for only part of a trip, he must insert in his 
re urhn—vpon the proper form, and over his own 
signatture—the particulars of the same, which, with 
any money he may have collected, he will hand over 
to the officer relieving him, who will complete and 
forward the return, also signing it. 


153. The Conductor shall enter in his diary all 
delays, casualties, or unusual o.currences and report 
the facts to the Superintendent. He will also make 
a note of them in his return. 


TRAIN BAGGAGE MASTERS. 


154, Train Baggage Masters shal! wear their proper 
badge of office, and must report any baggage they 
receive not properly marked aud checked; they 
must be particular to see that the number of the 
station, for which the baggage 1s intended, is dis- 
tinctly marked, 


155. All checks and duplicates, in charge o! Train 
Baggage Masters, must be compared by them betore 
being used. 


156. Checks must not be carried loose in the 


baggage car, but shall be kept in a box supplied for 
that purpose. 


157. Baggage for Flag Stations shall be numbered, 
but not checked. 


158. Train Baggage Masters shall keep a proper 
account, in books provided for the purpose, of all 
baggage checked or unchecked, showing stations at 
which the baggage is received and delivered. 


160. They shail not leave the station, at the end 
of the journey, until the baggage has been claimed 
| or properly disposed of. 


161. They shall obey such other instructions in 
regard to baggage, and perform such other duty, as 
my be required of them. 


BRAKESMEN. 


162. Brakesmen must wear their proper badge of 
| office, and while the train is in motion, must be near 
their brakes, which, when necessary, they will skil. 


fully apply. 


163. Passenger car brakes must always be eased 
off, and not permitted suddenly to escape, so that 
no disagreeable jarring may be felt by the passengers, 


164. The alarm cord must not on any account be 


removed, at the end of the journey, until the train 
has been brought to a stand. 


165. Brakesmen shall perform such other duties 
as may be required of them. 


166. Freight Conductors and Train Baggige Mas. 


ters shall act as Brakesmen when not engaged with 
their other duties.

_173. They must pay immediate attention to all 
- sere whether the cavse for giving them be known 
or not. 


174. The Driver must be in attendance at the sta- 
tion at least half an hour, and the Fireman at least 
for'y-five minutes, before the appointed time fer 
starting the train. He must see that the engine is 
coupled, at least ten minutes before the time for 
starting—that it isin proper working order, soffi 
ciently supplied with fuel, and water, and properly 
oiled—that the a!arm cord is attached to the gong or 
whis'le, and that the lamps, and signals, are in a fit 
state for use. Before taking cha ge of the ergine, 
he and the Fireman must. sign their names in the 
appearance book, kept ty tha Locomotive Foreman. 


175. Conductors and Drivers of Trains supplied 
with Air Brakes, are responsible for seeing that such 
are in perfect working order befoe s'‘arting from 
terminal stat’ons, this also anplies to the ordinary 
Brakes and running gear on all cars. 


176. Every Engire Driver shall have with him, at 
all tmes, the toll »wing tools :

177. The Engine Driver shall not allow any persons, 
except the Superintend: nts and Trackmasters, to 
ride on his engine or tender, without due authority. 


178. He must not start his train until the bell be 
rung, and he receive the signal from the Conductor ; 
he must. invariably, start carefully, without jerking, 
and see that he has the whole of his train; he must 
run the train as nearly to time as possible, arriving 
at the Stations neither too late, nor too soon. He 
must not shot off steam suddenly, so as to cause 
concussion of the cars, unless in case of danger. 


179. If a train becomes separated when in motion 
care must be taken not to stop the portion in front 
before the after-part has stopped, and the men on 
such detached part must apply their brakes in time 
tofprevent collision with the cars in fr nt. 


Svperintendent,. 


181. The Driver shall stand by the hand-gear, and 
keep a good look out. ‘The Fireman also must be 
on the look out when not engaged in other duties. 


182. Before passing switches, he must be careful 
to see that the targets are correctly set. 


183. An Engine Driver on duty must not leave his 
engine except in cases of great necessity, on which 
occasions he must plice it in charge of the Fireman, 
and notify the nearest Locomotive Foreman of the 
fact in order that a competent person may be sent 
to take his place. On no account shall both leave 
it until it is given in charge to the party authorized 
to rec ive it. 


184 Engine Drive s are required to run slowly and 
carefully over rough or bad track, and round curves, 
or through cuttinys. [he !rack-masters are author- 
ized, when it is found necessary, to prescribe rates 
of speed, faster than which an engine must not be 
driven over the parts of the roads indicated, and 
they are instructed to report violations of their 
instructions in this respect. 


185. Inrunning behind another tr in, the Driver 
must so run as t» allow the leating train zo be not 
less than two miles in advance, anu, on approaching 
a station, and entering, o1 running round curves, he 
must exercise great ciution so as to avoid the possi— 
bility of a collision. No excuse as to being 
deceived about the distance will be received 
for neglect of this rule. ‘he responsibility of a 
collision will rest upon the Conductor and Engine 
Driver of the rear train. 


186. When approaching stations, crossings, bridges 
and viaducts, and when passing wood piles. all trains 
are required to run at reduced speed and with 
extreme caution, the dampers of the engines being 
closed. 


187. When trains have to pass each other, the 
train having the right to the road shall oceupy the 
main track. 


188. Engine Drivers are to take care that the 
whistle be sounded 800 yards before reaching every 
level crossing of a public road. and that the bell be 
rung, 600 yards, before reaching such crossing, and 
until the crossing be passed: The bell, and whistle, 
are also to be sounded, when approaching a Cutting, 
Station or Junction. During foggy weather also, 
the bell must be sounded at proper intervals, 


189. They must never allow themselves to be 
governed by any information they may receive as to 
where the train ahead will stop for fuel or other 
cause, but must always be prepared to st p short of 
the Station. They should invariably run on the 
supposition that a train muy be found out of place 
at a station. 


190. In bringing up his train, the driver must pay 
particular attention to the state of the weather, and 
the condition of the rails, as well as to the length of 
the train, and these circumstances must have due 
weight in determining him when to shut off the 
steam Stations must not be entered so rapidly as 
to require a violent application of the brakes, or to 
render necessary the suunding of the signal whistle. 
He must report every mstance, of overshooting a 
station, to the Superintendent. 


191. Unless he hims¢lf is in the cab of the engine 
at the time, and directing its movements, he must 
not allow the Firemin to shunt cars, or move the 
engine; cirs must not be shunted, at so great a 
speed, as to endanger the lives of men employed in 
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coupling, or in any way injure the property of the 
Railway. 


192 An engine o” train shall not pass from a 


Branch on to the Main line until the proper signals |yeturns to the Locomotive

193 No Engine Driver, when acting without a 
Conductor, shall, without the express permssion of 
the Staticn Master. move his engine, on any pre- 
tence, from any siding, on to the main Hne.

195.—Engine Drivers shall not, except in cise of 
accident or sudden illness, change eugines on the 
journey, without permission. 


196. They must not allow fuel or waste to be 
thrown from the engine, or tender, while in motion. 


197. Engiove Drivers must guard aguinst killing 
stock. Should any animal be injured by the engine, 
the Engine Driver must report the same, in w. iting, 
to the Superintendent, stating the facts of the case. 
Any knyi e Driver, who neglects to make such a 
report, immediately, will be held responsible for all 
damages. 


198. Should a fire occur on a train, it must be 
stopped, and the proper measures at once be taken 
for protecting the train. ‘The bu-ning car, or cars, 
must be detached with as little delay as possible. 
No attempt must be made to run toa tank, if it be 
more than three hundred yards distant, as such a 
proceeding is likely 10 cause the fire to spread. 


199. In case of doubt or d.fficulty, Engine Drivers 
and Conductors must cons:.lt and advise with each 
other, as they will be held equally responsible for 
any violation of the rules, thiough forgetfuliness, 
negligence, misapprehension, or any other cause. In 
all cises of doubt, the safe side must be tiken, safeiy 
being the first consideration. 


200. Should a Conductor be disabled, the I ngine- 
Driver will have full charge of, and be held respon- 
sible for the safety of the train untrl another officer 
takes charge. In such case, he shall observe the 
rules laid down for the guidance «f Conductors. 


201. Engine Drivers, when on the line, will obey 
the direct orders of the Superintendent, whether the 
same shall be communicated verbally, by telegraph, 
or in writing ; and in all cases where a message 
directing the train or engin» to proceed cautiously, 
or at a given rate of speed, over any part of the 
Railway, or any brijge or viaduct, is given to the 
Conductor of any train, he shall at once hand the 
same to the Engine Driver, and call his attention to 
the contents thereof; and the Engine Driver, shall 
retain it in his posses-ion, If any Engine Driver shall 
after the receipt of such message, incautiously or at 
a greater rate of speed than that namcd, drive his 
engine over the portion of the Railway, bridge, or 
viaduct named, he shall at once be dismissed from 
the service ; and any Conductor failing to obey the 
requirements of this order will receive like punish- 
ment. 


202. Every Engine—Driver must carefully examine 
his engine after each journey, and he must imme- 
diately report to the Locomotive Foreman, and enter 
in the book that is kept for that purpose, any defect 
or deficiency in hisengine. He must also report to 
the Superintendent and to the Station Master at the 


MAINTENANCE OF WAY DEPARTMENT. 


206. The Trackmaster, under the direction of the 
Engineer, who shall be responsible to the General 
Superintendent—shall have the charge aud supervi- 
sion of all Repair-men in his Division, and be held 
responsible for the faithful performance by them of 
their duty. 


207. When materials are wanted for repairs, the 
Trackmaster on receiving a requisition from the 
Foreman properly filled in, will countersign ic if the 
materia:s are known to be required, and forward 1t to 
the Engineer. 


20°. Before any Foreman or Labourer is engaged 
by the Trackmaster, he must be mide to understand 
that the wilful transgression of any of these rules— 
insubordination, drunkenness, being found off his 
work during working hours, or the commission or 
omission of any act whereby the passage of trains or 
engines is endangered—will be punished by dismis- 
sal. 


209. In every gang of track labourers there must 
be a Foreman; and the Trackmaster will be held 
responsible that every Foreman is provided with a 
copy of the Regulations, a copy of the current Time- 
Table, and the proper signat fogs and lamps, and 
twelve torpeloes or fog signals; also, that each 
Foreman is furnished with an accurate gauge, for 
gauging the line of track, and with all other neces- 
sary materials and implements. 


210. Each Foreman shall constantly carry with him 
a copy of these Rules and Regulations while on duty 
and must real and explain them to every man 
engage 1 under him, anit must produce them, when 
required to do so by any of the principal oflicers of 
the Railway. He shall be responsible for the men 
under his charge, and for the proper execution of 
the work assigned to them, and shall have a list of 
the names and place of abode of all men employed 
under him, so that in case of accident or other emer- 
gency he may be enabled to summon them imme- 
diately. 


211. Each Foreman or other employé, selected by 
the ‘Lrackmaster, must walk over his section every 
morning, and oftener, should it be necessary for him 
to do 0, as in the case of violent storms. Foremen 
must see that all joints are properly spiked and 
boited, and the joint ties weil packed up, and all 
other things appertaining to the road secured betore 
the passage of the first train, 


212. During heavy storms of rain snow or hail 
whereby the works may be liable to sudden injury, 
Foremen must be on duty,and immedia:ely after the 
abatement of the storm, or if necess:ry during its 
continuance they are required to go over their sec- 
tions with danger signals to ascertain if the Track is 
safe for the passage of Trains. 


21 3. Track repairers must be particular in watching 
each ‘I'rain, as it passes, to See whether any nouces 
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are dropped off the Train, or flags, or lamps, are exhi- 
bited upon the Engine, and rear of the Train, giving 
notice of an extra Train, 


214. The Green signal indicates caution, and is to 
be used, when it is necessary, to slacken the sp:ed 
of an approaching ‘Train ; the Red signal indicates 
danger, and is to be used, when necessary, to stop 
the rain, and such signals must ba sent back fora 
distance of twenty (20) telegraph poles from the 
place they are meant to protect, and must be waved 
across the track. 


215. Whenever it is necessary to displace any 
Fart of the track, or in case of any slip, or failure, of 
any portion of the works, or in the event of any car 
being rejuired for temporary use, on the Line, or. if 
fiom any other cause, the track is not safe, the Red 
signal must be conspicuously exhibited at a distance 
of not less than twenty (20) telegriph poles each 
way, even if no train or engine 1s expected, anda 
torpedo must be placed outside the Red signal a fur- 
ther distance of two (2), telegraph poles No hand 
car, or lorry, must be used on the track, or work 
done, to impede the transit of trains, during a fog, 
or snow storm, or within fifteen minutes of the time 
of a train being due. 


216. When any part of the track is out of repair, 
so as to make it necessary for a train to proceed 
cautiously, a signal must be sent, twenty (20) tele- 
graph poles in the direction whence a train 1s expect- 
ed, and kept there untif it passes, or until the track 
is made safe. 


’ 217. The track must not, in any case, be displaced 
for the purpose of putting in cattle guards, cross 
drains, or culverts, unless by express order of the 
Trackmaster. The track must not be rendered un— 
safe, by any operation, during the day, or night, or 
upon Sunday, until notice shall have been given, by 
the l'rackmaster, to the Superintendent, and per- 
mission obtained to use the track. 


218. No rails must be taken up, nor must the track 
be otherwise disturbed, in such a manner as to 
render it unsafe, within twenty minutes of the time 
of a train being due, nor until it has passed. Allsuch 
work must be done between the regular running 
hours. 


219. In raising the track and packing the ballast, 
no lift must be greater than two inches in twenty-four 
feet, and both rails must be raised equally and at the 
same time; and in all cases, when practicable, the 
lift must be made in the direction in which the first 
train due approaches. 


e 


220. Che Trackmaster must see that safety blocks 
are put down on all sidings diverging from the miin 
track, at a proper distance therefrom. 


221, The Foreman of each Section, under the 
direction of the Trackmaster, is held responsible for 
the safe keeping of all sleepers, rails, chairs, plates, 
bolts, tools, and implements of every kind pertain- 
ing to the track notin special charge of the Store- 
keeper, and the ‘Trackmaster must immediately 
report to the Engineer any losses or destruction of 


uch property. 
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222. The Foreman must report, in writing, to the 
Trackmaster, every case in which any of the signals 
are disregarded by an Engine driver. 


223. All persons walking along the line, who are 
not in the Railway service, must be warned off ; and 
in case of non-compliance, their names ascertained 
and reported to the Trackmaster, or they must be 
placed under arrest, as the exigencies of the case 
seem to require, 


224, Animals found straying within the railway 
fence must be immediately driven off. Section men 
will close all gates found open. Owners and occu- 
piers of property adjacent to the Railway must keep 
properly shut all gates at private crossings: in case 
of accident, through negligence on their part, or on 
the part of their servants, in leaving them open, 
they will be held liable for the consequences. 


225. When the lorries or hand cars are not in use, 
they must be lifted off the track, and the wheels 
secured by achain, and lock. T ack lorries must 
only be used to convey materials for the line: they 
must never be attached to a train. 


226. All surface cr-ssings must be closely looked 
after and foremen must see that the planking is se- 
curely spiked dewn Any temporary injury to any 
of the telegraph poles or wires shall be repaired as 
far as practicable and intelligence of the damage im- 
mediately conveyed to the nea est Station Master. 
If not a telegraph station, the Agent shall write to 
the telegraph station giving particulars. 


227. Track Foremen must be particular in cutting 
down trees which are too near the telegraph wires, 
and when the WIRES ARE TOUCH NG E:CH O1H!R SEPA. 
RATE THEM, fix them up and keep them from wet. 


228. In case of the water supply at any St:tion 
being short, or the frog cf a siding teing out for 
repair or any other matter affecting the movement 
of Trafic. Foremen must report Fy telegraph at 
once to the Bulletin Boards on their divisions and to 
the ‘Trackmaster as well, 


229. All articles found on the track must be 
promptly sent to the Station Master or the nearest 
Station.

Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act for amend- 
ing the Law relating to the Extradition of Criminals,” 
and also by an Act of Parliament made and passed 
in the Session of Parliament holden in the thirty 
sixth and thirty-seventh years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled ‘‘ An Act to amend the 
Extradition Act, 1870,” it was amongst other things 
enacted, that where an arrangement has been made 
with any toreign State with respect to the surrender 
to such State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty 
may, by Order in Council, direct that the said Acts 
shall apply in the cace of such foreign State; and 
that Her Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent 
Order, limit the operation of the Order, and res. 
trict the same to fugitive criminals who arein or 
suspected of being in the partof Her Majesty's 
dominions specified in the Order, and 1end r the 
operation thereof subject to such conditions, excep- 
tions, and qualifications as may be deemed expe- 
dient : 

And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the iwen- 
fieth day of May, o1e thousand eight hundred and 


seventy-six, be:ween Her Majesty ard the King of 


the Belgians, for the Mutual Extradition of Fugitive 
Criminals, which Treaty is in the terms following :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britsin and Ireland, and His Majesty the 
King of the Belgians, having judged it expedicnt, 
with a view to the more complete prevention of crime 
within their respective t rritories, that persons 
charged with or convicted of the crimes hereinafter 
enumerated, and being fugitives from justice of their 
country, should, under certain circumstances, be 
reciproc:lly delivered up; Treir said Majesties 
have named as their Plenipotent aries, to conclude 
aTieaty for this purpose, that is to say :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, John Savile Lumley, 
Esquire, Companion of the Most Honourable Urder 
of tre Bath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Micister 
Plevipotentiary to His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians ;

6. Obtaining m ney or goods by false pretences. 

7. Crimes by bankrupts against bankruptcy law. 

8 fraud by abailee, banker, agent, factor, trustee 
or direc or, or meaiber or public officer of any com- 
piny, made criminal by any law for the time being 
in foree. 

9. Rape: Carnal knowledge ofa girl under the 
age of ten years; carnal knowledge of a girl above 
the age of tea yevrs and under the age of twelye 
years; indecent assault upen any female or any 
attempt to have carnal knowledge of a girl under 
twelve years of age.

Provided that the surrender shall be made only 
when in the case of a person accused, the commis- 
sion of the crime shall be so established as that the 
laws of the country where the fugitive or person 
accused shall be fourd would justify his apprehen- 
sion acd commiiment for trial if the crime ha! been 
there committed; and in the case of a person alleged 
to have been c»nvicted, on such evidence as, accord- 
ing to the Jaw o' the country where he is found, 
would prove that he had been convicted. 

In no case can tie surrender be made unless the 
crime shall be punishable accordmg to the laws in 
force in both countries with regard to extradition. 


ARTICLE II. 


In the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, other 
than the Colonies or fcreign possessions of Her Ma- 
Jesty, the manner of proceeding shall be as follows: 

I, In the case of a person accused — 

the requisition for the surrender shall be made to 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Principa! Secretary of state 
for Foreign Affairs by the Minister or other Diplo- 
m tic Agent of His Majesty the King of the Belgians, 
accompanied by a warrant ot arrest or other equival - 
ent judic al document, issued by a Judge or Magis- 
trate duly authorized to take cognizance of the acts 


him, if there be due cause, to issue hs warrant for 


with duly authenticated depositions or statements 
taken on oath or upon solemn affirmation before 
such Judge or Magistrate, clearly setting forth the 
raid acts, and containing a description of the person 
claimed, and any particulars which may serve to 
identify him. The said Secretary of Siate sha'l 
transmit such documents to Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, who shall then, by order under his hand and 
seal, signify tosom2 Police M»gistrate in London 
that such requisition has been made, and require 


the apprehension of the fugitive. 

On the receipt of such order from the Secretary of 
State, and on the production of such evidence as 
would, in the opinion of the Magistrate, justify the 
issue of the warrantif the crime had been committed 
in the United Kingdom, he shall issue his warrant 
accordingly. 

When the fugitive shall have been apprehended 
he shall be brought before the Police Magistrate 
who issued the warrant, or some other Police Magis- 
trate infLondon. !f the evidence to be then pro- 
duced shall be such as to justify, according to the law 
of England, the committal for trial of the prisoner, 
if the crime ot which he is accused had been com- 
mitted in England, the Police Magistrate shall 
commit him to prison to await the warrant of the 
Secretary of State for his surrender, sending imme- 
diately to the Secretary of State a certificate of the 
committal and a repert upon the case 

After the expira ion of a period from the com- 
wittal of the prisoner, which shall never be less 
than fif'een days, the Scctetary of State shall, by 
order under nis hind and seal, order the fugitive 
criminal to be surrendered to such person as may be 
duly authorized to receive bim onthe part of the 
Government of His Majesty the King of the Belgians. 

Il. In the case of a person convicted— 

The course of proc.eding shall bs the same as in 
the case of a person accused, except thit the warrant 
to be transmitted by the Minister or other Diplo- 
matic Agent in support of h'‘s requisition sha!l 
clearly set forth the crime of which the person 
claimed has been convicted, and state the fact, place 
and date of his conviction. Ths evidence to be 
produced before the Police Magistrate shall be such 
as would, according tothe lawof England, prove 
that the prisone: was convicted of the crime charged. 


After the Police M»gist:ate shall have committed 
the accused or convicied person to prison to await 
the order of a Secretary of Stxte for his surrender, 
such person shall have the 1ight to apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus ; if he should so apply, his surrender 
must be deferred until after the decision of the 
Court upon the return to the writ, and even then 
can only take place if the dec sion is adverse to the 
applicant. 


ARTICLE IIL. 


In the dominions of His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians, other than the Colonie: or Foreign Posses- 
sions of His said Majesty, the manuer of proceeding 
shall be as follows :— 


1. In the case of a person accused— 

The requisition for the surrender shall be made to 
the Ministers fo Foreign Affairs of His Majesty the 
King of the Belgians by the Minister or other Diplo.

The Minister for Foreign Affairs shall transmit the 
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charged against the accused in Belgium, together | warrant of arrest, with the documents thereto annex- 
e , to the Minister of Justice, who shall forward the 
same to the proper judicial authority, in order that 
the warrant of arrest may be put in course of execu- 
tion by the Chamber of the Council (Chambre du 
Conseil) of the Court of First Instance of the place 
of residence of the accused, or of the place where 
he may be found. 


‘Lhe foreigner miy claim to be provisionally set at 


liberty in any case in which a Belgian enjoys that 
right, and under the same conditions.

Chamber of Indictments or Investigat:on (Chambre 
des Mises en Accusation) of the Cour. of Appeal, within 
whose jurisdiction the foreigner shall have been 
arrested. 


The hearing of the case shall be public, ucless the 


foreignershould demand that it should be with closed 
doors. 


The public authorities and the foreigner shall be 


heard: Th» latter may obtaia the assistance of 
Counsel. 


Within a fortnight from the receipt of the docu- 


ments, they shall ba returned, with a reasoned opi- 
nion, to the Minister of Justice, whoshall decide and 
miy order that tLe accused be delivered to the 
person duly authorized on the part of the Government 
of Her Britannic Majesty. 


II. In case of a person convicted— : 
‘Lhe course of proceeding shall be the same as 14 


the case of a perso. accused, except thit the convic- 
tion or sentence of condemnatioa issued in original 
or in an authenticated copy, t> be transmitted by the 
Minister or other Diplomitic Azent in support of 
his requisition, shall clearly set forth the crime of 
which the ;erson claimed has b en coavicted, and 
state the fact, plice, and date of his conviction. The 
evidence to be projuced shall be such as would, 
ae ording to the Belgians laws, prove tha’ the pri- 
soner was -onvicted of the crime charged.. 


ARTICLE IV. 


A fugitive criminal may, however, b> apprehended 
under a warrant issued by any Police Magistrate, 


Justice of the Peace, or other competent authority 


in either country, on such information or complaint, 
and such evidence, or after such proceedings as 
would, in the opinion of the person i-suing the war- 
rant, justify the issue of a warrant, if the crime had 
been committed or the prisoner conyicted in that 
part of the dominions of the two Contracting Lar- 
ties in which he exercises jurisdiction: Provided, 
however, that, in the United Kingdom, the accused 
shall, in such case, be sent as speedily as possible 
before a Police Magistrate in London. He shall be 
discharged, as well in the United Kingdom as in Bel- 
gium, if within fourteen days a requisition shall not 
have been made for his surrender by the Diplomatic 
Agent of his countiy, in the manner directed by 
Articles If and 1II of this Treaty. 

The same rule shall apply to the cases of persons 
accused or convicted of any of the crimes specified 
in this Treaty, committed on the high seas on board 
any vessel of either country which may come into a 
port of the other. 

ARTICLE V. 


If the fugitive criminal who has been committed 
to prison be not surrendered and conveyed away 
within two months after such committal (or within 
two months after the decision of the Court upon 
the return to a writ of habezs corpus in the United 
Kingdom), he shall be discharged from custody, 
unless sufficient cause be shown to the contrary. 


ARTICLE VI. 
When any person shall have been surrendered by 


either of the High Contracting Parties to the other, 
such person shall not, until he has been restored or 
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had an opportunity of returning to the country from 
whence he was surrendered, be triable or tried for 
any offence committed in the other country prior to 
the surrender, other than the particular offence on 
account of which he was surrendered. 


ARTICLE VII. 


No accused or convicted person shall be surren- 
dered, if the offence in respect of which his surrender 
is demanded shall be deemed by the party upon 
which it is made to be a political offence, or to bean 
act connected with (connexe @) such an offence, or if 
he prove, to the satisfaction of the Police Magistrate 
or of the Court before which he is brought on habeas 
errpus, cr to the Secretary of State, that the requisi- 
tion for his surrender has in fact been made with a 
view to try or to punish him for an offence of a poli- 
tical character. 


_ ARTICLE VII, 


Warrants, depositions, or statements on oath, 
issued or taken in the dominions of either of the two 
High Contracting Parties, and copies thereof, and 
certificates of or judicial documents stating the fact 
of conviction, shall be received in evidence in pro- 
ceedings in the dominions of the other, if purporting 
to be signed or certified by a Judge, Magistrate, or 
officer of the county where they were iss' ed or 
taken. 

Provided such warrants, depositions, statements, 
copies, certificates, and judicial documents are 
authenticated by the oath or solemn atirmation of 
some witness, or by being sealed with the official 
seal of the Minister of Justice, or some other 
Minister of State. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The surrender shali not take place if, since the 


bankruptcy, but shall extend to every thing that 
may serve as proof of the crime.

Each of the High Contracting Parties shall defray 
the expenses occasioned by the arrest within its 
territories, the detention, and the conveyance to its 
frontier, of the persons whom it may consent to 
surrender in pursuance of the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The stipulations of the present Treaty shall be 
applicable to the Colonies and foreign possessions of 
the two High Contracting Parties. 

The requisition for the surrender of a fugitive 
criminal who has taken refuge in a Colony or foreign 
possession of either party, shall be made to the 
Governor or Chief Authority of such Colony or 
Possession by the Uhief Consular Oflicer of the other 
in such Colony or Possession; or, if the fugitive 
has escapei from a Colony or foreign Possession 
of the Party on whose behalf the requisition is 
made, by the Goversor or Chief Authority of 
such Colony or Possession. 

Such requisition may be disposed of, subject 
always, a3 nearly as may be, to the provisions of this 
Treaty, by the respective Governors or Chief 
Authorities, who, however, shall be at liberty either 
to grant the surrender, or to refer the matter to 
their Government.

ARTICLE XI. 


If the individual claimed should be under pro- 
secution, or condemned by the Courts of the country 
where he has taken refuge, his surrender may be 
deferred until he shail have been set at liberty in 
due course of law. 

In case he should be proceeded against or detain- 
ed in such country, on account of obligations 
contracted towards private individuals, his surrender 
shall nevertheless take place, the injured party 
retaining his right to prosecute his claims before 
the competent authority. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Every article found in the yossession of the 
individual claimed at the time of his arrest shall, 
if the competent authority so decide, be seized, in 
order to be delivered up with his person at the 
time when the surrender ehall be made, Such 
delivery shall not be limited to the {property or 
articles obtained by stealing or by fraudulent 


ARTICLE XV. 


‘Lhe present Treaty shall come into operation ten 
days after its publication in conformity with the laws 
of the respective countries. 

After the Treaty shall so have been brought into 
operation, the Treaty concluded between the High 
Contracting Parties on the 3lst July, 1872, shall be 
considered is cincelled, except as to any proceeding 
that may have already been taken or commenced in 
virtue thereof. 

Either party may at any time terminate the Treaty 
on giving to the other six months’ notice of its 
intention. 

ARTICLE XVI. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged at Brussels as soon as 
may be within six weeks from the date of signature.

the seals of their arms.

1, On March 20th, 1877, ard following days, an

1. To All Candidates not born in England or 
Wales. 


2. To Candi lates who, though born in England or 
Wales, cannot produce the Registrar-General’s Cer- 
tificate. 


The Civil Service Commis-ioners reserve to them- 
selves the right of deciding in each case upon the 
sufficiency of the evidence prouced, hut they sub- 
join the following general ru.es for the guidine> of 
Candidates :— 


(a.) The Decliration should specify precisely the 
da'e and place of birth, and should, if pos- 
sible, be made by the father or mother of 
the Candidate. Ifmadety any other person 
it should state the circumstances which 
enable the Declarant to speak to the fact. 
If an entry ina Bible or other family re- 
cord be referred t>, the Bible or other re- 
cord must be produce? at the time of mak. 
ing the Declaration, and must be mentioned 
in the Declaration as having been so pro- 
duced. 


(0.) If the Candidat> was born in Englind or 
Wales, the Decla:ation must containa state 
ment, that after due inquiry no en'ry has 
been found in the books of the Re gistrar- 
General ; or a separate Declaration must be 
made to that effect 


(c.) If no extract from any Register is produced, 
the Declaration must contain a statement, 
that after due ivquiry no such Record is be- 
lieved to exist ; or a separate Declaration 
must be made to that effect. 


(d.) Statutory Declarations must be exactly in the 
form prescribed by the Act of 5 and 6 Wil- 
liam [V., c.62. A printed Form, if requi- 
red, will be supplied on application to the 
Civil Service Commissioners.

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TU P&RIODICAL 
EXAMINATIONS AT THE MILITARY 
COLLEGE, KINGSYON. 


1 The period of tour years instruction at the 
Military College will be divided into eight Terms. 


2. The terms will extend from about 3rd February 
to 20th June, and from about the 10th September to 
2nd February. 


3. There will be eight classes: cadets on joining 
at the Military College will be placed in the eighth 


class and must rise into the third class in order to 
complete the several subjects of the obligatory or 
qualifying course, 


4, Cadets who have passed out of the third class 
into second and first classes, will devote their time to 
euch voluntary subjects as they may selec’, in addi- 
tion to any uncompleted obligatory subjects studied 
in the second and first classes. 


5. To qualify for class promotion at the final exam- 
ination, a cadet must obtain one-half the marks 
allotted to the obligatory sections of the course in 
the following subjects, viz: 


Mathematics, Fortification, Artillery, Military 
History and Administration, Military Drawing and 
Drills, and one-half of the total aggregate ot the 
marks allotted to all the obligatory subjects. 


6. No obligatory subject shall gain a cadet any 
marks unless he obtain half marks in that subject. 


7. No section of a voluatary subject shall gain a 
cadet any marks unless he obta‘ns one-third marks 
in that section. 


8. No yo'untary section of a subject of instruction 
shall bee »mmenced by, or gain any marks for, a cadet 
until the obligatory sections of thit subject have 
been completed. 


9. A cadet, although he may have completed the 
obligatory. and commenced the voluntary sections 
ot any subject, will be examined with his class at the 
end of each term in the obligatory sections of that 
subject. 


10, Examinations for class promotion will be held 
at the end of e.ch term. Any cadet who fails to 
qualify at the end of the fourth, and has also tailed 
at any previous term, or who fails at the end of both 
fifth and sixth terms, wil be removed from the 
college. Such removal, or failure to qualify at the 
final examination, will render a cadet ineligible fora 
commission iu the militia, or to be qualified to proit 
by nis having been admitted to the Military College 
for consideration forem,loyment inthe pubdlicservi e. 


11. Quarterly examinations will also be held, the 
mirks obtained at which will be amalgimuted with 
those awarded at the half yearly eximinatio is. 


12. The proportion of marks assigned to each of 
the quarterly examinations, in any class will be about 
one-eighth of the total allotted for that class, 


13. Marks will also be assigned for notes, recita- 
tions and drawings executed by any class ‘Ihose for 
notes and recitations will be about one-eighth of the 
total allotted for that class. Each drawing will have 
a specific maximum value attached to it. 


14. The subjects of instruction, obligatory and 
voluntary, for each class throughout the entire 
course, is shewn in Table A. 


The weekly attendance available for the obligatory 
subjects only, is shewn ia Table B, and the weekly 
attendance available for the full course of instruc- 
tion, obligatory and voluntary, in Tible C. 


The relative value in marks assigned to the different

accommodation for such vessel to he in safety, and 
provided also and it is hereby enacted that the 
whole or any portion of said ballast shall be dis- 
charged into any vessel or craft as shall be directed 
in the same manner under the seal and signaiure of 
the Secretary of the said Corporation and sent to 
receive the same alongside of such vessel haying 
ballast to discharge, provided that such craft shall 
be sent within six hours from the time of its 
mooring. 


3rd. Every Master or person in charge of any ship 
or vessel as aforesaid who shall refuse or neglect to 
Obey this last mentioned by-law shall, for every such 
refusal or neglect to obey the same, incur a penalty 
not exceeding $20 (twenty dollars) or sixty days 
imprisonment. 


4th. If the Master or person in charge of any vessel 
be not notified in writing as aforesa.d, before he shali 
commence the discharging thereof, to discharge the 
ballast of the vessel at any specially indicated wharf 
or wharves vessel or craft, and shall throw any ballast 
into the River or Rivers within the Harbour of Queb<c,

HEREAS by an Act of Tarliament made and 
passed in the Seszion of Parliament holden in 
the thirty-third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of 
Her present Majesty, intituled ‘‘ An Act for amend- 
ing the Law relating to ihe Extradition of Criminals,” 
and.also by an Act of Parliament made and passed 
in the Session of Parliament holden in the thirty- 
sixth and thirty-seventh years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled ‘‘ An Act to amend the 
Extradition Act, 1870,”’ it was amongst other things 
enacted, that where an arrangement has been made 
with any toreign State with respect to the surrender 
to such State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty 
may, by Order in Council, direct that the said Acts 
-shall apply in the cace of such foreign State; and 
that Her Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent 
Order, limit the operation cf the Order, and res. 
trict the same to fugitive criminals who arein or 
suspected of being in the partof Her Majesty’s 
dominions specified in the Order, and rend:r the 
operation thereof subject to such conditions, excep- 
tions, .and qualifications as may be deemed expe- 
dient: 

Ard whereas a Treaty was concluded on the {wen- 
tieth day of May, ore thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-six, be.ween Her Majesty and the King of 
the Felgiars, for the Mutual Extradition of Fugitive 
Criminals, which Treaty is in the terms following :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 

of Great Kiituin and Ireland, and His Majesty the 
-King of the Belgians, having judged it expedient, 
with a view to the more complete prevention of crime 
within their respective territories, that persons 
charged with or convicted of the crimes hereinafter 
enumerated, and being fugit:ves from justice of their 
country, should, under certain circumstances, be 
reciprocally delivered up; Their said Majesties 
have named as their Plenipotent aries, to conclude 
a Treaty for this purpose, that is to say :— 
» Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, John Savile Lumley, 
Esquire, Companion of the Most Honourable Order 
of tke Bath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Mirister 
Plenipotentiary to His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians ; 

And His Majesty the King of the Belgians, the 
Count d’Aspremont-Lynden, Ufficer of His Order of 
Leopold, Commander of the Order of the Ernestine 
Branch of the House of Saxony, Grand Cross of the 
Orders of Leopold of Austria,ofthe Legion of Honour, 
of the Lion of the Netherlands, and of the White 
Eagle of Russia, &c., &c., Member of the Senate, 
His Minister of Foreign Affai's ; 

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, found in good and due 
‘form, have agreed upon and concluded the following 
articles :— 


ARTICLE I. | ,OW 

lt is agreed that Her Britannic Majesty and His 
Majesty the King of the Belgians, shall, on requisi- 
tion made in their name by their respective Diplo- 
matic Agents, deliver up to each other rec’procally, 
any persons, except as regards Great Britain, native 
born and naturalized subjects of Her Britannic 
Majesty, and, except as regards Belgium, those who 
are by birth or who may have become citizens of 
Belgium, who, being accused or convicted as princi - 
pals or accessories, of any of the crimes hereinafter 
specified, committed within the territories ot the 
requiring party, shall be {ound within the territories 
of the other party : 


1. Murder (including assassination, parricide, in- 
fanticide, and poisoning), or attempt to murder. 

2, Manslaughter. 

3. Counterfeiting or altering money, or uttering 
counterfeit or altered money. 

4, Forgery, counterfeiting, or altering or uttering 
what is forged or counterfeited or altered, 

5. Embezzlement or larceny. . 

6, Obtaining money or goods by false pretences. 

7. Crimes by bankrupts against bankruptcy law. 

8 kraud by a bailee, banker, agent, factor, trustee 
or director, or member or public officer of any com- 
pony, made criminal by any law for the time being 
in force. ; 

9, Rape: Carnal knowledge ofa girl under the 
age of ten years; carnal knowledge of a girl above 
the age of tea years and under the age of twelve 
years; indecent assault upen any female or any 
attempt to have carnal Inowledge cf a girl under 
twelve years of age. 

10. Abdvction. 

1]. Child stealing. 

]2. Kidnapping. 

13. Burglary or housebreaking, 

14. Arson, 

15. Robbery with violence (including intimida. 
tion.) 

* 16. Threats by letter or otherwise with intent to 
extort. 

17. Piracy by law of nations. 

18, Sinking or destroyir g a vessel at sea, or attempt- 
ing or conspiring to do so. 

19. Assaults on board a ship on the high ceas with 
intent to destroy life or to do grievous bodily harm. 

20, Revolt or conspiracy to revolt by two or more 


persons On board a ship on the high seas against the 
authority of the master. 


21. Perjury and suhornation of perjury. 
22. Malicious injury to property, if the offence be 


indictable. 


23. Aggravated or indecent assault. 
Provided that the surrender shall be made onl 


wken in the case ofa person accused, the commis- 
sion of the crime shall be so established as that the 
laws of the country where the fugitive or person 
accused shall be found would justify h's apprehen- 
sion acd commitment for trial if the crime had been 
there committed; and in the case of a person alleged 
to have been convicted, on such evidence as, accord 

ing to the law of the country where he is found, 
would prove that he had been convicted. 


In no case can the surrender be made unless the 


crime shall be punishable according to the laws in 
force in both countries with regard to extradition. 


ARTICLE Il. 


In the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, other 


than the Colonies or fereign possessions of Her Ma~ 
Jesty, the manner of proceeding shall be as follows : 


I. In the case of a person accused — 
The requisition for the surrender shall be made to

committal and a repert upon the case. 

After the expiration of a period from the ccm- 
mittal of the prisoner, which shall never be less 
than fifieen days, the Sectetary of State shall, by 
order under tis hand and seal, order the fugitive 
criminal to be surrendered to such person as may be 
duly authorized to receive him on the part of the 
Government of His Majesty the King of the Belgians.

The course of proc-eding shall ba the same as in 
the case of a person accused, except thit the warrant 
to be transmitted by the Minister or other Diplo- 
matic Agent in support of hs requisition sha'l 
clearly set forth the crime of which the person 
claimed has been convicted, and state the fact, place 
and date of his conviction.

would, in the opinion of the person i-suing the war- 
rant, justify the issue of a warrant, if the crime had 
been committed or the prisoner convicted in that 
part of the dominions of the two Contracting Par- 
ties in which he exercises jurisdiction: Provided, 
however, that, in the United Kingdom, the accused 
shall, in such case, be sent as speedily as possible 
before a Police Magistrate in London. He shall be 
discharged, as well in the United Kingdomas in Bel- 
gium, if within fourteen days a requisition shall not 
have been made-for his surrender by the Diplomatic 
Agent of his count:y, in the manyer directed by 
Articles lf and III of this Treaty.

ARLICLE V. 


If the fugitive criminal who has been committed 
to prison be not surrendered and conveyed away 
within two months after such committal (or within 
two months after the decision of the Court upon 
the return toa writ of habezs corpus in the United 
Kingdom), he shall be dischirged from custody, 
unless sutlicient cause be shown to the contrary. 


ARTICLE VI. 


When any person shall hive been surrendered by

No accused or convicted person shall be surren- 
dered, if the offence in respect of which his surrender 
is demanded shall be deemed by the party upon 
which it is made to be a political offence, or to be an 
act connected with (connexe @) such an offence, or if 
he prove, to the satisfaction of the Police Magistrate 
or of the Court before which he is brought on habeas 
corpus, or to the Secretary of State, that the requisi- 
tion for his surrender has in fact been made with a 
view to try or to punish him for an offence of a poli- 
tical character. 


ARTICLE VIII, 


Warrants, depositions, or statements on oath, 
issued or taken in the dominions of either of the two 
High Contracting Parties, and copies thereof, and 
certificates of or judicial documents stating the fact 
of conviction, shall be received in evidence in pro- 
ceedings in the dominions of the other, if purporting 
to be signed or certified by a Judge, Magistrate, or 
officer of the county where they were iss: ed or 
taken. 

Proyided such warrants, depositions, statements, 
copies, certificates, and judicial documents are 
authenticated by the oath or solemn atlirmation of 
some witness, or by being sealed with the official 
seal of the Minister of Justice, or some other 
Minister of State. 


ARTICLE IX, 


The surrender shall not take place if, since the

N.B.—The Regulations are liable to be 
altered in future years. 


I, On March 20th, 1877, ard following days, an 
Examination of Candidates will be held in London. 
At this examination not fewer than Candidates 
will be selected, if so many shall be found duly qua- 
lified.

The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to them- 
selves the right of deciding in each case upon the

The Declwation should specify precisely the 
da'e and place of birth, and should, if pos- 
sible, be made by the father or mother of 
the Candidate.

5. To qualify for class promotion at the final exam- 
ination, a cadet must obtain one-half the marks 


allotted to the obligatory sect’ous of the course in 


the following subjects, viz: 


Mathematics, Fortification, Artillery, Military 
History and Administration, Military Drawing and 
Drills, and one-half of the total aggregate of the 


marks allotted to aif the obligatory subjects. 


6. No obligatory subject shall giin a cidet any 
marks unless he obtain half marks in that subject. 


7. No section of a voluatiry subject shall gain a 
cadet any marks unless he obtans one-third marks 
in that section. 


8. No vo'untary section of a subject of instruction 
shall bec3mmenced by, or gain any marks for, a cadet 
until the obligatory sections of thit subject have 
been completed. 


9. A cadet, although he miy have completed the 
obligatory, and commenced ths voluntary sections 
of any subject, will be examined with his class at the 
end of each t2rm in the obligatory sections of that 
subject. 


10. Examinations for class promotion will be held 
at the end of each term. Any cadet who fails to 
qualify at the end of the fourth, and has also tailed 
at any previous term, or who fails at the end of koth 
fifth and sixth terms, wil ba removed from the 
college. Such removal, or failure to qualify at the 
final examination, will render a cadet ineligible fora 
commission in the militia, or to be qualified to profit 
by his having been admitted to the Military College 
for consideration for employment in the publicservice. 


li. Quarterly examinations will also be held, the 
marks obtained at which will be amalgamated with 
those awarded at the half yearly examinations. 


12. The proportion of marks assigned to each of 
the quarterly examinations, in any class will be about 
one-eighth of the total allotted for that class. 


13. Marks will also be assigned for notes, recita- 
tions and drawings executed by any class. ‘Those for 
notes and recitations will be about one-eighth of the 
total allotted for that class. Each drawing will have 
a specitic maximum value attached to it. . 


14. The subjects of instruction, obligatory and 
voluntary, for each class throughout the entire 
course, is shewn in Table A. 


The weekly attendance available for the obligatory 
subjects only, is shewn ia ‘lable B, and the weekly 
attendance availaole for the full course of instruc- 
tion, obligatory and voluntary, in Table C.

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC. 


At a meeting of the Quebec Harbour Commission- 
ers, held in the office in the Lower Town of the City 
of Quebec, in the said Province of Quebec, being 
their usualjplace of sitting, on Wednesdiy, thesecond 
day of August in the year of Our Lord, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-six, at which meet- 
ing not less than five members of the Corporation 
where present, namely :

It is resolved that itis expedient to repeal the 
several by-laws of this Corporation hereinafter men- 
tioned, and tosubstitute in lieu thereof the provisions 
of the present by-laws. 

‘Therefore the present by-laws are hereby ordained 
and enacted by the said Quebec Harbor Commission- 
ers : 


— lst. ‘The by-law of the Corporation passed on the 
twenty-first day of May and sanctioned by His 
Excel en y the Governor General in Council, on the 
twenty-eighth day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-two, respecting the discharging 
of ballast within certain prescribed limits in the 
Harbour of Quebec; also the by~law of this Corpora— 
tion passed on the twenty-ninth day of April, one 
thousand’ eight hundred and sixty-three amending 
the said by-law of the said twenty first day of May, 
one thousand heigt hundred and sixty-two, and 
sanctioned on the seventh day of October, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, repealing 
the second paragraph of the said by-law hereiubefore 
first mentioned, are and each of the said three by- 
laws is hereby repealed. 


2nd All vessels entering and loading in the Har- 
bour of Quebec shall discharge their ballast at any 
Wharf or Wharves within the limits of the said Har- 
bour as shall be indicated in writing under the Seal 
of the Corporation of the said Quebec Harbour 
Ccmmissioners and the signature of the Secretary 
thereof, to the Master or person in charge of the said 
vessel before the commencement of such discharge, 
provided that at the place so indicated there be 
sufficient depth of water and the proper mooring 
accomn odation for such vessel to le in safety, and 
provided also and it is hereby enacted that the 
whole or any portion of said ballast shall be dis- 
charged into any vessel or crafi as shall be directed 
in the same manner under the seal and signature of 
the Secretary of the said Corporation and sent to 
receive the same alongside of such vessel having 
ballast to discharge, provided that such craft shall 
be sent within six hours from the time of its 
mooring. 


3rd. Every Master or person in charge of any ship 
or vessel as aforesaid who shall refuse or neglect to 
obey this last, mentioned by-law shall, for every such 
refusal or neg!ect to obey the same, incur a penalty 
not exceeding $20 (twenty dollars) or sixty days 
imprisonment. 


4th, If the Master or person in charge of any vessel 
be not notified in writing as aforesaid, before he shail 
commence the discharging thereof, to discharge the 
ballast of the vessel at any specially indicated wharf 
or wharves vessel or craft, and shall throw any ballast 
into the River or Rivers within the Harbour of Quebec, 
except into that part of River St. Lawrence which lies 
between the River Etchemin and a line formed by a 
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Beacon on the hill in rear of Diamond Harbour and 
the centre of the Martello Tower above it and a line 
drawn from the west side of the mouth of the River 
Cap Rouge to the west side of the mouth of the 
River Chaudiere and between St. Martins Point and 
the West end of Beaumont Shoals or in any place 
within the Harbour of Quebec where there is not at 
the least fifteen fathoms of water at low water in 
neap tides on the north sbore. orten fathoms on 
the south shore of the said River St. Laurence, shall 
incur for every such offence a penalty not exceeding 
$20 (twenty dollars) or sixty days imprisonment.

and also by an Act of Parliament made and passed 
in the Session of Parliament holden in the thirty- 
sixth and thirty-seventh years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled ‘‘ An Act io amend the 
Extradition Act, 1870,” it was amongst other things 
enacted, that where an arrangement has been made 
with any foreign State with respect to the surrender 
to such State of any fugitive criminals, Her Majesty 
may, by Order in Council, direct that the said Acts 
shall apply in the case of such foreign State; and 
that Her Majesty may, by the same or any subsequent 
Order, limit the operation of the Order, and res. 
trict the same to fugitive criminals who are in or 
suspected of being in the partof Her Majesty's 
dominions specified in the Order, and render the 
operation thereof subject to such conditions, excep = 
pee and qualifications as may be deemed expe- 

ient : 


And whereas a Treaty was concluded on the iwen- 
tieth day of May, ore thousand eight huncred and 
seventy-six, bevween Her Majesty and the King of 
the Belgians, for the Mutual Extradition of Fugitive 
Criminals, which Treaty is in the terms following :— 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Biitsin and Ireland, and His Majesty the 
King of the Belgians, having judged it expedient, 
with a view to the more complete prevention of crime 
within their respective territories, that persons 
charged with or convicted of the crimes hereinafter 
enumerated, and being fugitives from justice of their 
country, should, under certain circumstances, be 
reciprocilly delivered up; Toeir said Majesties 
have named as their Plenipotent'aries, to conclude 
aTreaty for this purpose, that is to say :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, John Savile Lumley, 
Esquire, Compavion of the Most Honourab‘e Order 
of tre Bath, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians ; 


And His Majesty the King of the Belgians, the 
Count d’Aspremont-Lynden, Ojicer of His Order of 
Leopold, Commander of the Order of the Ernestine 
Branch of the House of Saxony, Grand Cross of the 
Orders of Leop7ld of Austria,of the Legion of Honour 
of the Lion of the Netherlands, and of the White 
Eagle of Russia, &c., &c., Membrr of the Senate, 
His Miais‘er of Foreigu Affaiss ; 


Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, found in good and due 
form, have agreed uponand concluded the folloving 
articles : - 


ARTICLE I. 


It is agreed that Her Britannic Majesty and His 
Majesty the King of the Belgians, shall, on requisi- 
{ion mede in the:r name by their respectiva Diplo- 
matic Agents, deliver up to each other reciproeally, 
any persons, except as rega'ds Great Britain, native 
born and naturalized subjects of Her Britannic 


Majesty, and, excspt as regards Belgium, those wi | 


are by birth or who may have become citizens of 
Belgium, who, being accused or convicted as princi - 
pals or accessories, of any of the crimes hereinafter 
specified, committed within the territories of the 
requiring party, shall be found within the territories 
of the other party : 


1. Murder (ircluding assassination, parricide, in- 
fanticide, and poisoning), or attempt to murder. 

2. Manslaughter. 

3. Counterfeiting or alt-ring money, or uttering 
counterfeit or altered money. 

4, Forgery, counterfeitiug, or altering or uttering 
what is forged or counterfeited or altered. 

5. Embezzlement or larceny. 

6. Obtaining m ney or goods by false pretences. 

1. Crimes by bankrupts against bankruptcy law. 

3 kraud by a bailee, banker, agent, factor, trustee 
or direc‘or, or member or public officer of any com- 
pany, made criminal by any law for the time being 
in force. 

9, Rape: Carnal knowledge ofa girl under the 
age of ten years; carnal knowledge of a girl above 
the age oftea yeirs and under the age of twelve 
years; indecent assault upen any female or any 
attempt to have carnal kinowledge cf a girl under 
twelve years of age. 

10. Abduction. 

1]. Child stealing. 

12, Kidnapping. 

13. Burglary or housebreaking. 

14. Arson. 

15. Robbery with violence (including int'mida- 
tion. 

16. Threats by letter or otherwise with intent to 
extort. 

17. Piracy by law of nations. 

18, Sinking or destroyit g a vessel at sea, or attempt- 
ing or conspiring to do so 

19. Assaults on board a ship on the high reas with 
intent to destroy life or to do grievous bodily harm. 

20. Revolt or conspiracy to revolt by two or more 
persovs 02 board a ship on the high seas agunst the 
authority of the master. 

21. Perjury and suhornation of perjury. 

22. Malicious injury to property, if the offence be 
indictable. 

23. Aggravated or indecent assault. 


Provided that the surrender shall be made only 
wken in the case of a person accused, the commis- 
sion of the crima shall be so established as that the 
laws of the country where the fugitive or person 
accused shall be foucd would justify h's apprehen- 
sion and commitment for trial if the crime hal been 
there committed; and in the case of a person alleged 
to have been convicted, on such evidence as, accord- 
ing to the law ot the country where he is found, 
would prove that he had been convicted. 


In no case can tne surrender be made unless the 
crime shall be punishable according to the laws in 
force in both countries with regard to extradition. 


ARTICLE II. 


In the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty, other 
than the Colonies or fc.reign possessions of Her Ma~ 
jesty, the manner of proceeding shul be as foliows : 

I. In the case of a person accused— 


The requisition fcr the surrender shall be made lo 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Principal Secretary of state 
for Foreign Affairs by the Minister or other Diplo- 
m:tic Agent of His Majesty the King of the Belgians, 
accompanicd by 2 warrant of arrest or other equival 
ent judic al document, issued by a Judge or Magis- 
trate duly authouized to take cognizince of the acts 
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charged against the accused in Belgium, together 
with duly authenticated depositions or statements 
taken on oath or upon solemn affirmation before 
such Judge or Magistrate, clearly setting forth the 
sa'd acts, and containing a description of the person 
claimed, and any particulars which may serve to 
identify him. The said Secretary of State shal 
transmit such documents to Her hritannic Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, who shall'then, by order under his hand and 
seal, signify tosome Police M»gisirate in London 
that such requisition has been made, and require 
him, if there be due cause, to issue hs warrant for 
the apprehension of the fugitive. 

On the receipt of such order from the Secretary of 
State, and on the production of such evidence as 
would, in the opinion of the Magistrate, justify the 
issue of the warrantif the crime had been committed 
in the United Kingdom, he shall issue his warrant 
accordingly. 

When the fugitive shall have been apprehended 
he shall be brought before the Police Magistrate 
who issued the warrant, or some other Police Magis- 
trate in’London. !f the evidence to be then pro- 
duced shall be such as to justify, according to the law 
ot England, the committal for trial of the prisoner, 
if the crime of which he is accused had been com- 
mitted in England, the Police Magistrate shall 
comrit him to prison to await the warrant of the 
Secretiry of State for his surrender, sending imme- 
diately to the Secretary of State a certificate of the 
committal and a repert upon the case 

After the expiration of a period from the com- 
mittal of the prisoner, which shall never be less 
than fifieen days, the Scctetary of State shal’, by 
order under his hand and seal, order the fugitive 
criminal to be surrendered to such person as may be 
duly authorized to receive him on the part of the 
Government of His Majesty the King of the Belgians. 

Il. In the case of a person convicted— 

The course of proceeding shall be the same as m 
the case of a person accused, except that the warrant 
to be transmitted by the Minister or other Diplo- 
matic Agent in support of his requisition shall 
clearly set forth the crime of whici the person 
claimed has been convicted, and state the fact, place 
and date of his conviction. ‘The evidence to be 
produced before the Police Magistrate shail be such 
as would, according tothe lawof England, prove 
that the prisone: was convicted of the crime charged. 


After ihe Police Magistrate shall have committed 
the accused or convicied person to prison to await 
the order of a Secretary of State for his surrender, 
such person shall have the 1ight to apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus ; if he should so apply, his surrender 
must be deferred until after the dec’sion of the 
Court upon the return to the writ, and even then 
can only take place if the dec sion is adverse to the 
applicant. 


ARTICLE IIL. 


In the dominions of His Majesty the King of the 
Belgians, other than the Colonie: or Foreign Posses- 
sions of His said Majesty, the manner of proceeding 
shall be as follows :— 


1. In the case of a person accuged— 

The requisition for the surrendér shall be made to 
the Ministers fo Foreign Affairs of His Majesty the 
King of the Belgians by the Minister or other Diplo 
matic Agent of Her Britannic Majesty, accompanied 
by a w rrant of arrest or other equivaleni judicial 
document issued by a Judge or Magistrite duly 
authorized to take cognizance of the sc's charged 
agairst the accused in Great Britain, together with 
duly authenticated depositions or statements taken 
on oath or upon solemn effi. mation before such 
Judge or Magistrate, clearly setiing forth tle said 
ec's and c nt:ining a description of the person 
claimed, and any other particulars which may serve 
to identify him. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs shall transmit the

Within a fortnight from the receipt of the docu- 
ments, they shall be returned, with a reasoned opi- 
nion, to the Minister of Justice, who shall decide and 
may order that tLe accused be delivered to the 
person duly authorized on the part of the Goverr ment 
of Her Britannie Majesty. 


II. In case of a person convicted— 

. ‘Lhe course of proceeding shall be the same as in 
the case of a person accused, except that the convic- 
tion or sentence of condemnatioa issued in original 
or in an authenticated copy, to be transmitted by the 
Minister or other Diplomatic A+ent in support of 
his requisition, shall clearly set forth the crime of 
which the person claimed has been convicted, and 
state the fact, place, and date of his conviction. The 
evidence to be produced shall be such as would, 
ac ording to the Belgians laws, prove that the pri- 
soner was vonvicted of the ciime charged.. 


ARTICLE IV. 


A fugitive criminal may, however, be apprehended 
under a warrant issued by any Police Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, or other competent authority 
in either country, on such information or complaint, 
and sich evidence, or after such proceedings as 
would, in the opinion of the person i-suing the war- 
rant, justify the issue of a warrant, if the crime had 
been cmmitted or the prisoner convicted in that 
part of the dominions of the two Contracting | ar- 
ties in which he exercises jurisdiction: Provided, 
hewever, that, in the United Kingdom, the accused 
shall, in such case, be sent as speedily as possible 
before a Police Magistrate in London. He shall be 
di:charged, as well in the United Kingdom as in Bel- 
gium, it within fourteen days a requisition shall not 
have been made for his surrender by the Diplomatic 
Agent of his country, in the manner directed by 
Articles lf and 111 of this Treaty. 

‘The same rule shali apply to the cases of persons 
accused or convicted of any of the crimes specified 
in this Treaty, committed cn the high seas on board 
any vessel of either country which may come into a 
port of the other. 


ARYICLE V. 


If the fugitive criminal who has been committed 
to prison be not surrendered and conveyed away 
within two months afier such committal (or within 
two months after the decision of the Court upon 
the return to a writ of habezs corpus in the United 
Kingdom), he shall be discharged from custody, 
unless sutticient cause be shown to the contrary. 


ARTICLE VI. 
When any person shall have been urrendered by 


either of the iligh Contracting Parties lo the other, 
such person shall not, until he h s been restorcd or 


had an opportunity of returning to the country from 
whence he was surrendered, be triable or tried for | 
any offence committed in the other country prior to 
the surrender, other than the particular offence on 
account of which he was surrendered. 


ARTICLE VII. 


No accused or convicted person shall be surren- | 
dered, if the offence in respect of which his surrender 
is demanded shall be deemed by the party upon 
which it is made to be a political offence, or to bean 
act connected with (connexe @) such an offence, or if 
he prove, to the satisfaction of the Police Magistrate 
or of the Court before which he is brought on habeas 
e-rpus, cr to the Secretary of State, that the requisi- 
tion for his surrender has in fact been made with a 
view to try or to punish him for an offence of a poli- 
tical character. 


ARTICLE VIII, 


Warrants, depositions, or statements on oath, 
issued or taken in the dominions of either of the two 
High Contracting Parties, and copies thereof, and 
certificates of or judicial documents stating the fact 
of conviction, shall be received in evidence in pro- 
ceedings in the dominions of the other, if purporting 
to be signed or certified by a Judge, Magistrate, or 
officer of the county where they were iss: ed or 
taken. 

Provided such warrants, depositions, statements, 
copies, certificates, and judicial documents are 
authenticated by the oath or solemn aitirmation of 
some witness, or by being sealed with the official 
seal of the Minister of Justice, or some other | 
Minister of State. 


ARTICLE Ix, 


The surrender shall not take place if, since the | 
commission of the acts charged, the accusation, or 
the conviction, exemption from prosecution or 
punishment has been acquired by lapse of time, | 
according to the laws of the country wheve the 
accused shall have taken refuge. 


ARCICLE X: 


If the individual claimed by one of the two 
High Contracting Parties in pursuance of the present 
Treaty should be also claimed by one or several 
other Powers, on account of other crimes com- 
mitted upon their respective territories, his sur- 
render shall be granted to that S:ate whose demand 
is earliest in date; unless any other arrangement 
should be made between the Governments which 
have claimed him, either on account of the gravity 
of the crimes committed or for any other reasons. 


ARTICLE XI. 


If the irdividual claimed should be under pro- 
secution, or condemned by the Courts of the country 
where he has taken refuge, his surrender may be 
deferred until he shall have been set at liberty in 
due course of law. 

In case he should be proceeded against or detain- 
ed in such country, on account of obligations 
contracted towards private individuals, his surrender 
shall nevertheless take place, the injured pariy 
retaining his right to prosecute his claims before 
the competent authority. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Every article found in the foscession of the 
individual claimed at the time of his arrest shall, 
if the compe‘ ent authority so decide, be seized, in 
order to be delivered up with his person at the 
time when the surrender~chall be made, Such 
delivery shall not be limited to the property or 
articles obtuined by stealing or by fraudulent 
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bankruptcy, but shall extend to every thing that 
may serve as proof of the crime. It shallj take 
place even when the surrender, after having been 
ordered, shall be prevented from taking place by 
reason of the escape or death of the individual 
claimed. 

The right of third parties with regard to the said 
property or articles are neverthelesss reserved. 


ARTICLE XII1. 


Each of the High Contracting Parties shall defray 
the expenses occasioned by the arrest within its 
territories, the detention, and the conveyance to its 
frontier, of the persons whom it may consent to 
surrender in pursuance of the present Treaty. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The stipulations of the present Treaty shall be 
applicable to the Colonies and foreign possessions of 
the two High Contracting Parties. 

The requisition for the surrender of a fugitive 
criminal who has taken refuge in a Colony or foreign 
possession of either party, shall be made to the 
Governor or Chief Authority of such Colony or 
Possession by the hief Consular Officer of the other 
in such Colony or Possession; or, if the fugitive 
has escape! from a Colony or foreiyn Possession 
of tke Party on whose behalf the requisition is 
made, by the Govervor or Chief Authority of 
such Colony or Possession. 

Such requisition may be disposed of, subject 
always, as nearly as may be, to the provisions of this 
treaty, by the respective Governors or Chief 
Author'ties, who, however, shall be at liberty either 
to gramt the surrender, or to refer the matter to 
their Government. 

Her Britannic Majesty shall, however, ke at 
liberty to make special arrangements in the British 
Colonies and foreign Possessions for the surrender 
of Belgian criminals, who may there take refuge, on 
the basis, as nearly as may be, of the provisions of 
the present ‘lreaty. 


ARTICLE XV. 


‘Lhe present Treaty shall come into operation ten 
days after its publication in conformity with the laws 
of the respective countries. 

After the Treaty shall so have been brought into 
Operation, the l'reaty concluded between the High 
Contracting Parties on the 3lst July, 1872, shall be 
considered ¢s cancelled, except as to any proceeding 
that may have already been taken or commenced in 
virtue thereof. 

Hither party may at any time terminate the Treaty 
on giving to the other six months’ notice of its 
intention. 

ARTICLE XVI. 


The present freaty shall be ratified, and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged at Brussels as soon as 
may be within six weeks trom the date of signature. 

In witness whereof, the respective Plenipoten. 
tiaries have signed the same, and have affixed thereto 
the seals of their arms. 

Done at Brussels, the twentieth day of May, in the 
year of our Lord one thousacd eight hundred and 


seventy-six.

REGULATIONS FOR THE OPEN COMPETITION OF 1877. 


N.B.—The Regulations are liable to be 
altered in future years. 


]. On March 20th, 1877, ard following days, an 
hxamination of Candidates will be held in London. 
At this examination not fewer than Candidates 
will be selected, if so many shall be found duly qua- 
lified. Of these, will be selected for the Presi- 
dency of Bengal, [ for the Upper Provinces, and 

for the Lower Provinces,] for that of Madras, 
and for that of Bombay.*—Notice will hereafter 
be given of the days and placa of examination.

EVIDENCE OF AGE TO BE REQUIRED FROM 
CANDIDATES FOR THE CIVIL SERVICE OF 
INDIA. 


I.—Every Candidate born in England or Wales 
should produce a Certificate from the Registrar-Gene- 
ral of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, or from one of 
his provincial Officers. ‘The Certificate miy be ob- 
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tained at Somerset House, or from the Superinten- 
dent Registrar of the District in which the birth 
took place. 


II —A Candidate who is a Native of India must 
have his age certified ty the Government of India, 
or of the Presidency or Province in which he may 
have resided. 


III. Every other Candidate not producing the Certi- 
Jicate mentioned in Clause 1, must prove his age, by 
Statutory Declaration, and should also, if possible, 
produce a record of Birth or Bapti+m from some offi- 
cial Register; under which term may be included 
the Parochial Registers of Baptisms, the non-Parochial 
Registers of Baptisms and Births deposited at Somer- 
set House under Acts of Parliament, the Register 
kept at the India Office of persons born in India, &e. 
&c. This Regulation applies — 


1. To All Candidates not born in England or 
Wales. 


2. To Candidates who, though born in England or 
Wales, cannot produce the Registrar-General’s Cer- 
tificate. ° 


The Civil Service Commissioners reserve to them- 
selves the right of deciding in each case upon the 
sufficiency of the evidence produced, hut they sub- 
join the following general rules for the guidance of 
Candidates :— 


(a.) The Declaration should specify precisely the 
da‘e and place of birth, and should, if pos- 
sible, be made by the father or mother of 
the Candidate. If made fy any other person 
it should state the circumstances which 
enable “the Declarant to speak to the fact.

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO PERIODICAL 
EXAMINATIONS AT THE MILITARY 
COLLEGH, KINGSTON. 


oe 


1 The period of four years instruction at the 
Military College will be divided into eight Terms. 


2. The terms will extend from about 3rd February 
to 20th June, and from about the 10th September to 
2nd February. 


3, There will be eight classes: cadets on joining 
at the Military College will be placed in the eighth 


class and must rise into the third class iu order to 
complete the several subjects of the obligatory or 
qualifying course. 


4, Cadets who have passed out of the third class 
into second and first classes, will devote their time to 
such voluntary subjects as they may select, in addi- 
tion to any uncompleted obligatory subjects studied 
in the second and first classes. 


5. To qualify for class promotion at the final exam- 
ination, a cadet must obtain one-half the marks 
allotted to the obligatory sectious of the course in 
the following subjects, viz: 


Mathematics, Fortification, Artillery, Military 
History and Administration, Military Drawing and 
Drills, and one-half of the total aggregate of the 
marks allotted to all the obligatory subjects. 


6. No obligatory subject shall gain a cadet any 
marks unless be obtain half marks in that subject. 


7. No section of a voluntary subject shall gain a 
cadet any marks unless he obtains one-third marks 
in that section. 


8. No voluntary section of a subject of instruction 
shall be commenced by, or gain any marks for, a cadet 
until the obligatory sections of that subject have 
been completed. 


9, A cadet, although he may have completed the 
obligatory. and commenced the voluntary sections 
of any subject, will be examined with hisclass at the 
end of each term in the obligatory sections of that 
subject. 


10. Examinations for class promotion will be held 
at the end of each term. Any cadet who fails to 
qualify at the end of the fourth, and has also tailed 
at any previous term, or who fails at the end of both 
fifth and sixth terms, will be removed from the 
college. Such removal, or failure to qualify at the 
final examination, will render a cadet ineligible fora 
commission in the militia, or to be qualified to profit 
by his having been admitted to the Military College 
for consideration for employment in the public service. 


11. Quarterly examinations will also be held, the 
marks obtained at which will be amalgamated with 
those awarded at the half yearly examinations. 


12. The proportion of marks assigned to each of 
the quarterly examinations, in any class will be about 
one-eighth of the total allotted for that class. 


13. Marks will also be assigned for notes, recita- 
tions and drawings executed by any class. Those for 
notes and recitations will be about one-eighth of the 
total allotted for that class, Each drawing will have 
a specitic maximum value attached to it. 


14. The subjects of instruction, obligatory and 
voluntary, for each class. throughout the entire 
course, is shewn in Table A. 


The weekly attendance available for the obligatory 
subjects only, is shewn in ‘lable B, and the weekly 
attenlance available for the full course of instruc- 
tion, obligatory and voluntary, in Table C. 


The relative value in marks assigned to the different 
subjects of instruction, obligatory and voluntary, and

Rules relating to Notices for Private Bulls. 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of .egislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,’ whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making ot a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbor, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry; the incorporation of any 
particuia, Trade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
other Joint Stock Company; or ctherwise for the 
granting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
clusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would afiect the rights or property of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a like nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on behaif of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In the Provinces of Quebec and Manitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and in one in the French language 
in the District affected, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in the said District, or if 
there be no paper pubiished therein, then, in both 
languages, in a paper in the nearest District, in which 
& newspaper is published. 


In ang other Province. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, and in one 
_hewspaper published in the County, or Union of 
Counties affected, or if there be no paper published 
_ therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a newspaper is published, Such Notices to 
be continued in each case, for a period of two months, 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
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next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall te 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 


When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioneror 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shail also, at the same time. and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend toask ; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, and wh ther 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bull 
shall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Cierk of the House. in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such bill in the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same — 60.) copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in Frenech—tha 
translation to be done by the officers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the Accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment to be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consider- 
ation of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

All applications for Private Bills, properly the sub- 
jects of .egislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,’’ whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbor, 
Canal, Lock, Dam or Slide, or other like work; the 
granting the right of Ferry; the incorporation of zany 
particuia, [rade or Calling, or of any Banking or 
Other Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for the 
granting to any individual or individuals, any ex- 
ciusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or 
for doing any matter or thing which, in its operation, 
would aftect the rights or property of cther parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the community ; 
or for making any amendment of a | ke nature to 
any former Act, shall require a Notice, clearly and 
distinctly specifying tne nature and object of the 
application, and (except in the case of existing cor- 
porations) signed by, or on hehaif of the applicants, 
to be published as follows, viz: 


In she Pr vinces of Quebec and Munitoba. 


A notice inserted in the Canada Gazette, in the 
English and French languages, and in one newspaper 
in the English, and is one in the French language 
in the District affect. d, or in both languages in one 
paper, if there be but one in th*s:id District, or if 
there be no paper pub.ished therein, then, in both 
languages, ina paper in the nearest District, in which 
a newspaper is published, 


In any other Province. 


A notice inseried-in the Canada Guzette, and in one 
newspaper published in the ‘ ounty, or Union of 
Counties aifected, or if un-re be no paper published 
therein, then in a newspaper in the nearest County 
in which a new-paper is published, Such Notices to 
be continued in euch case, tur a period of two mouths, 
during the interval of time between the close of the 
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next preceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition. And copies of the newspapers containing 
the first and last insertion of such notice shall te 
sent to the Clerk of each House. 


When a Petition is for leave to bring in a Private 
Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, the petitioner or 
petitioners, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding Rule, shall also, at the same time, and in 
the same manner, give notice of the rates which they 
intend toask ; the extent of the privilege, the height 
of the arches, the interval between the abutments or 
piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, and whether 
they intend to erect a drawbridge, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


Any person seeking to obtain any Private Bill 
ehall, eight days before the meeting of Parliament, 
deposit with the Clerk of the House, in which the 
bill is to originate, a copy of such billin the English 
or French language, with a sum sufficient to pay for 
translating and printing the same—60) copies to be 
printed in English, and 200 copies in French—the 
translation to be done by the ofticers of the House, 
and the printing by the contractor. The applicant 
shall be also required to pay the Accountant of the 
House a sum of $200 and the cost of printing the Act 
in the Statutes, and lodge the receipt of the same 
with the Clerk of the Committee to which such Bill 
is referred—such payment tc be made immediately 
after the second reading, and before the consider- 
ation of the Bill by such Committee. 

No Petition for a Private Bill is received by either 
House after the first ten days of the session.

4. Iivery person who sends or attempts to 
send, or is party to sending or attempting to 
send a British ship to sea in such unseaworthy 
state that the life of any person is likely to be 
thereby endangered, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, unless he proves that he used all reason- 
able means to insure her being sent to sea ina 
seaworthy state, or that her going to sea in such 
unseaworthy state was, under the circumstances, 
reasonable and justifiable, and for the purpose of 
giving such proof he may give evidence in the 
same manner as any other witness. 

Every master of a British ship who knowingly 
takes the same to sea in such unseaworthy state 
that the life of any person is likely to be thereby 
endangered shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
unless he proves that her going to sea in such 
unseaworthy state was, under the circum- 
stances, reasonable and justifiable, and for the 
purpose of giving such proof he may give evyid- 
ence in the same manner as any other witness. 
A prosecution under this section shall not be 
instituted except by or with the consent: of the 
Board of Trade, or of the Governor of the British 
possession in which such prosecution takes 
place. 

A misdemeanor under this section shall be 
punishable upon summary conviction. 

5. In every contract of service, express or im- 
plied, between the owner of a ship and the mas- 
ter, or any seaman thereof, and in every instru- 
ment of apprenticeship whereby any person is 
bound to serve as an apprentice on board any 
ship, there shall be implied, notwithstanding 
any agreement to the contrary, an obligation on 
the owner of the ship, that the owner of the 
ship, and the master, and every agent charged 
with the loading of the ship, or the preparing 
thereof for sea, or the sending thereof to sea, 
shall use all reasonable means to insure the sea- 
worthiness of the ship for the voyage at the time 
when the voyage commences, and to keep her in 
a seaworthy condition for the voyage, during 
the same: Provided that nothing in this section 
shall subject the owner of a ship to any liability 
by reason of the ship being sent to sea in an un- 
seaworthy state where, owing to special circum- 
stances, the so sending thereof to sea is reason- 
able and justifiable. 


6. Where a British ship being in any port of 
the United Kingdom, is, by reason of the defec- 
tive condition of her hull, equipments or ma- 
chinery, or by reason of overloading or improper 
loading, untit to proceed to sea without serious 
danger to human life, having regard to the 
nature of the service for which she is intended, 
any such ship (hereinafter referred to as “ un- 
safe,”) may .be provisionally detained for the 
purpose of being surveyed, and either finally 
detained or released, as follows; 

(1.) The Board of Trade, if they have reason 
to believe on complaint or otherwise, that a 
British ship is unsafe, may provisionally order 
i the detention of the ship for the purpose of being 
surveyed. 
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(2.) When a ship has been provisionally de- 
tained there shall be forthwith served on the 
master of the ship a w-itten statement of the

magistrates, judges of county courts, and other 


grounds of her detention, and the Board of) fit persons; but in any special case in which the 


Trade may, if they think fit, appoint some com- 
petent person or persons to survey the ship and 
report thereon to the Board. 

(3.) The Board of Trade, on receiving the re- 
port, may either order the ship to be released or, 
if in their opinion the ship is unsafe, may order 
her to be finally detained, either absolutely or 
until the performance of such conditions with 
respect to the execution of repairs or alterations, 
or the unloading or reloading of cargo, as the 
Board think necessary for the protection of 
human life, and may from time to time vary or 
add to any such order. 

(4.) Before the order for final detention is 
made a copy of the report shall be served upon 
the master of the ship, and within seven days | 
after such service the owner or master of the 
ship may appeal in the prescribed manner to the 
court of survey (hereinafter mentioned) for the 
port or district where the ship is detained. 

(5.) Where a ship has been provisionally de- 
tained, the owner or master of the ship, at any 
time before the person appointed under this sec- 
tion to survey the ship makes such survey, may 
require that he shall be accompanied by such 
person as the owner or master may select out of 
the list of assessors for the court of survey 
(nominated as hereinafter mentioned), and in | 
such case if the surveyor and assessor agree, the 
Board of Trade shail cause the ship to be de- | 
tained or released accordingly, but if they differ, 
the Board of Trade may act as if the requisition 
had not been made, and the owner and master 
shall have the like appeal touching the report of 
the surveyor as is before provided by this section | 

(6.) Where a ship has been provisionally de- 
tained, the Board of Trade may at any time, if 
they think it expedient, refer the matter to the 
court of survey for the port or district where the 
ship is detained. 

.) The Board of Trade may at any time, if 
satisfied that a ship detained under this Act is 
not unsafe, order her to be released either upon 
or without any conditions. 

(8.) For the better execution of this section, 


the Board of Trade, with the consent of the 
Treasury, may from time to time appoint a 
sufficient number of fit officers, and may remove 
any of them. 

(9.) Any officer so appointed (in this Act re- 
ferred to as a detaining officer) shall have the 
same power as the Board of Trade have under 
this section of provisionally ordering the deten- 
tion of a ship for the purpose of being surveyed, 
and of appointing a person or persons to survey 
her ; and if he thinks that a ship so detained by 
him is not unsafe may order her to be released. 

(10.) A detaining officer shall forthwith re- 
port to the Board of Trade any order made by 
him for the detention or release of a ship. 


‘7. A court of survey for a port or district 
shall consist of a judge sitting with two as- 
S@SSOI'S. 

The judge shall be such person as may be 
summoned for the case in accordance with the 
rules made under this Act out of a list (irom 
time to time approved for the port or district 
by one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, in this Act referred to as a Secretary of 


Board of Trade think it expedient to appoint a 
wreck commissioner, the judge shall be such 
wreck commissioner. ; 

The assessors shall be persons of nautical 
engineering or other special skill and experi- 
ence; one of them shall be appointed by the 
Board of Trade, either generally or in each case, 
and the other shall be summoned in accordance 
with the rules under this Act by the registrar 
of the court, out of a list of persons periodically 
nominated for the purpose by the local marine 
board of the port, or, if there is no such board, 
by a body of local shipowners or merchants 
approved for the purpose by a Secretary of 
State, or, if there is no such list, shall be ap- 
pointed by the judge; if a Secretary of State 
thinks fit at any time, on the recommendation of 
the governmeut of any British possession or any 
foreign state, to add any person or persons to 
any such list, such person or persons shall, until 
otherwise directed by the Secretary of State, be 
added to such list, and if there is no such list 
shall form such list. 

The county court registrar, or such other fit 
person as a Secretary of State may from time to 
time appoint, shall be the registrar of the court, 
and shall, on receiving notice of an appeal or a 
reference from the Board of Trade, immediately 
summon the court in the prescribed manner to 
meet forthwith. 

The name of the registrar and his office, to- 
gether with the rules made under this Act 
relating to the court of survey, shall be published 
inthe prescribed manner. 


%. With respect to the court of survey the 
following provisions shall have effect :— 

(1) The case shall be heard in open court; 

(2.) The judge and each assessor may survey 
the ship, and shall have for the purposes of this 
Act all the powers of an inspector appointed by 
the Board of Trade under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854; 

(3.) The judge may appoint any competent 
person or persons to survey the ship and report 
thereon to the court ; 

(4.) The judge shall have the same pewer as 
the Board of Trade have to order the ship to be 
released or finally detained, but unless one of the 
assessors Goncurs in an order for the detention of 
the ship, the ship shall be released ; 

(5.) The owner and master of the ship and 
any person appointed by the owner or master, 
and also any person appointed by the Board of 
Trade, may attend at any inspection or survey 
made in pursuance of this section ; 

(6.) The judge shall send to the Board of Trade 
the prescribed report, and each assessor shall 
either sign the report or report to the Board of 
Trade the reasons for his dissent. 


®. The Lord Chancellor of Great Britain may 
from time to time (with the consent of the Treasu- 
ry so far as relates to fees) make, and when made 
revoke, alter and add to general rules to carry 
into efiect the provisions of this Act with res- 
pect to a court of survey, and in particular with 
respect to the summoning of and procedure 
before the court, the requiring on an appeal 
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application of fees, and the publication of the 


Tules. 


All such rules while in force shall have effect 
as if enacted in this Act, and the expression 
“ prescribed ” in the provisions of this Act relat- 
ing to the detention of ships or court of survey 
means prescribed by such rules. 


10. If it appears that there was not reasonable 
and probable cause, by reason of the condition of 
the ship or the act or default of the owner, for 
the provisional detention of the ship, the Board 
of Trade shall be liable to pay to the owner of 
the ship his costs of and incidental to the deten- 
tion and survey of the ship, and also compensation 
for any loss or damage sustained by him by 
reason of the detention or survey. 

If the ship is finally detained under this Act, 
or if it appears that a ship provisionally de- 
tained was, at the time of such detention, unsafe 
within the meaning of this Act, the owner of the 
ship shall be liable to pay to the Board of Trade 
their costs of and incidental to the detention and 
survey of the ship, and those costs shall, without 
prejudice to any other remedy, be recoverable as 
salvage is recoverable. 

For the purposes of this Act the costs of and 
incidental to any proceeding before a court of 
survey, and a reasonable amount in respect of 
the remuneration of the surveyor or officer of the 
Board of Trade, shail be deemed to be part of the 
costs of the detention and survey of the ship, and 
any dispute as to the amount of costs under this 
Act may be referred to one of the masters or 
registrars of the Supreme Court of Judicature, 
who on request made to him for that purpose by 
the Board of Trade, shall ascertain and certify 
the proper amount of such costs. 

An action for any costs or compensation pay- 
able by the Board of Trade under this section may 
be brought against the secretary thereof by his 
official title as if he were a corporation sole ; and 
if the cause of action arises in Ireland, it shall be 
lawful for any of the superior courts of common 
law in Ireland in which such action may be com- 
menced to order that the summons or writ may 
be served on the Crown and Treasury Solicitor 
for Ireland, in such manner and on such terms 
as to extension of time and otherwise as to the 
court shall seem fit, and that such service shall 
be deemed good und sufficient service of such 
summons or writ upon the secretary of the 
Board of Trade. 


1. Where a complaint is made to the Board 
of Trade or a detaining officer that a British ship 
is unsafe, the Board or officer may, if they or he 
think fit, require the complainant to give security 
to the satisfaction of the Board for the costs and 
compensation which he may become liable to pay 
as hereinafter mentioned. 

Provided that where the complaint is made by 
one fourth, being not less than three, of the sea-

42. (1.) A detaining officer shall have for the 
purpose of his duties under this Act the same 
powers as an inspector appointed by the Board 
of Trade under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1854. 

(2.) An order for the detention of a ship, pro- 
visional or final, and an order varying the same, 
shall be served as soon as may be on the master 
of the ship. 

(3.) When a ship has been detained under 
this Act she shall not be released by reason of 
her British register being subsequently closed. 

(4.) For the purposes of a survey of a ship 
under this Act any person authorised to make 
the same may go on board the ship and inspect 
the same and every part thereof, and the ma- 
chinery, equipments, and cargo, and may require 
the unloading or removal of any cargo, ballast, 
or tackle. 

(5.) The provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, with respect to persons who wilfully 
impede an inspector, or disobey a requisition or 
order of an inspector, shall apply as if those 
provisions were herein enacted, with the sub- 
stitution for the Inspector of any judge, assessor, 
officer or surveyor who under this Act has the 
same powers as an inspector, or has authority 
to survey a ship. 


Foreign Ships, Overloading. 


418. Where a foreign ship has taken on board 
all or any part of her cargo at a port in the 
United Kingdom, and is whilst at that port un- 
safe by reason of overloading or improper load- 
ing, the provisions of this Act with respect to 
the detention of ships shall apply to that foreign 
ship as if she were a British ship, with the fol- 
lowing modifications : 

(1.) A copy of the order for the provisional 
detention of the ship shall be forthwith served 
cn the consular officer for the State to which the 
ship belongs at or nearest to the place where 
the ship is detained : 

(2.) Where a ship has been provisionally de- 
tained, the consular officer, on the request of the 
owner or master of the ship, may require that 
the person appointed by the Board of Trade to 
survey the ship shall be accompanied by such 
person as the consular officer may select, and in 
such case, if the surveyor and such person agree, 
the Board of Trade shall cause the ship to be 
detained or released accordingly, but if they 
differ, the Board of Trade may act as if the 
requisition had not been made, and the owner 
and master shall have the appeal to the court of 
survey touching the report of the surveyor 
which is before provided by this Act; and 

(3.) Where the owner or master of the ship 
appeals to the court of survey, the consular 
otticer, on the request of such owner or master,

Appeal on Refusal of certain Certificates to Ships. 


a4. Whereas by section three hundred and 
nine of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and 
enactments amending the same, the owner of a 
passenger steamer as defined in that Act is re- 
quired to cause the same to be surveyed by a 
shipwright surveyor and an cngineer surveyor, 
and those surveyors are required to give decla- 
rations of certain particulars with respect to the 
sufficiency or conformity with the Act of the 
ship and equipments, and to the limits beyond 
which the ship is not fit to ply, and to the num. 
ber of passengers which the ship is fit to carry, 
and of other particulars in the said section men- 
tioned, and the Board of Trade, under section 
three hundred and tielve of the same Act, issue 
a certificate upon such declarations, and the pas- 
senger steamer cannot lawfully proceed to sea 
without obtaining such certificate : 

And whereas under sections eleven and fifty 
of the Passengers Act, 1855, and the enactments 
amending the same, a passenger ship within the 
meaning of those sections (in this Act referred 
to as an emigrant ship) cannot lawfully proceed 
to sea without a certificate of clearance from an 
emigration officer, or other officer in those sec- 
tions mentioned, showing that all the require- 
ments of the said sections and enactments have 
been complied with, and that the ship is in the 
officer’s opinion seaworthy, and that the pas- 
sengers and crew are in a fit state to proceed to 
sea, and otherwise as therein mentioned ; 

And whereas by section thirty of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862, pro- 
vision is made for preventing a ship from 
proceeding to sea in certain cases without a 
certificate from a surveyor or person appointed 
by the Board of Trade to the effect that the ship 
is properly provided with lights, and with the 
means of making fog signals; 

And whereas it is expedient to give in the 
said cases such appeal as herein-after mentioned : 
Be it therefore enacted that— 

If a shipowner feels aggrieved, 

(1.) by a declaration of a shipwright surveyor 
or an engineer surveyor respecting a passenger 
steamer under the above-recited enactments, or 
by the refusal of a surveyor to give the said 
declaration ; or 

(2.) by the refusal of a certificate of clearance 
for an emigrant ship under the above-recited 
enactments ; or 

(3.) by the refusal of a certificate as to lights 
or fog signals under the above-recited enact- 
ment, 
the owner may appeal in the prescribed manner 
to the court of survey for the port or district 
where the ship for the time being is. 

On such appeal the judge of the court ofsurvey 
shall report to the Board of Trade on the question 
raised by the appeal, and the Board of Trade, 
when satisfied that the requirements of the report 
and the other provisions of the said enactments 
have been complied with, may,— 

(1.) In the case of a passenger steamer give 
their certificate under section three hundred and 
twelve of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and, 

2.) In the case of an emigrant ship give, or 


direct the emigration or other officer to give, a 
~ 
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certificate of clearance under the above-mentioned 
enactments, and ' 

(3.) In the case of a refusal ofa certificate as to 
lights or fog signals, give or direct a surveyor 
or other person appointed by them to give 2 
certificate under section thirty of the Merchant 
Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862. : 

Subject to any order made by the judge of the 
court of survey, the costs of and incidental to an 
appeal under this section shall follow the event. 

Subject as aforesaid, the provisions of this Act 
with respect to the court of survey and appeals 
thereto, so far as consistent with the tenor 
thereof, shall apply to the court of survey when 
acting under this section, and to appeals under 
this section. 

Where the survey of a ship is made for the 
purpose of a declaration or certificate under the 
above-recited enactments, the person appointed 
{o make the survey shall, ifso required by the 
owner, be accompanied on the survey by some 
person appointed by the owner, and in such case, 
if the said two persons agree, there shall be no 
appeal to the court of survey in pursuance of 
this section. 


Scientific Referees. 


2S. If the Board of Trade are of opinion that 
an appeal under this Act involves a question of 
construction or design or of scientific difficulty 
or important principle, they may refer the matter 
to such one or more out of a list of scientific 
referees from time to time approved by a Secre- 
tary of State, as may appear to possess the special 
qualifications necessary for the particular case, 
and may be selected by agreement between the 
Board of Trade and the appellant, or in default 
of any such agreement by a Secretary of State, 
and thereupon the appeal shall be determined by 
the referee or referees, instead of by the court of 
survey. 

The Board of Trade, if the appellant in any 
appeal so require and give security to the satis- 
faction of the Board to pay the costs of and 
incidental to the reference, shall refer that appeal 
to a referee or referees so selected as aforesaid. 

The referee or referees shall have the same 
powers as a judge of the court of survey. 


Passenger Steamers and Emigrant Ships. 


iG. Any steamship may carry passengers not 
exceeding twelve in number although she has 
not been surveyed by the Board of Trade as a 
passenger steamer, and does not carry a Board 
of Trade certificate as provided by the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, with respect to passenger 
steamers. 


i@. Wkere the legislature of any British 
possession provides for survey of and grant of 
certificates for passengers steamers, and the 
Board of Trade report to Her Majesty that they 
are satisfied that the certificates are to the like 
effect, and are granted after a like survey, and 
in such manner as to be equally efficient with 
the certificates granted for the same purpose in 
the United Kingdom under the Acts relating to 
Merchant Shipping, it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty by Order in Council— 

1. To declare that the said certificates shall be 
of the same force as if they had been granted 
under the said Acts ; and

granted for passenger steamers under those Acts 
shall, either without modification or with such 
modifications as to Her Majesty may seem 
necessary, apply to the certificates referred to 
in the Order ; and 

3. To impose such conditions and to make 
such regulations with respect to the said certi- 
ficates, and to the use, delivery, and cancel- 
lation thereof, as to Her Majesty may seem fit, 
and to impose penalties not exceeding fifty 
pounds for the breach of such conditions and 
regulations. 


18. In every case where a passenger certifi- 
cate has been granted to any steamer by the 
Board of Trade under the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and remains still 
in force, it shall not be requisite for the purposes 
of the employment of such steamer under the 
Passengers Acts that she shall be again surveyed 
in her hull and machinery in order to qualify 
her for service under the Passengers Act, 1855, 
ind the Acts amending the same; but for the 
purpo'es of employment under those Acts such 
Board of Trade certificate shall be deemed to 
satisfy the requirements of the Passengers Acts 
with respect to such survey, and any further 
survey of the hull and machinery shall be dis- 
pensed with, and so long as a steamship is an 
emigrant ship that is a passenger ship within 
the meaning of the Passengers Act, 1855, and 
the Acts amending the same, and the provisions 
contained in the said Passengers Acts as to the 
survey of her hull, machinery, and equipments 
have been complicd with, she shall not be sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, with respect to the survey of and cer- 
tificate for passenger steamers, or to the enact- 
ments amending the same. 


1%. Where a foreign ship is a passenger stea- 
mer subject to the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, 
and the Acts amending the same, or an emigrant 
ship subject to the Passengers Act, 1855, and 
the Acts amending the same, and the Board of 
Trade are satisfied, by the production of a 
foreign certificate of survey attested by a Bri- 
tish consular officer at the port of survey, that 
such ship has been officially surveyed at a 
foreign port, and are satisfied that the require- 
ments of the said Acts, or any of them, are 
proved by such survey to have been substantially 
complied with, the Board may, if they think fit, 
dispense with any further survey of the ship in 
tvespect of the requirements so complied with, 
and give or direct one of their officers to give a 
certificate, which shall have the same effect as if 
given upon survey under the said Acts or any of 
them: Provided that Her Majesty may by 
Order in Council direct that this section shall 
not apply in the case of an official survey at 
any foreign port at which it appears to Her 
Majesty that corresponding provisions are not 
extended to British ships. 


2@. It shall be lawful for the Board of Trade, 
if satisfied that the food, space, accommodation,

as the Board of Trade may think fit. 


2h. Every sea-going passenger steamer and 
every emigrant ship shall be provided to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Trade— 


(1.) With means for making the signals of 
distress at night specified in the First Schedule 
to “The Merchant Shipping Act, 1873,” or in 
any rules substituted therefor, including means 
of making flames on the ship which are 
inextinguishable in water, or such other means 
of making signals of distress as the Board of 
Trade may previously approve ; and 

(2.) With a proper supply of lights inex- 
tinguishable in water and fitted for attachment to 
life buoys. 

If any such steamer or ship goes to sea from 
any port of the United Kingdom without being 
so provided as required by this section, for each 
default in any of the above requisites the owner 
shall, if he appears to be in fault, incur a 
penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds, and 
the master shall, if he appears to be in fault, 
incur a penalty not exceeding fifty pounds. 


Grain Cargoes. 


22. No cargo of which more than one third 
consists of any kind of grain, corn, rice, paddy, 
pulse, seeds, nuts, or nut kernels, hereinafter 
referred to as “ grain cargo,” shall be carried on 
board any British ship, unless such grain cargo 
be contained in bags, sacks, or barrels, or secured 
from shifting by boards, bulkheads, or otherwise. 

If the managing owner or master of any 
British ship, or any agent of such owner who 
is charged with the loading of the ship or the 
sending her te sea, knowingly allows any grain 
cargo or part of a grain cargo to be shipped 
therein for carriage contrary to the provisions of 
this section, he shall for every such offence incur 
a penalty not exceeding three hundred pounds, 
to be recovered upon summary conviction. 


Deck Cargoes. 


23. If any ship, British or foreign, other than 
home trade ships as defined by the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, carries as deck cargo, that 
is to say, in any uncovered space upon deck, or 
in any covered space not included in the cubical 
contents forming the ship’s registered tonnage, 
timber, stores, or other goods, all dues payable 
on the ship’s tonnage shall be payable as if there 
were added to the ship’s registered tonnage the 
tonnage of the space occupied by such goods at 
the time at which such dues become payable. 

The space so occupied shall be deemed -to be 
the space limited by the area occupied by the 
goods and by straight lines inclosing a_rectan- 
gular space sufficient to include the goods. 

The tonnage of such space shall be ascertain- 
ed by an Officer of the Board of Trade or of 
Customs, in manner directed by sub-section four 
of section twenty-one of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, and when so ascertained shall be 
entered by him in the ship’s official log book, 
and also in 2 memorandum which he shall de- 
liver to the master, and the master shall, when 
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the said dues are demanded, produce such me- 
morandum in like manner as if it where the 
certificate of registry, or, in the case of a foreign 
ship, the document equivalent to a certiticate of 
registry, and in default shall be liable to the 
game penalty as if he had fail to produce the 
said certificate or document. 


24. After the first day of November one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-six, ifa 
ship, British or foreign, arrives between the last 
day of October and the sixteenth day of April 
in any year at any port in the United Kingdom 
from any port out of the United Kingdom, 
carrying as deck cargo, that is to say, in any 
uncovered space upon deck, or in any covered 
space not included in the cubical contents 
forming the ship’s registered tonnage, any wood 
goods coming within the following descriptions ; 
that is to say, 

(a.) Any square, round, waney or other tim- 
ber, or any pitch pine, mahogany, oak, teak, or 
other heavy wood goods whatever ; or 

(b) Any more than five spare spars or store 
spars, whether or not made, dressed, and finally 
prepared for use ; or 

(c) Any deals, battens, or other light wood 
goods of any description to a height exceeding 
three feet above the deck ; 
the master of the ship, and also tho owner, if he 
is privy to the offence, shall be liable to a 

enalty not exceeding five pounds for every 
deeeined cubic feet of wood goods carried in con- 
travention of this section, and such penalty may 
be recovered by action or on indictment or to 
an amount not exceeding une hundred pounds 
(whatever may be the maximum penalty re- 
coverable) on summary conviction. 

Provided that a master or owner shall not be 
liable to any penalty under this section— 

(1.) In respect of any wood goods which the 
master has considered it necessary to place or 
keep on deck during the voyage on account of 
the springing of any leak, or of any other dam- 
age to the ship received or apprehended ; or 

(2.) If he proves that the ship sailed from 
the port at which the wood goods were loaded 
as deck cargo at such time before the last day 
of October as allowed a sufficient interval accord- 
ing to the ordinary duration of the voyage for 
the ship to arrive before that day at the said 

ort in the United Kingdom, but was prevented 
rom s0 arriving by stress of weather or circum- 
stances beyond his control ; or 

(3.) Ifhe proves that the ship sailed from 
the port at which the wood goods were loaded 
as deck cargo at such time before the sixteenth 
day of April as allowed a reasonable interval 
according to the ordinary duration of the voyage 
for the ship to arrive after that day at the said 
port in the United Kingdom, and by reason of 
an exceptionally favourable voyage arrived 
before that day. 

Provided further, that nothing in this section 
shall affect any ship not bound to any port in 
the United Kingdom which comes into any port 
of the United Kingdom under stress of weather, 
or for repairs, or for any other purpose than the 
delivery of her cargo. 


Deck and Load Lines. 


25. Every British ship (except ships under 
eighty tons register employed solely in the 
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coasting trade, ships employed solely in fishing, 
and pleasure yachts) shall be permanently and 
conspicuously marked with lines, of not less 
than twelve inches in length and one inch in 
breadth, painted longitudinally on each side 
amidships, or as near thereto as is practicable, 
and indicating the position of each deck which 
is above water. 

The upper edge of each of these lines shall be 
level with the upper side of the deck plank next 
the waterway at the place of marking. 

The lines shall be white or yellow on a dark 
ground, or black on a light ground. 


26. With respect to the marking of a load 
line on British ships the following provisions 
shall have effect : 

(1.) The owner of every British ship (except 
ships under eighty tons register employed solely 
in the coasting trade, ships employed solely in 
fishing, and pleasure yachts) shall, before enter- 
ing his ship outwards from any port in the 
United Kingdom upon any voyage for which he 
is required so to enter her, or, if that is not 
practicable, as soon after as may be, mark upon 
each of her sides amidships, or as near thereto 
as is practicable, in white or yellow ona dark 
ground, or in black on a light ground, a circular 
disc twelve inches in diameter, with a horizontal 
line eighteen inches in length drawn through 
its centre: 

(2.) The centre of this dise shall indivate the 
maximum load-line in salt water to which the 
owner intends to load the ship for that voyage: 

(3.) He shall also, upon so entering her, insert 
in the form of entry delivered to the collector or 
other principal officer of Customs a statement in 
writing of the distance in feet and inches between 
the centre of this disc and the upper edge of 
each of the lines indicating the position of the 
ship’s decks which is above that centre: 

(4.) If default is made in delivering this 
statement in the case of any ship, any officer of 
Customs may refuse to enter the ship outwards: 

(5.) The master of the ship shall enter a copy 
of this statement in the agreement with the 
crew before it is signed by any member of the 
crew, and no superintendent of any mercantile 
marine office shall proceed with the engagement 
of the crew until this entry is made: 

(6.) The master of the ship shall also enter a 
copy of this statement in the official log book: 

(7.) When aship has been marked as by this 
section required, she shall be kept so marked 
until her next return to a port of discharge in 
the United Kingdom. 


27. With respect to the marking of a load- 
line on British ships employed in the coasting 
trade, the following provisions shall have effect : 

(1.) The owner of every British ship em- 
ployed in the coasting trade on the coasts of the 
United Kingdom (except ships under eighty 
tons register employed solely in that trade) 
shall, before proceeding to sea from any port, 
mark upon each of her sides amidships, or as 
near thereto as is practicable, in white or yellow 
on a dark ground, or in black on a light ground, 
a circular disc twelve inches in diameter, witha 
horizontal line eighteen inches in length drawn 
through its centre : 

(2.) The centre of this disc shall indicate the 
maximum load-line in salt water to which the 
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owner intends to load the ship, until notice isy pose he shall have the same jurisdiction and 


given of an alteration : 

(3.) He shall also once in every twelve 
months, immediately before the ship proceeds to 
sea, send or deliver to the collector or other 
principal officer of Customs of the port of re- 
gistry of the ship astatement in writing of the 
distance in feet and inches between the centre 
of the disc and the upper edge of each of the 
lines indicating the position of the ship’s decks 
which is above that centre : 

(4.) The owner, before the ship proceeds to 
sea after any renewal or alteration of the disc, 
shall send or deliver to the collector or other 
principal officer of Customs of the port of re- 
gistry of the ship notice in writing of such 
renewal or alteration, together with such state- 
ment in writing as before mentioned of the dis- 
tance between the centre of the disc and the 
upper edge of each of the deck-lines : 

(5.) If default is made in sending or deli- 
vering any notice or statement required by this 
section to be sent or delivered, the owner shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 

ounds : 

(6.) When a ship has been marked as by this 
section required, she shall be kept so marked 
until notice is given of an alteration. 


28. Any owner or master of a British ship 
who neglects to cause his ship to be marked as 
by this Act required, or to keep her so marked, 
or who allows the ship to be so loaded as to 
submerge in salt water the centre of the disc, 
and any person who conceals, removes, alters, 
defaces, or obliterates, or suffers any person 
under his control to conceal, remove, alter, 
deface, or obliterate, any of the said marks, 
except in the event of the particulars thereby 
denoted being lawfully altered, or except for the 
purpose of escaping capture by an enemy, shall 
for each offence incur a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred pounds. 


If any of the marks required by this Act is in 
any respect inaccurate, so as to be likely to 
mislead, the owner of the ship shall incur a 
penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds. 


Investigations into Shipping Casualties. 


29. For the purpose of rendering investiga- 
tions into shipping casualties more speedy and 
effectual it shall be lawful for the Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain to appoint from time 
to time some fit person or persons to be a wreck 
commissioner or wreck commissioners for the 
United Kingdom, so that there shall not be more 
than three such commissioners at any one time, 
and to remove any such wreck commissioner ; 
and in case it shall become necessary to appoint 
a wreck commissioner in Ireland the Lord 
Chancellcr of Ireland shall have the appcintment 
and the power of removal of such wreck com- 
missioner. 


It shall be the duty of a wreck commissioner, 
at the request of the Board of Trade, to hold 
any formal investigation into a loss, abandon- 
ment, damage, or casualty (in this Act called a 
shipping casualty) under the eighth part of the 


Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and for that pur- 


powers as are thereby conferred on two justices, 
and all the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, 1854 to 1876, with respect to investiga- 
tions conducted under the eighth part of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, shall apply to 
investigations held by a wreck commisioner. 


2. The wreck commissioner, justices, or 
other authority holding a formal investigation 
into a shipping casualty shall hold the same with 
the assistance of an assessor or assessors of nau- 
tical engineering or otker special skill or know- 
ledge, to be appointed by the commissioner, 
justices, or authority out of a list of persons for 
the time being approved for the purpose by a 
Secretary of State. 

The commissioner, justices, or authority, when 
of opinion that the investigation is likely to 
involve the cancellation or suspension of the cer- 
tificate of a master or mate, shall, were practi- 
cable, appoint a person having experience in the 
merchant service to be one of the assessors. 

Hach assessor shall either sign the report 
made on the investigation, or report to the 
Board of Trade his reasons for his dissent 
therefrom. 

The Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain 
may from time to time, with the consent of the 
Treasury so far as relates to fees, make, and 
when made revoke, alter, and add to general 
rules for carrying into effect the enactments 
relating to formal investigations into shipping 
casualties, and in particular with respect to the 
summoning of assessors, the procedure, the 
parties, the persons allowed to appear, the notice 
to such parties and persons or to persons affect- 
ed, and the amount and application of fees. 

All such rules, while in force, shall have effect 
as if enacted in this Act. 

Every formal investigation into a shipping 
casualty shall be conducted in such manner that 
if a charge is made against any person that 
person shall have an opportunity of making a 
defence. 


i. A wreck commissioner may, at the 
request of the Board of Trade, by himself, or by 
some deputy approved by the Board of Trade, 
institute the same examination as a receiver of 
wreck under section four hundred and forty- 
eight of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and 
shall for that purpose have the powers by that 
section conferred on a receiver of wreck. 


32. In the following cases— 

(1.) Whenever any ship on or near the coasts 
of the United Kingdom or any British ship 
elsewhere has been stranded or damaged, and 
any witness is found at any place in the United 
Kingdom, or 

(2.) Whenever a British ship has been lost 
or is Supposed to have been lost, and any evid- 
ence can be obtained in the United Kingdom as 
to the circumstances under which she proceeded 
to sea or was last heard of, 
the Board of Trade (without prejudice to any 
other powers) may, if they think fit, cause an 
inquiry to be made or formal investigation to be 
held, and all the provisions of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876, shall apply to any 
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such inquiry or investigation as ifit had been 
made or held under the eighth part of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 


$38. A formal investigation into a shipping 
casualty may be held at any place appointed in 
that behalf by the Board of Trade, and all enact- 
ments relating to the authority holding the 
investigation shall, for the purpose of the inves- 
tigation, have effect as if the place so appointed 
were a place appointed for the exercise of the 
ordinary jurisdiction of that authority. 


Miscellaneous. 


2e4. Where under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, 1854 to 1876, or any of them, a ship is 
authorised or ordered to be detained, any com- 
missioned officer on full pay in the maval or 
military service of Her Majesty, or any oflicer 
of the Board of Trade or Customs, or any British 
consular officer may detain the ship, and if the 
ship after such detention or after service on the 
master of any notice of or order for such deten- 
tion proceeds to sea before it is released by com- 
petent authority, the master of the ship, and 
also the owner, and any person who sends the 
ship to sea, if such owner or person be party or 

rivy to the offence, shall forfeit and pay to Her 
ajesty a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
pounds. 

Where a ship so proceeding to sea takes to sea 
when on board thereof in the execution of his 
duty any officer authorised to detain the ship, or 
any surveyor or officer of the Board of Trade or 
Customs, the owner and master of the ship shall 
each be liable to pay all expenses of and inci- 
dental to the officer or surveyor being so taken 
to sea, and also a penalty not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, or, if the offence is not prose- 
cuted in a summary manner, not exceeding ten 
pounds for every day until the officer or sur- 
veyor returns, or until such time as would 
enable him after leaving the ship to return to 
the port from which he is taken, and such ex- 
penses raay be recovered in like manner as the 
penalty. 


se. Where any order, notice, statement, or 
document requires, for the purpose of any pro- 
vision of this Act, to be served on the master of 
a ship, the same shall be served, where there is 
no master, and the ship is in the United King- 
dom, on the managing owner of the ship, or if 
there is no managing owner, on some agent of 
the owner residing in the United Kingdom, or 
where no such agent is known or can be found, 
by affixing a copy thereof to the mast of the 
ship. 

Any such order, notice, statement or document 
may be served by delivering a copy thereof per- 
sonally to the person to be served, or by leaving 
the same at his last place of abode, or in the 
case of a master by leaving it for him on board 
the ship with the person being or appearing to 
be in command or charge of such ship. 

Any person who obstructs the service of any 
order, notice, statement, or document on the 
master of a ship shall incur a penalty not ex- 
ceeding ten pounds, and if the owner or master 
of the ship is party or privy to such obstruction 
he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


36. The name and address of the managing 
owner for the time being of every British ship 
registered at any port or place in the United 
Kingdom shall be registered at the custom 
house of the ship’s port of registry. 

Where there is not a managing owner there 
shall be so registered the name of the ship’s 
husband or other person to whom the manage- 
ment of the ship is entrusted by or on behalf of 
the owner; and any person whose name is so 
registered shall, for the purposes of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876, (be under 
the same obligations, and subject to the same 
liabilities, as if he were the managing owner. 

If default is made in complying with this sec- 
tion the owner shall be liable, or if there be more 
owners than one, each owner shall be liable in 
proportion to his interest in the ship, toa penalty 
not exceeding in the whole one hundred pounds 
each time the ship leaves any port in the 
United Kingdom. 


37. Whenever it has been made to appear to 
Her Majesty that the Government of any Foreign 
State is desirous that any of the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876, or of any 
Act hereafter to be passed amending the same, 
shall apply to the ships of such State, Mer Maj- 
esty may by Order in Council declare that such 
of the said provisions as are in such Order speci- 
fied shall (subject to the limitations, if any, con- 
tained in the Order) apply, and thereupon, so 
long as the Order remains in force, such pro- 
visions shall apply (subject to the said limita- 
tions) to the ships of such State, and to the 
owners, masters, seamen, and apprentices of such 
ships, when not locally within the jurisdiction 
of such State, in the same manner in all 
respects as if such ships were British Ships. 


28. Where Her Majesty has power under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, or any Act passed 
or hereafter to be passed amending the same, to 
make an Order in Council, it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty from time to time to make such 
Order in Council, and by Order in Council to 
revoke, alter, or add to any Order so made. 

Every such Order in Councilshall be published 
in the London Gazette, and shall be laid before 
both Houses of Parliament within one month 
after it is made, if Parliament be then sitting, 
or if not, within one month after the then next 
meeting of Parliament. 

Upon the publication of any such Order in the 
London Gazette, the Order shall, after the date 
of such publication, or any later date mentioned 
in the Order, take effect as if it were enacted by 
Parliament 


3%. On and after the first day of January one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven all 
fees payable in respect of the survey or measure- 
ment of ships under the Merchant Shipping Acts, 
1854 to 1876, or in respect of any services per- 
formed by any person employed under the 
authority of the Passengers Act, 1855, shall con- 
tinue to be paid to the superintendent of a mer- 
cantile marine office at such times and in such 
manner as the Board of Trade from time to time 
direct, but shall be paid into the receipt of Her 
Majesty’s Exchequer in such manner as the 
Treasury from time to time direct, and shall be 
carried to and form part of the Consolidated 

Fund of the United Kingdom. 
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On and after the same day the salaries of all 
surveyors appointed under the Merchant Ship- 
ping Acts, 1354 to 1876, and so much of the 
expenses connected with the survey and mea- 
surement of ships under those Acts, and of the 
salaries and expenses of persons employed under 
the Passengers Act, 1855, as has heretofore been 
paid out of the Mercantile Marine Fund, shall be 
paid out of moneys provided by Parliament, and 
the Treasury shall have the like control over 
such salaries and expenses as has heretofore been 
vested in the Board of Trade. 

There may be paid out of moneys provided by 
Parliament, to any wreck commissioner, judge 
of a court of survey, assessor, registrar of a 
court of survey, detaining officer, scientific 
referee, and other officer or person appointed 


under this Act, such salary or remuneration (if 


any) as the Treasury from time to time direct. 

There may be paid out of moneys provided by 
Parliament all costs and compensation payable 
by the Board of Trade in pursuance of this Act. 


4. For the purpose of punishment, jurisdic- 
tion, and legal proceedings an offence under this 
Act shall be deemed to be an offence under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 


44. In the application of this Act to Scot- 
land,— 

The provision with respect to a prosecution 
not being instituted except by or with the con- 
sent of the Board of Trade shall not apply. 

“Judge of a county court” shall be deemed 
to include a sheriff and sheriff substitute, and 

“Registrar of a county court” shall be 
deemed to include sheriff clerk, and 

‘“A master of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture” shall mean the Queen’s and Lord Trea- 
surer’s Remembrancer. 


42, In the application of this Act to Ireland,— 

“Judge of a county court” shall be deemed 
to include ‘“ chairman of a coanty” and ‘“ the 
recorder of any borough”; 

“Registrar of a county court” shall be 
deemed to include the clerk of the peace or regis- 
trar or other person discharging the duties of 
registrar of the court, of the chairman of a 
county, or the recorder of a borough; 

“Stipendiary magistrate ” shall be deemed to 
include any of the justices of the peace in 
Dublin metropolis and any resident magistrate ; 
and 


“ A master of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture”’ shall mean one of the masters of the 
Superior Courts of Common Law in Ireland. 


43. In the application of this Act to the Isle 
of Man, — 

“Judge of a county court” shall mean the 
water bailiff; 

“Stipendiary magistrate” shall mean a high 
bailiff ; 

“ Registrar ofa county court” shall mean a 
clerk to a deemster or a clerk to justices of the 
peace ; 

“A master of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture’ shall mean the clerk of the rolls. 


44. Nothing in this Act shall anply to any 
vessel employed exclusively in trading or going 
from place to place in any river or inland water 
of which the whole or part is in any British 
possession, and the provisions of this Act rela- 
ting to deck cargo shall not apply to deck cargo 
carried by a ship while engaged in the coasting 
trade of any British possession. 


Repeal. 


45. On and fromthe commencement of this 
Act the Acts specified in the first part of the 
schedule hereto, and on and from the first day of 
January, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-seven, the Acts specified in the second 
part of the schedule hereto, shall be repealed 
to the extent in the third column of that 
schedule mentioned: Provided that any officer 
appointed in pursuance of any such enactment 
shall be deemed to have been appointed under 
this Act, and any Order in Couucil made in pur- 
suance of any such enactment shall be deemed 
to have been made under this Act, and this 
repeal shall not affeet— 

(1.) Anything done or suffered under any 
enactment hereby repealed; nor 

(2.) Any right, power, duty, obligation or 
liability acquired, imposed, accrued, or incurred 
under any enactment hereby repealed; nor 

(3.) Any penalty or punishment incurred in 
respect of any offence against any enactment 
hereby repealed ; nor 

(4.) Any legal proceeding in respect of any 
such right, power, duty, obligation, lability, 
penalty, or punishment, and any such legal pro- 
ceeding may be carried on as if this Act had not 
passed,

CHAPTER 80 


An Act to amend the Merchant Shipping Acts. 
[15th August, 1876. ] 


E it enacted by the Queen’s Most Excellent 

Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 

of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 

mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Preliminary. 


1. This Act may be cited as the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1876. 


9. This Act shall be construed as one with 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and the Acts 
amending the same; and the said Acts, and 
this Act may be cited collectively as the Mer- 
chant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876.

4. Every person who sends or attempts to 1 
send, or is party to sending or attempting to ¥ 
send a British ship to sea in such unseaworthy 
state that the life of any person is likely to be ” 
thereby endangered, shall be guilty of a misde © 
meanor, unless he proves that he used allreason- * 
able means to insure her being sent to sea ina * 
seaworthy state, or that her going to sea in such 
unseaworthy state was, under the circumstances, 
reasonable and justifiable, and for the purpose of ( 
giving such proof he may give evidence in the 
same manner as any other witness. 

Every master of a British ship who knowingly 
takes the same to sea in such unseaworthy state 
that the life of any person is likely to be thereby

5. In every contract of service, express or im- 
plied, between the owner of a ship and the mas- 
ter, or any seaman thereof, and in every instru- 
ment of apprenticeship whereby any person is — 
bound to serve as an apprentice on board any 
ship, there shall be implied, notwithstanding 
any agreement to the contrary, an obligation on 
the owner of the ship, that the owner of the 
ship, and the master, and every agent charged 
with the loading of the ship, or the preparing 
thereof for sea, or the sending thereof to sea, 
shall use all reasonable means to insure the sea- 
worthiness of the ship for the voyage at the time 
when the voyage commences, and to keep her in ~ 
a seaworthy condition for the voyage, during 
the same: Provided that nothing in this section 
shall subject the owner of a ship to any liability 
by reason of the ship being sent to sea in an un- 
seaworthy state where, owing to special circum- 
stances, the so sending thereof to sea is reason- 
able and justifiable. 


6. Where a British ship being in any port of 
the United Kingdom, is, by reason of the defec- 
tive condition of her hull, equipments or ma*_

40. If it appears that there was not reasonable 
and probable cause, by reason of the condition of 
the ship or the act or default of the owner, for 
the provisional detention of the ship, the Board 
of Trade shall be liable to pay to the owner of 
the ship his costs of and incidental to the deten- 
tion and survey of the ship, and also compensation 
for any loss or damage sustained by him by 
reason of the detention or survey. 

If the ship is finally detained under this Act, 
or if it appears that a ship provisionally de- 
tained was, at the time of such detention, unsafe 
within the meaning of this Act, the owner of the 
ship shall be liable to pay to the Board of Trade 
their costs of and incidental to the detention and 
survey of the ship, and those costs shall, without 
prejudice to any other remedy, be recoverable as 
salvage is recoverable. 

For the purposes of this Act the costs of and 
incidental to any proceeding before a court of 
survey, and a reasonable amount in respect of 
the remuneration of the surveyor or officer of the 
Board of Trade, shall be deemed to be part of the 
costs of the detention and survey of the ship, and 
any dispute as to the amount of costs under this 
Act may be referred to one of the masters or 
registrars of the Supreme Court of Judicature, 
who on request made to him for that purpose by 
the Board of Trade, shall ascertain and certify 
the proper amount of such costs.

For the purposes of a survey of a ship 
under this Act any person authorised to make 
the same may go on board the ship and inspect 
the same and every part thereof, and the ma- 
chinery, equipments, and cargo, and may require 
the unloading or removal of any cargo, ballast, 
or tackle. 

The provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, with respect to persons who wilfully

Foreign Ships, Overloading. 


18. Where a foreign ship has taken on board 
all or any part of her cargo at a port in the 
United Kingdom, and is whilst at that port un- 
safe by reason of overloading or improper load- 
ing, the provisions of this Act with respect to 
the detention of ships shall apply to that foreign 
ship as if she were a British ship, with the fol- 
lowing modifications :

If he proves that the ship sailed from 
the port at which the wood goods were loaded 
as deck cargo at such time before the last day 
of October us allowed a sufficient interval accord- 
ing to the ordinary duration of the voyage for 
the ship to arrive before that day at the said 
ort in the United Kingdom, but was prevented 
rom so arriving by stress of weather or circum- 
stances beyond his control ; or 

(3.) Ifhe proves that the ship sailed from 
the port at which the wood goods were loaded 
as deck cargo at such time before the sixteenth 
day of April as allowed a reasonable interval 
according to the ordinary duration of the voyage 
for the ship to arrive after that day at the said 
port in the United Kingdom, and by reason of 
an exceptionally favourable voyage arrived 
before that day. 

Provided further, that nothing in this section 
shall affect any ship not bound to any port in 
the United Kingdom which comes into any port 
of the United Kingdom under stress of weather, 
or for repairs, or for any other purpose than the 
delivery of her cargo. 


Deck and Load Lines. 


25. Every British ship (except ships under 
eighty tons register employed solely in the 


coasting trade, ships employed solely in fishing, 
and pleasure yachts) shall be permanently and 
conspicuously marked with lines, of not less 
than twelve inches in length and one inch in 
breadth, painted longitudinally on each side 
amidships, or as near thereto as is practicable, 
and indicating the position of each deck which 
is above water. 

The upper edge of each of these lines shall be 
level with the upper side of the deck plank next 
the waterway at the place of marking. 

The lines shall be white or yellow on a dark 
ground, or black on a light ground. 


26. With respect to the marking of a load 
line on British ships the following provisions 
shall have effect : 

(1.) The owner of every British ship (except 
ships under eighty tons register employed solely 
in the coasting trade, ships employed solely in 
fishing, and pleasure yachts) shall, before enter- 
ing his ship outwards from any port in the 
United Kingdom upon any voyage for which he 
is required soto enter her, or, if that is not 
practicable, as soon after as may be, mark upon 
each of her sides amidships, or as near thereto 
as is practicable, in white or yellow ona dark 
ground, or in black on a light ground, a cireular 
disc twelve inches in diameter, with a horizontal 
line eighteen inches in length drawn through. 
its centre: 

(2.) The centre of this disc shall indicate the 
maximum load-line in salt water to which the 
owner intends to load the ship for that voyage: 

(3.) He shall also, upon so entering her, insert 
in the form of entry delivered to the collector or 
other principal officer of Customs a statement in 
writing of the distance in feet and inches between 
the centre of this disc and the upper edge of 
each of the lines indicating the position of the 
ship’s decks which is above that centre : 

(4.) If default is made in delivering this 
statement in the case of any ship, any officer of 
Customs may refuse to enter the ship outwards: 

(5.) The master of the ship shall enter a copy 
of this statement in the agreement with the 
crew before it is signed by any member of the 
crew, and no superintendent of any mercantile 
marine office shall proceed with the engagement 
of the crew until this entry is made: 

6.) The master of the ship shall also enter a 
copy of this statement in the official log book: 

(7.) When aship has been marked as by this 
section required, she shall be kept so marked 
until her next return toa port of discharge in 
the United Kingdom. 


27. With respect to the marking of a load- 
line on British ships employed in the coasting 
trade, the following provisions shall have effect : 

(1.) The owner of every British ship em- 
ployed in the coasting trade on the coasts of the 
United Kingdom (except ships under eighty 
tons register employed solely in that trade) 
shall, before proceeding to sea from any port, 
mark upon each of her sides amidships, or as 
near thereto as is practicable, in white or yellow 
on a dark ground, or in black on a light ground, 
a circular disc twelve inches in diameter, witha 
horizontal line eighteen inches in length drawn 
through its centre : 

(2.) The centre of this disc shall indicate the 
maximum load-line in salt water to which the 
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owner intends to load the ship, until notice is;pose he shall have the same jurisdiction and 


given of an alteration: 

(3.) He shall also once in every twelve 
months, immediately before the ship proceeds to 
sea, send or deliver to the collector or other 
principal officer of Customs of the port of re- 
gistry of the ship a statement in writing of the 
distance in feet and inches between the centre 
of the dise and the upper edge of each of the 
lines indicating the position of the ship’s decks 
which is above that centre: 

(4.) The owner, before the ship proceeds to 
sea after any renewal or alteration of the disc, 
shall send or deliver to the collector or other 
principal officer of Customs of the port of re- 
gistry of the ship notice in writing of such 
renewal or alteration, together with such state- 
ment in writing as before mentioned of the dis- 
tance between the centre of the disc and the 
upper edge of each of the deck-lines: 

(5.) If default is made in sending or deli- 
vering any notice or statement required by this 
section to be sent or delivered, the owner shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
pounds : 

(6.) When a ship has been marked as by this 
Section required, she shall be kept so marked 
until notice is given of an alteration. 


28. Any owner or master of a British ship 
who neglects to cause his ship to be marked as 
by this Act required, or to keep her so marked, 
or who allows the ship to be so loaded as to 
submerge in salt water the centre of the dise, 
and any person who conceals, removes, alters, 
defaces, or obliterates, or suffers any person 
under his control to conceal, remove, alter, 
deface, or obliterate, any of the said marks, 
except in the event of the particulars thereby 
denoted being lawfully altered, or except for the 
purpose of escaping capture by an enemy, shall 
for each offence incur a penalty not exceeding 
one hundred pounds. 

If any of the marks required by this Act is in 
any respect inaccurate, so as to be likely to 
mislead, the owner of the ship shall incur a 
penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds. 


Investigations into Shipping Casualties. 


2%. For the purpose of rendering investiga 
tions into shipping casualties more speedy and 
effectual it shall be lawful for the Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain to appoint from time 
to time some fit person or persons to be a wreek 
commissioner or wreck commissioners for the 
United Kingdom, so that there shall not be more 
than three such commissioners at any one time, 
and to remove any such wreck commissioner ; 
and in case it shall become necessary to appoint 
a wreck commissioner in Ireland the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland shall have the appcintment 
and the power of removal of such wreck com- 
nlissioner, 


It shall be the duty of a wreck commissioner, 
at the request of the Board of Trade, to hold 
any formal investigation into a loss, abandon- 
ment, damage, or casualty (in this Act called a 
shipping casualty) under the cighth part of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and for that pur- 


owers as are thereby conferred on two just'ces, 
and all the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, 1854 to 1876, with respect to investiga- 
tions conducted under the eighth part of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, shall apply to 
investigations held by a wreck commisioner. 


8®. The wreck commissioner, justices, or 
other authority holding a formal investigation 
into a shipping casualty shall hold the same with 
the assistance of an assessor or assessors of nau- 
tical engineering or other special skill or know- 
ledge, to be appointed by the commissioner, 
Justices, or authority out of a list of persons for 
the time being approved for the purpose hy a 
Secretary of State. 

The commissioner, justices, or authority, when 
of opinion that the investigation is likely to 
involve the cancellation or suspension of the cer- 
tificate of a master or mate, shall, were practi- 
cable, appoint a person having experience in the 
merchant service to be one of the assessors. 

Hach assessor shall either sign the report 
made on the investigation, or report to the 
Board of Trade his reasons for his dissent 
therefrom. 

The Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain 
may from time to time, with the consent of the 
Treasury so far as relates to fees, make, and 
when made revoke, alter, and add to general 
rules for carrying into effect the enactments 
relating to formal investigations into shipping 
casualties, and in particular with respect to the 
summoning of assessors, the procedure, the 
parties, the persons allowed to appear, the notice 
to such parties and persons or to persons affect- 
ed, and the amount and application of fees. 

All such rules, while in force, shall have effect 
as if enacted in this Act. 

Kyery formal investigation into a shipping 
casualty shall be conducted in such manner that 
if a charge is made against any person that 
person shall have an opportunity of making a 
defence. 


38. A wreck commissioner moy, at the 
request of the Board of Trade, by himself, or by 
some deputy approved by the Board of Trade, 
institute the same examination as a receiver of 
wreck under section four hundred and forty- 
eight of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and 
shall for that purpose have the powers by that 
section conferred on a receiver of wreck. — 


32. In the following cases~- 

(1.) Whenever any ship on or near the coasts 
of the United Kingdom or any British ship 
elsewhere has been stranded or damaged, and 
any witness is found at any place in the United 
Kingdom, or 

(2.) Whenever a British ship has been lost 
ors supposed to have been lost, and any evid- 
ence can be obtained in the United Kingdom as 
to the circumstances under which she proceeded 
to sea or was last heard of, 
the Board of Trade (without prejudice to any 
oiher powers) may, if they think fit, cause an 
lnquiry to be made or formal investigation to be 
held, and all the provisions of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876, shall apply to any 
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such inquiry or investigation as ifit had been 
made or held under the eighth part of tho 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 


$8. A formal investigation into a shipping | 


casualty may be held at any place appointed in 
that behalf by the Board of Trade, and all enact- 
ments relating to the authority holding the 
investigation shall, for the purpose of the inves- 
tigation, have effect as if the place so appointed 
were a place appointed for the exercise of the 
ordinary jurisdiction of that authority. 


Miscellaneous. 


34. Where under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, 1854 to 1876, or any of them, a ship is 
authorised ov ordered to be detained, any com- 
missioned officer on full pay in the naval or 
military service of Her Majesty, or any officer 
of the Board of Trade or Customs, or any British 
consular officer may detain the ship, and if the 
ship after such detention or after service on the 
master of any notice of or order for such deten- 
tion proceeds to sea before it is released by com- 
petent authority, the master of the ship, and 
also the owner, and any person who sends the 
ship to sea, if such owner or person be party or 
privy to the offence, shall forfeit and pay to Her 
Majesty a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
pounds, 

Where a ship so proceeding to sea takes to sea 
when on board thereof in the execution of his 
duty any officer authorised to detain the ship, or 
any surveyor or officer of the Board of Trade or 
Customs, the owner and master of the ship shall 
each be liable to pay all expenses of and inci- 
dentiul to the officer or surveyor being so taken 
to sea, and also a penalty not exceeding one 
hundred pounds, or, if the offence is not prose- 
cuted in asummary manner, not exceeding ten 
pounds for every day until the officer or sur- 
veyor returns, or until such time as would 
enable him after leaving the ship to return to 
the port from which he is taken, and such ex- 
penses rnay be recovered in like manner as the 
penalty. 


3. Where any order, notice, statement, or 
document requires, for the purpose of any pro- 
vision of this Act, to be served on the master of 
a ship, the same shall be served, where there is 
no master, and the ship is in the United King- 
dom, on the managing owner of the ship, or if 
there is no managing Owner, on some agent of 
the owner residing in the United Kingdom, or 
where no such agent is known or can be found, 
by affixing a copy thereof to the mast of the 
ship. 

Any such order, notice, statement or document 
may be served by delivering a copy thereof per- 
sonally to the person to be served, or by leaving 
the same at his last place of abode, or in the 
case of a master by leaving it for him on board 
the ship with the person being or appearing to 
be in command or charge of such ship. 

Any person who obstructs the service of any 
order, notice, statement, or document on the 
master of a ship shall incur a penalty not ex- 
ceeding ten pounds, and if the owner or master 
of the ship is party or privy to such obstruction 
he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


26. The name and address of the managing 
owner for the time being of every British ship 
registered at any port or place in the United 
Kingdom shall be registered at the custom 
house of the ship's port of registry. 

Where there is not a managing owner there 
shall be so registered the name of the ship's 
husband or other person to whom the manage- 
ment of the ship is entrusted by or on behalf of 
the owner; and any person whose name is so 
registered shall, for the purposes of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876, be under 
the same obligations, and subject to the same 
liabilities, as if he were the managing owner. 

If default is made in complying with this sec- 
tion the owner shall be liable, or if there be more 
owners than one, each owner shall be liable in 
proportion to his interest in the ship, to a penalty 
not exceeding in the whole one hundred pounds 
each time the ship leaves any port in the 
United Kingdom. 


3%. Whenever it has been made to appear to 
Her Majesty that the Government of any Foreign 
State is desirous that any of the provisions of the 
Merchant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1876, or of any 
Act hereafter to be passed amending the same, 
shall apply to the ships of such State, Her Maj- 
esty may by Order in Council declare that such 
of the said provisions as are in such Order speci- 
fied shall (subject to the limitations, if any, con- 
tained in the Order) apply, and thereupon, so 
long as the Order remains in force, such pro- 
visions shall apply (subject to the said limita- 
tions) to the ships of such State, and to the 
owners, masters, seamen, and apprentices.of such 
ships, when not locally within the jurisdiction 
of such State, in the same manner in all 
respects as if such ships were British Ships. 


#8. Where Her Majesty has power under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, or any Act passed 
or hereafter to be passed amending the same, to 
make an Order in Council, it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty from time to time to make such 
Order in Council, and by Order in Council to 
revoke, alter, or add to any Order so made. 

Every such Order in Councilshall be published 
in the London Gazette, and shall be laid betore 
both Houses of Parliament within one month 
after it is made, if Parliament be then sitting,

GENERAL BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS 
OF THE CANADA CENTRAL RAILWAY CO. 


The Directors of the Canada Cen'‘ral Railway Com. 
pany, in pursuance of the powers in them vested by 
the Railway Clauses Consolidation Act and the Spe- 


cial Act, do hereby alter and amend the By-Laws, 
Rules, Orders and Regulations of the Company as 
follows, that is to say :— 


ANNUAL MEETING AND ELECTION OF DIRECTORS. 


I.—All Annual General Meetings shall be presided 
over by aChairman, who shall be elected by the 
Shareholders, present in person or by proxy, and the 
Secretary of the Company for the time being shail be 
Secretary of ail such meetings. 


Il—The meeting shall then, in like manner, 
nominate two Scrutineers to receive the votes, and 
the Scrutineers shall forthwith open a ballot for the 
choosing of Directors. ‘his ballot shall be kept 
open from twelve o’clock noon until three o'clock 
p.m.. unless, in the meantime, an interval of ten 
minutes shall elapse without any vote being tend- 
ered, in which case the Ycrutineers may close the 
poll forthwith. At the close of the ballot, the Scru- 
tineers shall deliver to the Secretary of the Company 
for the time being a Report, in writing, of the names 
of the qualified proprietors having the greatestnum- 
ber of votes for the Directorship; and in case of 
there being a tie of votes for any persoy, a new 
ballot shall be opened forthwith by the same S-zruti- 
neers for the election of Directors to supply the 
defect arising from such a tie of votes. In case a 
vacancy shall occur in the Board so elected, such 
ieee) shall be filled in the manner provided by

MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 


IlJ].—Meetings of the Directors for the transaction 
of business, and special meetings of the same, may 
be called by ihe President, or Vice-President. The 
Secretary shall have power to cail a special meeting 
on the requisition in writing of at least two Directors, 
stating the object for which they req: ire such meet- 
ing to be called. Two days’ notice ot all meetings

He shall keep a proper and — 
correct regisier of all accidents on the road, and — 
shall ;rompt'y inquire into the kiliing uf live stock ~ 
upon the road, keeping a corr.-ct regis’ er of the same ~ 
and shall ascertain if the same has been caused by — 
unavoidable accident or by carelessness. : 
He shail revise the rate of {compensation allowed 
to all agents and employees of the Company, and ~ 
the number thereof, and regulate the same, so far as 
practicable, according to the duties required, with a 
view to dimini-h the expense without impairing the 
etliciency of the service. He shall make provision 
to secure, as far as practicable, the sal» of ticke's 
upon the line of the road by Station Agents, and he 
shall require all such Agents to keep their offices for 
the sale of tickets open at the usual time of the arri- — 


val and departure of the passenger trains; and he | 


may authorize a deduction, according to the disiance — 
trave:led, upon ail tickets sold by Station Agents. 
He shall revise the system of passenger tickets in 
use by the Company, and regulate the same, and the — 
numbe- of Agents in the passenge: department, and _ 
their compenseti n. 
He shall have charge of the pureh se of all current 
supplies and material for the use of the Compan, 


ay give such direction in relation thereto as he 
y find necessary. 

~ He shill also cause to be made in writing moathly 
ndensed statements cf the receipts and expenses, 
e information of the Board, immediately pre- 
g the Annual Mesting of the Shareholders in 
each year; a report in writing ot all operations of 
the road unde; his control, in such form and detail 
as may be required by the Board of Directors. or by 
the Legislature, and shail preserve the same in con- 

venient manner for examination and reference. 


TREASURER. 


' _VI—A Treasurer shall be appointed by tho Board, 
_ who shall hold his office at the pleasure of the Board. 
He shall give security, by bon or bonds, to the satis 
faction of the Directors, tosuch an amount, and with 
such securities as the Directors may see fit, for the 
faithful discharge of the trust and duties of his office. 

-Heshall keep a regular set of books containing 
the accounts of the Company, and of all iis funds 
which may pass through, or come into his hands, and 
‘whenever required by the Directors, he shall furnish 
a detail statement of all such accounts ; and he shall 
make and deliver, for the u-e of the Board, a com- 
plete settlement and balance of ‘he books and 
-ounts of the Company, made up to the 31-t day 
f December and ihe 3Uth day of June, respectively, 
inclusive, in eich year; or at any other time that 
the Board may require the same. 

He shall countersign all cheques which shall hive 
been previously signed by the Presiden’, or by the 
Vice-President, or such other officer as the Board 
may from time to time appoint, and shall act under 
the control and direction of the Board, in receiving, 
depositing, paying out and remitting of the monies 

of the Corporation. 


SECRETARY. 


VII.—The Secretary shall be appointed by ihe 
Board, and shall give satisfactory security. 

The office of Secretary shail be at the Gener:] 
Offices of the Company, and he shall keep the 
minutes of the Board and of its Comittees, He shall 
have charge and custody of the Common Seat of the 
Company, of all deeds, leases, contracts, maps and 
documents belonging to the Company and of all 
letters and papers not belonging eaclusively to other 
offices or departments. 

He shall take charge of all general reports from 
heads of dep:rtments after they have been preser ted 
to the Board of Directors, and condense such infor- 
mation from these as may be required from time to 
e by the Board. 

_ He shall attest all contracts or certificates or copies 
) Of resolutions of the Board, or of other proceedings 

_Tequiring the Seal of the Company. 

He shall give notice by letter addressed through 
© Mail, or otherwise, to the Directors of all meet- 
igs of the Board, and also to the Stockholders, of 
meetings of the Stockholders, and he shall per- 
form such other duties consistent with his office 
which may be required of him by the Board. 

__ He shall also act as Secretiry ofall general and 
Official meetings of the shareholders, 


AUDITOR. 


_ VIII.—An Auditor may be appointed by the Board 
whose duty shail be to audit and correctly classify, 
under their respective abstract headings, in ‘‘ Reve 
nue” or‘ Expenditure,” all accounts of this Com- 
pany, to have them signed and approved by the 
proper officers. 

Tt shall also be his duty to thoroughly audit the 
intire accounts, vouchers, &c., of every Station on 
he Line, at intervals not to exceed one month for 
each Station. 

The audit of Station Agents to be irregular, and 
announced as to times, and said Auditor shall 
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perform generally such other duties as may be rea- 
sonably required of him by the Board. 

IX.—The books and proceedings of the Secretary 
shall always be open to inspection of any of the 
Directors of the Company, and shall be subject to 
the general supervision of the Board. 


GENERAL. 


X. When practicable without loss, all payment to 
bo made out of the funds of the Company shall be 
made by cheques upon the Bankers of the Company, 
and such cheques shall be signed by the President, 
or Vice-President, or by such other officers as the 
Board may from time to time appoint, in order to 
facilitate business, and countersigned by the Trea - 
surer, and unless so signed and countersigned the 
same shall not be payable, or be paid by the Bankers 
of the Company, and the Treasurer shall place before 
the Directors, when required at their meeting, 
the bank-book in which the cheques and deposits of 
the Company shall have been duly entered, and an 
abstract of the cash receipts and disbursements. 

All officers and employee: of the Company hold 
their offices and employment at the pleasure of the 
Directors, subject to be suspended or removed, as 
the Board may direct. No officer of the Company 
shall be entitled to compensation after he shall have 
been suspended or dismissed. During the time of 
his office his compensation shall beat the rate 
attached to the office or employment which he 
holds and shall be payable moathly. 

All heads of departments, station agents and over- 
seers, shall be held responsible forthe good conduct 
of their respective subordinates, and such officers are 
hereby empowered to suspend any of their subor- 
dinates for incompetence or neglect of duty, which 
suspension shill be immediately reported to the 
General Manager. 

All monies received by any officer, agent, or em- 
ployee, from any source whitever, on account of the 
Company, shall be remitied daily to the Treasurer, 
tcgether witha full account thereof, through the 
head of his department. ‘ihe compensation paid to 
employees shall cover all risks incurred, or liability to 
accident from any cause on the road The use of 
ardent spirits on the road, or about the premises of the 
Company, cacept for mechanical purposes, is strictly 
forbidden. Thefrequent and habitual drinking of ar- 
dent spirits by any employee shall be cause for dismissal. 

The Board of Directors enjoin upon all persons in 
the employ of the Company, prompt and cordial co- 
operation and compliance with the instruciions of 
their superior offices, and the exercise of the most 
rigid economy in all expenses incurred, and careful- 
ness in the use and preservation of property belong- 
ing to the Company. 

PASSES AND FREE TICKETS. 

XI, Every person passing in the cars of this Com- 
pany sha!l produce some evidence of a right to do 
so, except it is provided that Directors may pa-s 
without tickets, but the privilege to doso shail be 
personal, 

All yearly and trip passes shall be sigaed by the 
General Manager, and a record shall be kept ofall 
these. All trip passes shall be taken up by the 
Conductors, and returned to the office of the General 
Manager. 

No person shall be allowed to travel on the 
Railway without paying his fare, except those pro- 
duciag a ticket regularly issued, and in force, or a 
pass signed as aforesaid. 

Workmen employed on the roid must produce a 
pass for the day. 


FREIGHT AND PASSENGER TARIFF. 


XII. The tariff or rates charged for the transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers, and the rules for the 
collection of same, as also for the receipt, handling 
and delivery of freight, shall be arranged by the 
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General Manager, subject to a revision by the Beard 
and the Governor in Council. 


AMENDMENTS. 


XIII. All By-Laws, Rules or Regulations of the 
Directors of the said Company heretofore enacted or 
passed, relating to the subject matter of these By- 
Laws, and inconsistent therewith, are hereby super- 
seded, without prejudice, however, to any matter or 
thing done, performed or admitted under such 
former By-Laws, Rules, Regulations, or any of them 

The Ky-Laws and Rules of the Board, or any of 
them, may be altered, amended or repealed by a 
vote of a majority of the Board of Directors, at any 
regular meeting of the Board, subject to the 
approval of the shareholders of said Company. 


CANADA CHNIRAL AND BROCKVILLY AND 
OItTAWA RAILWAYS. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS OF TRANSPORTATION, 

1. The business of the Freight Department is to 
carry property that is properly the subject of trans- 
portation in Freight Cars. 


2. This Company will not be responsible for any 
article or articles conveyed upon their Railway, unless 
the same be signed for as received, by a duly author- 
ized agent, and a declaration or shipping pote, upon 
regular printed form, as provided, presented to the 
agent, setting forth the description of the goods, and 
the parties to whom they are to be delivered. 


3. Gold or Silver, Coin or Bullion, or articles man. 
ufactured of gold or silver, Jewels and Watches, not 
taken On any terms. No Pictures, Plated Articles, 
Statuary, Musical Instruments, Glass, Silk or Laces 
will be carried by this line, for the loss of which it 
will be responsible, unless with such articles, when 
delivered, isalso delivered a memorandum in writing, 
stating the character and kind of articles and their 
value, and unlcss a proper extra price for the car 
riage and responsibility be paid. 


4. Bank Bills, Drafts, Notes, Deeds, Contracts, 
Valuable Papers, and other writings, will not be 
received by this line for transportation, nor carried 
on any train. 


5. The Railroads will not undertake or agree to 
carry property by any particular train, nor in time 
for any particular market, but will forward property 
with as reasonable dispatch as their general business 
will permit; and they will not be responsible for loss 
or damage arising from delays, however occasioned : 
nor for the deciy or injury of perishable articles; 
nor for damage to any article resulting from the 
effect of heat or cold or evaporation; nor for damage 
to contents of packages, where deception is used in 
packing, or the contents are unknown; nor for loss 
by leakage or bursting, ov by reason of improper 
packing. 


6. Articles will not be rece ved for transportation, 
unless properly packed in suitable casks, boxes, 
bales, vessels or pakages, and such must be well and 
plainly marked with the name of consignee and des- 
tination. Marking with initials only, or with chalk, 
or on paper labels, is not sufticient for safe transport, 
and agents will not receive for transportation articles 
so marked. | 


7. Agents will not sign receipts for the delivery of | 
property at any point beyond the terminus of this. 
line, but may agree upon and insert rates through 10 
points on other roads, when authoriz-d by the Gen- 
eral Freight Agent; but in all such cases the 
Railroads agree only to deliver the property at the 


terminus of their own line, and the agents, in insert- 
ing the rates to such points, act merely for the 
accommodation of the shippers. 


8. Carriages and Nleighs, Show Cases, Machinery, 
Stoves and Castings, Marble, Locking Glasses, 
Mineral Acids, all Liquids put up in Glass or Harthen- 
ware, Cabinet Ware, Furniture, Fresh Fish, Meat, 
Dressed Hogs, Poultry, Fruit, !‘rees, ant Live 
Animals, together with all artic!es in Special Risk 
List, will only be taken at the owaer’s rizk of injury 
during the course of transportation, and tke loading 
and unloading thereof, unless specially agreed to 
the contrary, and an additional price paid of fifty 
per cent; nor will they be responsib’e for injury to 
empty Hogsheads, Tierces, Casks, Barrels, Kegs, 
Kits, Tubs, Pails, &c., or their contents, if filled, in 
consequence of hoops becoming loose, or for injury 
to any packages not sufficiently protected to bear 
the ordinary motion and jar of trains, ani handling 
at Stations. 


9. Liquids in cases, demijohns and jugs, will not be 
received unless packed in kegs or boxes. Goods in 
bundles will not be considered as properly packed, 
and will not be received on any terms. 


10. The Railroads will not be responsible for loss 
or damage done to goods put intoreturne i wrappers 
or boxes, or packages described as empties; nor for 
any goods left until called for, or to order, wire- 
housed for the convenience of those to whom they 
belong, and the delivery of goods will be conside ed 
complete, and the responsibilities of the Railroads 
as carriers terminated, forty-eight tours after the 
arrival of the goods at their destination on this line, 
except Lumber, Coals, Bricks, and goods of like bulk 
and description, the delivery of which shill b2 com- 
plete, and the responsibility termina ed, wien the 
car laden with them shall be detached from the train 
at the place of destination, 


11. Neither will they be responsible for any defi- 
ciency in weight or measure of Grain, or any other 
freight in bulk; nor for loss or defici ney in weight, 
number or measure of Lumber, Coa', or Iron carried 
by the car load; nor for shrinkage of any kind of 
Sugars or short weights of the same, unless the same 
resulted from a damage to the package while in the 
possession of the Railroad ; nor for any injury to 


; grain by heating. 


12. Nor for Boots aid Shoes in cases or packages, 
Goods in trunks, and other articles li:ble to pecula- 
tion or fraudulent abstraciion, unless such ca es, 
packages or trunks are strapped with iron or wood, 
or otherwise securely protected. 


13. When articles are designed, after transporta- 
tion on this Line, to be forwarded by some other 
Line or carrier to their destination, they must be 
marked or directed by the cousignor accordingly. 
‘!he Railroads will not be responsible fo: such articles 
after they are delivered to any Railroad or other car- 
rier; nor for any delay which may occur by the 
failure of such Riilroad or carrier to receive such 
freight. 


14, When an invoice covers a variety of articles, as 
a lot of Household Furniture, ete., each separate 
art:cle must be properly marked, or they will not be 
received 


15. Potatoes and Garden Roots will not be taken 
in bulk except in full car loads. 


16. Small consignments, including articles of 
several classes, will oe extended at their several rates, 
but no shipment will be taken at less than 25 cents 
for any distance, All freight will be taken subject 
to the Railroads’ weight only. 


17. Articles that the Agents of the Railroads do

18, All freight shipped in bulk or in carloads 
must be loaded and unloaded by owners. One day 
will be allowed for loading and unloading ; if cars 
are detained longer, a charge of Two Dollars per day 
will be made for each car so detained, this Line 
reserving the right to unload and charge the owner 
of the property for unloading. 


19, All property will be at the risk of the owner, 
while in the Rai'roads’ warehouse; and the Rail- 
roads will not be responsible for loss or damage by 
fire or otherwise, to any article the bulk of which 
renders it necessary to be forwarded in open cars, 


20. The Railroads will not be responsible for Nuts 
in bags; Lemons or Oranges in boxes, unless covered 


with canvass; Figs in drums, unless boxed ; Rai-ins, | 


unless in packages of not less than three boxes, well 
strapped together, 


21. Shippers of dangerous articles will be held 


responsib'e for any damage arising there‘rom or 
thereto. 


22, Gunpowder, and similar combustible articles, 


will not be received for transportation except by | 


special agreement with the Sup’t or Gen'l Freight 
Agent. If the above named articles are found 
secreted among other goods, they will be forfeited or 


destroyed ; and in case of damage by reason of them, | 


the shipper or consignor will be held responsible 
therefor. 


23. No responsibility will be admitted under any 


circumstances to a greater amount upon any single | 
article of freight than $200, unless upon notice given | 


of such amount, and a special agreemont therefor. 

24, Fish, Fruit, Meat, Dressed Hogs, Poultry, and 
all other perishable artic'es, will be disposed of at 
discretion, to save loss. 


25, The charges on all Freight, etc., must be paid 


before the goods will be delivered; and no responsi- | 
bility will be assumed for the correctness of any | 
moneys charged as ‘‘ Back Charges ”’ on Freight, &c., | 


by other roads, companies, or individuals. 


26 Lumber, Lath, Coal, etc., will ba transported | 


at the owner's risk, and charged at Lumber rates, 
which are exclusive of loading and unloading. 


21. Vehiclez, except when tightly box.d, taken 
entirely at the owner’s risk of damage from fire, the 
weather, and all other causes for which the Railroads 
are not a: fault. 


28. No allowance will be made for manifest damage 
On any article unless notice thereof is given when 
taken from the Depot; nor for loss or damage of any 
kind, unless the claim in detail is presented within 
ten days after the delivery of the Freight. 


29, The zarrier reserves the right to charge Storage 
on all freight remaining in its Depot more than forty- 
eight hours after its arrival; and will not ba respon- 
sible for loss or damage after that time. 


30. Cumbrous and troublesome articles, such as 
large stone, very long timber, &c., will be charged 
extra at discretion. 


31, Small lots of freight for the same place and 
consignee should be delivered for transpo:tation at 
the same time ; as single packages, arriving by them- 
selves, will be liable to separate charge as single 
packag-s, and no correction will be made in case 
they are so entered and charged. 
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LIVE STOCK. 


Live Stock will be carried upon the following condi- 
) tions : 


32. At rates named for live stock, owners are to 
load, unload and feed the same at their own expense 
and risk ; and assume all risk of injury that animals 
may cause to each other or to themselves in conse- 
quence of breaking from the cars, being over-crowd- 
ed, or otherwise. No risk will be assumed by the 
Railroads, nor damage allowed,unless specially agreed 
to when the animals are taken for transportation, 
and an a‘ditional price of 25 per cent. upon Tariff 
rates paid. 


33. Any person paying freight on a full car, or 
more, of live stock, will be entitled to One Ticket 
only, which the Agent of the station, where it is load- 
ed, will furnish to the Drover or person in charge of 
the stock, in order that he may accompany and take 
care of the same. Conductors of Freight ‘I'rains will 
| observe this and be governed accordingly. No risk 
_ wil be assumed for the personal safety of such per- 

son. Ticket to be dated and signed by the Statioa 
Agent, and stamped. 


34, In consideration of drovers being permitted to 
ride free on the same train with their stock, for the 
purpose of takiug charge of it, it will, in all cases, be 
their duty, or that of the shippers of Live Stock, to 
examine the cars before loading ; and if they accept 
them, the stock wll be at their risk of loss or damage 
occasioned by doors being displaced, or other wise, 
while in transit. 


35. The rate on Horses is based upon, and intend- 
ed only for thoze of ordinary value, not exceeding 
$150 each. Horses of greater value will be charged 
extra, atthe rate of $5 for eich $100 additional 
| value. 


36. The rate for transporting sheep 1s based upon, 
| and intended only for those valued at not over $3:00. 
| ‘Those valued at more than $5:C0O, will bs taken by 
| special contract, 


37. If owners or shippers neglect to notify Agent 
of such additional value, and pay the extra charge 
therefor, the [ing will not be liable, under any cir- 
cumstances, beyond the amount, viz: $150 for 
Horses, $5.00 for Sheep. * 


38. Owners or shippers of Live Stock of extraor— 
dinary value must bear all risk, in excess of the or- 
dinary value of the same, arising from accidents or 
ipjury in transportation, unless such value be first 
disclosed and a special contract made with the Su- 
perintendent or General Freight Agent. 


39. Hay, Straw, and other like Combusiibles, will, 
under no circumstances, be allowed in the car wi'h 
Live stock. Persors violatiog this rule, w.ll not 
| only suffer all loss whch the sam3 may cause to his 

or their own stock, but will be held responsible fo- 
al! damage caused by such violation, whether it be to 
individuals or to the Ralroads.

W HEBEAS, by ‘The Merchant Shipping Act 

Amendment Act, 1855,” it was enacted, that in 
any case in which any lighthouse, buoy, or beacon 
had been, or should be thereafter, erected or placed 
on or near the coasts of any British possession, by or 
with the consent of the Legislative Authority of such 
possession, Her Majesty might, by Order in Couacil, 
fix such dues in respect thereof to be paid by the 
owner or master of every ship which passes the 
same. or derives benefit therefrom as Her Majesty 
might deem reasonable, and might in like manner 
from time to time increase, diminish, or repeal such 
dues ; and that from the time specified in such rder 
for the commencement of the dues thereby fixed, 
increased, or diminished the sama should be leviable 
throughout Her Majesty’s dominions in maaner 
thereinatter mentioned :

All heads of departments, station agents and over-

GENERAL CONDITIONS OF TRANSPORTATION. 


1. The business of the 'reight Depariment is to 
carry property that is properly the subject of traas- 
portation in Freight Cars. 


2. This Company will not be respousible for any 
article or articles conveyed upon their Railway, unless 
the same be signed for as received, bya duly author. 
ized agent, and a declaration or shipping rote, upon 
regular printed form, as provided, presented to the 
agent, setting forth the description of the goods, and 
the parties to whom they are to be delivered. 


3. Gold or Silver, Coin or Bullion, or articles man 
ufactured of gold or silver, Jewels and Watches, not 
taken on any terms. No Pictures, Plated Articles, 
Statuary, Musical Instruments, Glass, Silk or Laces 
will be carrie! by this line, for the loss of which it 
will be responsible, unless with such articles, when 
delivered, isalso delivered a memorandum in writing, 
stating the character and kind of articles and their 
value, and unless a proper extra price for the car- 
riage and responsibility be paid. 


4, Bank Bills, Drafts, Notes, Deeds, Contracts, 
Valuable Papers, and other writings, will not be 
received by this line for transportation, nor carried 
on any train. 


5. The Railroads will not undertake or agree to 
carry property by any particular train, nor in time 
tor any particular market, but will forward property 
with as reasonable dispatch as their general business 
will permit; and they will not be responsibie for loss 
or damage arising from delays, however occasioned ; 
nor for the decay or injury of perishable articles; 
nor for damage to any article resulting from the 
effect of heat or cold or evaporation; nor for damage 
to contents of packages, where deception is used in 
packing, or the contents are unknown; nor for loss 
by leakage or bursting, or by reason of improper 
packing. 


6. Articles will not be received for transportation, 
unless properly packed in suitable casks, boxes, 
bales, vessels or pakages, and such must be well and 
plainly marked with the name of consignee and des. 
tination. Marking with initials only, or with chalk, 
or on paper labels, is not sufticient for sate transport, 
and agents will not receive for transportation articles 
so marked. 


7. Agents will not sign receipts for the delivery of 
property at any point beyond the terminus of this 
line, but may agree upon and insert rates through to 
points on other roads, when authorized by the Gen- 
eral Freight Agent; but in all such cases the 
Railroads agree only to deliver the property at the 


terminus of their own line, and the agents, in insert- 
ing the rates to such points, act merely for the 
accommodation of the shippers. 


8. Carriages and Sleighs, Show Cases, Machinery, 
Stoves and Castings, Marble, Looking Glasses, 
Mineral Acids, all Liquids put up in Glass or Earthen- 
ware, Cabinet Ware, Furniture, Fresh Fish, Meat, 
Dressed Hogs, Poultry, Fruit, Trees, ant Live 
Animals, together with all articles in Special Risk 
List, will only be taken at the owner’s risk of injury 
during the course of transportation, and the loading 
and unloading thereof, unless specially agreed to 
the contrary, and an additional price paid of fifty 
per cent; nor wiil they be responsible for injury to 
empty Hogsheads, Tierces, Casks, Barrels, Kegs 
Kits, Tubs, Pails, &c., or their contents, if filled, in 
consequence of hoops becoming loose, or for injury 
to any packages not sufficiently protected to bear 
the ordiaary motion and jar of trains, and handling 
at Stations. 


9, Liquids in cases, demijohns and jugs, will not be 
received unless packed im kegs or boxes, Goods in 
bundles will not be considered as properly packed, 
and will not be received on any terms, 


10. The Railroads will not be responsible for loss 
or damage done to goods put intoreturned wrappers 
or boxes, or packages described as empties; nor for 
any goods left until called for, or to order, ware- 
housed for the convenience of those to whom they 
belong, and the delivery of goods will be considered 
complete, and the responsibilities of the Railroads 
as carriers terminated, forty-eight bours after the 
airival of the goods at their destination on this line, 
except Lumber, Coals, Bricks, and goods of like bulk 
and description, the delivery of which shall be com- 
plete, and the responsibility terminated, when the 
car laden with them shall be detached from the train 
at the place of destination, 


ll. Neither will they be responsible for any defi- 
ciency in weight or measure of Grain, or any other 
freight in bulk; nor for loss or deficiency in weight, 
number or measure of Lumber, Coal, or Iron carried 
by the car load; nor for shrinkage of any kind of 
Sugars or short weights of the same, unless the sama 
resulted from a damage to the package while in the 
possession of the Railroad ; nor for any injury to 
grain by heating. 


12. Nor for Boots aid Shoes in cases or packages, 
Goods in trunks, and other articles lisble to pecula- 
tion or fraudulent abstraction, unless such cases, 
packages or trunks are strapped with iron or wood, 
or otherwise securely protected. 


13. When articles are designed, after transporta- 
tion on this Line, to be forwarded by some other 
Line or carrier to their destination, they must be 
marked or direc:ed by the consignor accordingly. 
the Railroads will not be responsible for such articles 
after they are delivered to any Railroad or other car- 
rier; nor for any delay which may occur by the 
failure of such Railroad or carrier to receive such 
freight. 


14. When an invoice covers a variety of articles, as 
a lot of Household Furniture, etc., each separate 
article must be properly marked, or they will not be 
received. 


15. Potatoes and Garden Roots will not be taken 
in bulk except in full car loads, 


16. Small consignments, including articles of 
several classes, will oe extended at their several rates, 
but no shipment will be taken at less than 25 cents 
for any distance. All freight will be taken subject 
to the Railroads’ weight only. 


17. Articles that the Agents of the Railroads do 
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not consider worth the charges for freight at forced 
sale, will not be taken, unless the freight on the 
same is prepaid. 


18, All freight stipped in bulk or in carloads 
must be loaded and unloaded by owners. One day 
will be allowed for loading and unloading ; if cars 
are detained longer, a chargeof Two Dollars per day 
will be made for each car so detained, this Line 
reserving the right to unload and charge the owner 
of the property for unloading. 


19. All property will be at the risk of the owner, 
while in the Rai'roads’ warehouse; and the Rail- 
roads will not be responsible for loss or damage by 
fire or otherwise, to any article the bulk of. which 
renders it necessary to-be forwarded in open cars. 


20. The Railroads will not be responsible for Nuts 
in bags; Lemons or Oranges in boxes, unless covered 
with canvass; Figs in drums, unless boxed ; Raisins, 
unless in packages of not less than three boxes, well 
strapped together. 


21. Shippers of dangerous articles will be held 
responsib!e for any damages arising therefrom or 
thereto. 


22. Gunpowder, and similar combustible articles, 
will not be received for transportation except by 
special agreement with the Sup’t or Gen’! Freight 
Agent. If the above named articles are found 
secreted among other goods, they will be forfeited or 
destroyed ; and in case of damage by reason of them, 


the. shipper or consignor will be held respossible | 


therefor. 


23. No responsibility will be admitted under any 


circumstances to a greater amount upon any single | 
article of freight than $200, unless upon notice given | 


of such amount, and a special agreem3nt therefor. 


24, Fish, Fruit, Meat, Dressed Hogs, Poultry, and 


all other perishable -artic'es, will be disposed of at 
discretion, to save loss. 


25. ‘The charges on all Freight, etc., m ust e paid 
before the goods will be delivered; and no responsi- 
bility. will be assumed for the correctness of any 
moneys charged as ‘‘ Back Charges’ on Freight, &c., 
by other roads, companies, or individuals. 


26 Lumber, Lath, Coal, etc., will be transported 
at the owner's risk, and charged at Lumber rates, 
which are exclusive of loading and unloading. 


27. Vehicles, except when tightly boxcd, taken 
entirely at the owner’s risk of damage from fire, the 
weather, and all other causes for which the Railroads 
are not a* fault. 


28, No allowance wi 1 be made for manifest damage 
on any article unless notice thereof is given when 
taken fromthe Depot; nor for loss or damage of any 
kind, unless the claim in detail is presented within 
ten days after the delivery of the Freight. 


29, ‘The 2arrier reserve: the right to charge Storage 
on all freight remaining in its Depot more than forty- 
eight hours after its arrival; and will not be respon- 
sible for loss or damage after that time. 


30. Cumbrous and troublesome articles, such as 
large stone, very long timber, &c., will be charged 
extra at discretion. 


31. Small lots of freight for the same place and 
consignee should be delivered for transportation at 
the same time; as single packages, arriving by them- 
selves, will be liable to separate charge as single 
packages, and no correction will be made in case 
they are so entered and charged. 


LIVE STOCK. 
Live Stock will be carried upon the following condi- 
tions : 


32, Atyvates named for live sto-k, owners are to 
load, unload and feed the same at their own expense 
and risk ; and assume all risk of injury that animals 
may cause to each other or to themselves in cons>- 
quence of breaking from the cars. being over-crowd 
ed, or otherwise. No risk will be assumed by the 
Railroads, nor damage allowed, unless specially agreed 
to when the animals are taken for transporta‘lon, 
and an additional price of 25 per cent, upon Tariff 
rates paid, 


33. Any person paying freight on a full car, or 
more, of live stock, will be entitled to One Ticket 
only, which the Agent of the station, where it is loid- 
ed, will furnish to the Drover or persoa in charge of 
the stock, in order that he may accompa ‘y ard take 
care of the same. Conductors of Freight ‘rains will 
observe this and be governed accordingly. No risk 
will be assumed for the personal safety of such per- 
son. Ticket to be dated and signed by the Statioa 
Agent, and stamped. 


34. In consideration of drover; being permitted to 
ride free on the same train with their stock, for the 
purpose of taking charge of it, it will. in all cases, be 
their duty, or that of the shippers «f Live Stock, to 
examine the cars before loading ; and if they aecept 
them, the stock w.ll be at their risk of loss or damage 
oceasioned by doors being <lisplac d. or otherwise, 
while in transi’. 


35. The rate on Horses is based upon, and intend- 
ed only for those of ordinary value not exceeding 
$150 each. Horses of greater value will be charged 
extra, atthe rate of $¢5 for eich $100 addi‘ional 
value. 


36. The rate for transporting sheep 1s based upon, 
and intended only for those valued at not over $9-00. 
Those valued at more than $5:C0, will be taken by 
special contract. 


37. If owners or shippers neglec: to notify Agent 
of such additional value, and pay the extra charge 
therefor, the Lins will not be liable, under any cir- 
cumstances, beyond the amount, viz: $150 for 
Horses, $5.00 for Sheep. 


38. Owners or shippers of Live Stock of extiaor— 
dinary value must bear all risk, in excess of the or- 
dinary value of the same, arising from accidents or 
injury in transportation, unless such value be first 
disclosed and a special contract made with the Su- 
perintendent or General Freight Ag nt. 


39. Hay, Straw, and other like Combusiibles, wil , 
under no circumstances, be allowed in the cir wi h 
Live Stock. Persons violating this rile, wll not 
only suffer all loss which the sam2 may cause to his 
or their own stock, but will be held responsible fo. 
al! damage caused by such violation, whether it be to 
individuals or to the Railroads.

CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN CANADA AND THE UNITED 
KINGDOM, 


On and from the Ist January, 1877, an arrangement 
will come into effect, providing for the transmission 
of Post Cards between Canada and the United 
Kingdom, and for the assimilation of the charges on 
printed and book post matter, and trade patterns 
and samples of merchandize passin g between Canada 
and the United Kingdom, to the postal rates of the 
General Postal Union, under the following regula- 
tions : 


Post CArRDs. 


Special Post Cards to be used for transmission to 
the United Kingdom, are in course of preparation, 
and will be used for sale to the Public at two cents 
each. 


These Cards will pass at that rate, subject to the 
general conditions applicable to Post Cards sent 
within the Dominion, and whether forwarded in the 
Mails for England vid the United States or by Canada 
Packet. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


On transient newspapers addressed to the United 
Kingdom the rate will be two cents per 4 oz. or frac- 
tion of 4 oz. weight of a newspaper packet—to be 
prepaid by postage stamp. Canada Newspapers post- 
ed from the Office of Publication to subscribers in the 
United Kingdom -=if to be sent in the Mails 
forwarded vid New York or Boston, must be prepaid 
by postage stamp at the transient paper rate of two 
cents per 4 0z., but ifsent by Canada Packet such 
papers may pass, as now, On pre-payment by the 
publisher, at the time of posting, of the ordinary 
domestic rate of one cent per pound. 


Book PAckeEtTs. 


The term book packets, as applied to correspondence 
with the United Kingdom, includes all printed mut- 
ter other than newspapers, and all matter permitted 
by the Postal Regulations to pass at Book Post rates. 


On all such matter sent to the United Kingdom, 
the rate will be two cents per 2 oz. or fraction of 2 
oz. and must be prepaid _by postage stamp,

On and from the Ist January, 1877, an arrangement 
will come into effect, providing for the transmission 
of Post Cards between Canada and the United 
Kingdom, and for the assimilation of the charges on 
printed and book post matter, and trade patterns 
and samples of merchandize passing between Canada 
and the United Kingdom, to the postal rates of the 
General Postal Union, under the following regula— 
tions :

Special Post Cards to be used for transmission to 
the United Kingdom, are in course of preparation, 
and will be used for sale to the Public at two cents 
each. 


These Cards will pass at that rate, subject to the 
general conditions applicable to Post Cards sent 
within the Dominion, and whether forwarded in the 
‘Mails for England viz the United States or by Canada - 
Packet. 


NEWSPAPERS. 


| On transient newspapers addressed to the United 
Kingdom the rate will be two cents per 4 oz. or frac- 
tion of 4 oz. weight of a newspaper packet—to be 
prepaid by postage stamp. Canada Newspapers post- 
ed from the Office of Publication to subscribers in the 
United Kingdom =- if to be sent in the Mails 
: forwarded vid New York or Boston, must be prepaid

Book PackrrTs. 


The term book packets, as applied to correspondence 
with the United Kingdom, includes all printed mit- 
ter other than newspapers, and all matter permitted 
by the Postal Regulations to pass at Book Post rates. 


On all such matter sent to the United Kingdom, 
the rate will be two cents per 2 oz. or fraction of 2 
oz. and must be prepaid by postage stamp, 


PATTERNS AND SAMPLES OF MERCHANDIZE. 


The charge on this class of Postal Matter will be 
the same as on Book Packets—2 cents per 2 oz. or 
fraction of 20z., to be prepaid by postage stamp. 
The articles sent to or received from the United 
Kingdom by post as Patterns or Samples, must be 
bcna fide trade patterns or samples of merchandize. 
Goods sent for sale, or in execution of an order— 
however small the quantity may be—or any articles 
sent by one private individual to anotber, which are 
not actually Trade Patterns or Samples, are not 
admissible. 


It will be observed that the rat«s to be charged on 
Post Cards, Newspapers, other printed ard Book post
